This report is 
submitted in accordance with Section 45, 
Part 4 of the Police Act, Chapter 381, 
R.S.O. 1980. 


With 1989 marking the closure of another 
decade | have recognized the need to look 
closely at how policing issues impact on 
our society today, and to determine more 
precisely what our response and direction 
should be for the future. It is becoming 
increasingly evident that contemporary 
Canadian police organizations and their 
leaders are facing the most rapidly 
changing period in the history of policing. As full participating community 
members, we are not exempt from the resultant impact of change. Significant 
demographic changes, demands for representation by minorities, and an 
increased sensitivity to societal problems all need to be balanced in equilibrium 
with our traditional responsibilities of protection and law enforcement. This 
approach is not only necessary, but desirable in that it can enable us to deal 
more effectively with increasing crime and the growing illicit drug trade. It is” 
clearly apparent that we must effect significant change in order to fulfil our 


obligations as a policing authority. Therefore, we must respond by concentrating 


on the principles of innovation, cooperation and communication. 


The 1990s hold a myriad of challenges and promises for new beginnings. One 
of the most important directions we can pursue, both within the O.P.P. and the 
community as a whole, is improved communications. Taken together, the 
communications initiatives implemented in 1989, our vision of community 
policing and the dedication and commitment expressed by our uniform and 
civilian members will serve to strengthen and enhance the fine tradition of 
excellence for which the O.P.P. is Known.

THE ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE 


_ MANDATE AND RESPONSIBILITY 


The Ontario Provincial Police operates under the statutory authority of the 
Police Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 381. Through the Commissioner, the 
O.P.P. is responsible to the Solicitor General for the ongoing delivery of a 
wide range of police services to the people of Ontario. 


The largest of several divisions within the Ministry of the Solicitor General, 
the Ontario Provincial Police is represented at a senior level by the 
Commissioner’s membership on Senior Management Committee. 


In general, the Ontario Provincial Police is responsible for policing those 
parts of Ontario not having a municipal police agency, as well as for all 
King’s highways within the province. In addition to these responsibilities, 
the O.P.P. is specifically charged with maintaining specialized 
investigative and enforcement capabilities to assist municipal police 
agencies, the coroner’s service and other government ministries. 


During 1989, the Ontario Provincial Police Force provided policing 
services for approximately 993,000 square kilometres of land area and 
174,000 square kilometres of Ontario waterways.

OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONER 


ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE 


The Office of the Commissioner provides for the overall control and 
management of the Ontario Provincial Police. Policy direction and 
coordination of operating programs in the achievement OrOrPEP: 
objectives is a primary function. 


Under the direct responsibility of the Office of the Commissioner are the 
Protocol Officer/Force Adjudicator, Professional Standards Branch, the 
Executive Coordinator Employment Equity and the O.P.P. Relocation 
Project. 


Protocol Officer/Force Adjudicator 


The responsibilities involved in this dual capacity are, as Protocol Officer, 
to advise the Commissioner on special events; to liaise with the Ontario 
Director of Protocol, the Canadian Armed Forces, the R.C.M.P. and all 
major police agencies in Ontario; and to act as the senior aide-de-camp 
to the Lieutenant Governor of Ontario. As Force Adjudicator, the 
responsibilities entail assuming the powers and duties of the 
Commissioner at disciplinary hearings under the Police Act, and to 
provide for the maintenance of a standard of conduct by O.P.P. 
members that fosters respect and trust within both the community and 
the Ontario Provincial Police itself. 


Professional Standards Branch 


Professional Standards Branch is responsible to the Commissioner for 
administering specific programs designed to promote the highest 
standard of employee conduct within the Ontario Provincial Police. 
Accordingly, both internal and external concerns pertaining to member 
conduct and/or service delivery is monitored and investigated with 
recommendations for appropriate action. Appreciation of member or 
public conduct is similarly monitored with appropriate commendations 
and awards provided where applicable. The Branch also provides 
awareness on the purpose of their programs as part of the O.P.P. 
training function. 


Executive Coordinator Employment Equity 


The Ontario Provincial Police is attempting to meet the challenge of 
achieving employment equity, thereby soliciting the cooperation and 
devotion of each member to work toward the goal of reaching equality 
for all Ontario residents. In its second year of operation as part of the 
Commissioner’s Office, the Employment Equity Unit continues to provide 
and promote a variety of programs to enhance cross cultural relations 
through employment equity training sessions, media advertising and in- 
house communication. 


The efforts of the Ontario Provincial Police to ensure that it reflects the 
diversity of Ontario’s population in the future is evident in that almost half 
of the new appointments made in 1989 consisted of target group 
members, as follows:

During 1989, three particularly noteworthy areas that helped foster a 
better understanding of multi-cultural communities and employment 
equity were attendance at Citizenship Court, participation in the 
Workforce Profile survey and the establishment of District Employment 
Equity Committees linking the police with the Ontario populace. 









O.P.P. Relocation Project 


The overall Relocation Project responsibility is to provide functional and 
quality facilities for a proposed new Ontario Provincial Police General 
Headquarters, and to ensure an orderly transfer of operations and staff. 


OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
FIELD OPERATIONS 


The Deputy Commissioner Field Operations, P.J. Campbell, administers 
field personnel who provide law enforcement services to those areas of 
the province where policing is the direct responsibility of the Ontario 
Provincial Police. As well, policy direction and guidance is provided to the 
three Field Operational Divisions which, in total, consist of 16 district 
headquarters, 184 regular detachments and five summer detachments. 
Field Coordination Branch and First Nations and Contract Policing 
Branch are also the responsibility of the Deputy Commissioner Field 
Operations. 


Field Coordination Branch 


Field Coordination Branch provides a service of coordination and liaison 
for Field Operations and the 16 Districts. This Branch provides the 
direction for the operation of the Breathalyzer and A.L.E.R.T. Program. 
Another component of the mandate of Field Coordination Branch is to 
provide specialized Dangerous Goods Enforcement as required under 
Federal and Provincial legislation, Explosives Disposal expertise to District 
personnel and other police agencies, and helicopter aerial support to 
police investigations as requested. 


Field Coordination Branch is also responsible for the development and 
maintenance of the Traffic Accident Analyst Program to provide a 
resource for the O.P.P. on technical level accident investigations, 
enforcement of the Radar Program, and other programs within Traffic 
and Marine Section relating to accidents, traffic and marine law, 
equipment, statistics and waterways enforcement. 


The range of responsibilities encompassed by this Branch during 1989 
extended to the coordination of the Auxiliary Policing Program, the 
training and deployment of canine teams in police support roles, and the 
maintenance of the O.P.P. Pipes and Drums and the Golden Helmets 
Motorcycle Precision Ride for public relations functions. 


First Nations and Contract Policing Branch 

Effective November 1, 1989, the Indian and Municipal Policing Branch 
changed names to First Nations and Contract Policing Branch. While 
indicating sensitivity to aboriginal peoples, the name change better 
reflects the functions performed. Under the direction of the Provincial 
Commander, Field Operations, this Branch is responsible for the 
administration and coordination of the First Nations Constable and 
Contract Policing Programs. Responsibilities emanating from this 
mandate include the recruitment of personnel and purchase of 
specialized equipment required for First Nation detachments, and the 
monitoring and coordination of the delivery of policing services to 
nineteen contract municipalities in Ontario. 
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OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
INVESTIGATIONS 


The Deputy Commissioner Investigations, M.K. McMaster, is responsible 
to the Commissioner for the ongoing functions of Special Investigations 
Division and Investigation Support Division. 


SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS DIVISION 


Special Investigations Division provides specialized investigative skills to 
assist O.P.P. members and municipal police agencies throughout 

Ontario. Investigative assistance is also provided, upon request, to other 
law enforcement agencies, government ministries and special enquiries. 


These police services are provided by Anti-Rackets Branch, Criminal 
Investigation Branch and General Investigations Branch. 


Anti-Rackets Branch 


The Anti-Rackets Branch is responsible for investigating "white collar" or 
"commercial" crimes such as fraud, forgery, uttering forged documents 
and credit card crime. As a result of reorganization, additional areas of 
responsibility were transferred from General Investigations Branch on 
December 1, 1989. These include the investigation of occurrences and 
complaints involving social and criminal gaming and gambling, the 
Ontario Racing Commission, auto theft, pornography and hate literature. 


Criminal Investigation Branch 


The Criminal Investigation Branch provides skilled case management to 
the Ontario Provincial Police, other police agencies, the Chief Coroner’s 
Office, and, upon appropriate request, other provincial ministries and 
their agencies, ensuring that major criminal investigations are proficiently 
and effectively concluded. The basic areas of responsibility include 
homicide, public service investigations when criminal conduct is 
suspected, and other major investigations and studies including 
organized crime projects, Royal Commissions and extradition.

General Investigation Branch 


During 1989, the General Investigation Branch provided investigative 
expertise in the areas of drug enforcement, auto theft, gambling, and 
pornography and hate literature. On December 1, 1989 the Branch was 
disolved and its mandated functions were reassigned to other areas of 
the O.P.P.: Drug Enforcement section was reorganized and renamed as 
the Drug Enforcement Branch; and the Auto Theft Section, 
Gaming/Ontario Racing Commission Section, Pornography/Hate 
Literature Section and the Liquor Liaison Officer were transferred to the 
Anti-Rackets Branch. 


While the Branch rendered assistance to Field members of the O.P.P. 
and to other police agencies on request, the priorities of these sections 
are diverse. Drug Enforcement has concentrated on offences of 
trafficking, possession for the purpose of trafficking, cultivation and 
possession under the Narcotic Control Act or Food and Drugs Act. In the 
area of Auto Theft, there is a responsibility to provide expert assistance 
to Ontario Provincial Police members and other police agencies in the 
investigation of organized vehicle theft rings, identification of suspect 
vehicles and components, and to provide training in vehicle identification 
procedures. The objectives of the Gaming and Ontario Racing 
Commission Section has been to liaise with Federal and Provincial 
specialists and to lecture on gambling laws and enforcement techniques 
to police officers and other agencies. The Pornography/Hate Literature 
Section has been responsible for the investigation of the manufacturing, 
distribution and importing of obscene material within Ontario, as well as 
to educate the public on the prevalence of this material and its harmful 
effects. : 
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INVESTIGATION SUPPORT DIVISION 


Investigation Support Division furnishes support to the field operation in 
specialized techniques of criminal investigation. Division functions include 
intelligence gathering, analysis and distribution, technical interception of 
communications, physical and audio surveillance, polygraph 
examinations and forensic identification services. In addition, security 
services are provided to senior government officials, visiting dignitaries 
and within provincial government buildings by O.P.P. members and the 
Ontario Government Protective Service. The licensing of private 
investigators and security guards, and firearms acquisition and licensing 
are also managed by this Division. 


All of these services are provided under the auspices of Intelligence 
Branch, Security Branch, Technical Support Branch and Registration 
Branch. 


Intelligence Branch 


In addition to conducting intelligence investigations, this Branch provides 
intelligence assistance, information gathering and analysis services to the 
Ontario Provincial Police, other police agencies and non-police agencies. 
Units are maintained dedicated to organized crime, outlaw motorcycle 
gang activity, analysis and storage of intelligence information. 


Security Branch 


Formed in 1969, this Branch amalgamated with Intelligence Branch as of 
December 1, 1989. Prior to this, Security Branch was responsible for 
providing personal security and protection for senior government officials, 
visiting dignitaries and other persons requiring protection from subversive 
elements while guests of the province and/or within provincial 
government buildings by O.P.P. members and the Ontario Government 
Protective Service. These duties have included accompaniment on 
business trips, nationally and internationally, as well as providing security 
for the Premier and the Lieutenant Governor’s suite at Queen’s Park. 


The Security Assistance Section, comprised of Investigation/ 

Intelligence, Security Clearance, Technical Services and Parking Services 
Units, investigated occurrences involving threats or embarrassments to 
Officials of the legislature, conducted investigations and provided expert 
evaluation of government facilities to determine security and access 
control. Uniformed security was also provided for Osgoode Hall and 
Queen’s Park detachments. 
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Technical Support Branch 


The mandate of the Technical Support Branch is to provide an 
operational support service to criminal and intelligence investigations 
through electronic surveillance coordination, surreptitious photography 
and videotaping, physical surveillance, polygraph, photographic 
processing and forensic identification. These services are provided, upon 
request, to members of the Ontario Provincial Police, municipal police 
agencies dnd provincial government ministries and agencies. 


Registration Branch 

Registration Branch is responsible for the administration of The Private 
Investigators and Security Guards Program and The Firearms Program. 
The former entails the administration of the Private Investi 

Security Guards Act, to ensure that there is compliance by the security 
industry. The latter program involves controlling the possession of 
firearms through the issuance of registration and possession permits, 
overseeing the inspection and approval of shooting clubs throughout the 
province, and coordination of the Firearms Acquisition Certificate 
Program. 
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OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
SERVICES 


The Deputy Commissioner Services, J.E. Szarka, oversees the 
operations of the Administrative Services and Support Services Divisions. 
In addition, he is directly responsible for the functions of Budget 
Coordinator, Policy and Planning Branch and Program Evaluation 
Branch. 


Budget Coordinator 


The Budget Coordinator monitors the financial affairs of the Ontario 
Provincial Police and its mandate is to administer the operational 
budgeting process, provide advice and counsel on financial matters 
affecting the O.P.P. to the Commissioner and senior staff, and coordinate 
the submission of applications and reports to Management Board of 
Cabinet. In addition, the responsibilities of this office include processing 
revenue collected from the disposal of seized and found property, 
overseeing employee relocation expenses and the Home Ownership 
Employee Relocation Plan for the Ministry, monitoring and approving, 
where necessary, requests to hire unclassified staff, and providing liaison 
between branches and other central agencies on financial matters. 


Policy and Planning Branch 


The Policy and Planning Branch is comprised of four sections. In general, 
the responsibilities of the Branch are to provide research, development 
and advisory services to the O.P.P., the Ministry of the Solicitor General 
and, upon request, to other Ontario Government Ministries. More 
specifically, the Policy and Procedures Section revises and develops 
policy and procedures as well as maintaining Police Orders, the Strategic 
and Tactical Planning Section conducts research in a variety of areas, the 
Statistical Information Services Section provides statistical analysis and 
the Library Section provides coordination and maintenance of resource 
materials for Field and General Headquarters locations. 


Program Evaluation Branch 


The Program Evaluation Branch provides a broad, independent and 
comprehensive audit/evaluation program within the Ontario Provincial 
Police. It furnishes Senior Management with a continuing review of all 
aspects of O.P.P. activities and assesses the efficiency, effectiveness and 
economy of internal management policies and controls. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DIVISION 


This Division administers and coordinates O.P.P. training and education, 
specific O.P.P. personnel services, public information and media services. 
Additionally, it provides support in the areas of graphic arts, 
photography, administrative records, mail and printing services. 


These services are delivered by Training Branch, Staff Services Branch, 
Media Relations Branch and Records Management Branch. 


_Training Branch 


The Training Branch provides a wide range of training programs both at 
the Provincial Police Academy in Brampton and at various locations 
throughout the province with courses ranging from recruit orientation to 
advanced criminal investigation. In addition, the Branch is responsible for 
planning and coordinating field training through In-Service Training 
Coordinators. 


Staff Services Branch 


Staff Services Branch provides a variety of services for the Ontario 
Provincial Police. The Branch is comprised of the Resource Deployment, 
Staff Relations and Staff Development Sections, and two consultants, a 
Psychologist and Civil Litigation Officer. The responsibilities of these 
human resource sections include recruitment of new uniform members, 
the design, development and administration of promotional processes 
and a myriad of employee assistance programs. The Psychologist’s 
services entail advising management on the potential impact of proposed 
programs on members, helping to establish guidelines for hiring practices 
and promotional competitions, and providing counselling services for 
O.P.P. staff. The Civil Litigation Officer coordinates and provides 
counselling to all members involved in work-related lawsuits or human 
rights issues. 
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Media Relations Branch 


Media Relations Branch coordinates the release of information on O.P.P. 
related occurrences and activities to the media. The media projects 
officers and Media Monitoring Section prepare and disseminate the 
material on an immediate and current basis and/or may establish on-site 
facilities at major occurrences. Branch personnel provide assistance and 
training to O.P.P. members in dealing with media matters. This Branch 
also prepares and publishes The O.P.P. Review, a quarterly magazine, 
and maintains files on media publicity. 


Records Management Branch 


The mandate of this Branch is to provide operational support to the 
O.P.P. and other governmental agencies, as well as providing Freedom 
of Information Services in accordance with provincial legislation. 
Responsibilities include the operation and maintenance of the Criminal 
Occurrence Enquiry Centre and Registry, Microfilm Centre, Administrative 
Records Depository and Registry, Mail Distribution Centre, and the 
Printing and Duplicating Centre. 
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SUPPORT SERVICES DIVISION 


Support Services Division provides logistical support to the Ontario 
Provincial Police in such areas as transport, armament, clothing, 
equipment, and computer and communications services. 


Support Services Division is comprised of Transport Branch, 
Quartermaster Stores Branch and Systems Support Branch. 


Transport Branch 

Transport Branch is responsible for the provision and maintenance of 
mobile and related equipment necessary to meet the transportation 
needs of the O.P.P. 


Quartermaster Stores Branch 


The responsibilities of this Branch are to procure, stock and distribute 
articles of uniform and equipment, armament, forms and particular items 
as required by O.P.P. members, the Ontario Government Protective 
Service, Auxiliary Police and Special Constables in the First Nations 
Program. Services are provided for uniform tailoring, weapons testing 
and firearms repair, as well as a repository for, and the disposal of 
confiscated weapons as authorized by the Solicitor General of Ontario. 


Systems Support Branch 


This Branch is responsible for providing services and support to the 
Ontario Provincial Police, the Ministry of the Solicitor General and other 
law enforcement agencies through the maintenance, operation and 
delivery of computer and telecommunications equipment, user programs 
and support services. Services and support are provided through the. 
Datacentre Services, Systems Implementation and Telecommunications 
Operations.

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INITIATIVES 


Mission Statement and Strategic Plan 


The mission of the Ontario Provincial Police is to provide a 
sensitive, community-oriented service that promotes an 
environment in Ontario in which all people will be secure in 
their pursuit and enjoyment of all lawful activities. 


On October 2, 1989, Commissioner T.B. O’Grady distributed a booklet to 
all employees of the Ontario Provincial Police which identified the future 
strategic direction for the O.P.P. through the adoption of a mission 
statement, philosophy and specific strategic plans. Along with Community 
Policing concepts, identified as intrinsic to the success of future 
operations, the Commissioner introduced plans to address Human 
Resources Management, Traffic Management and Marine Policing 
Management. The concern of the Human Resources Management Plan 
is, primarily, to ensure that the O.P.P. reflects the diversity of Ontario's 
population. The Traffic Management Plan has, as its aim, the delivery of 
highway traffic services in cooperation with concerned agencies and 
citizens, and, in addition to the delivery of marine policing services, the 
objectives of the Marine Policing Management Plan are to assist and 
promote safe, enjoyable and efficient movement of people and vessels 
on the waterways of Ontario. 


Community Policing Initiative 


With the Mission Statement and the O.P.P. policing philosophy 
highlighting and supporting our intention to be a Community Based 
police service, 1989 saw the O.P.P. placed in a position of being able to 
provide strong leadership in this area. Community policing has been 
embraced as the fundamental principle under which policing services are 
delivered in the province. The O.P.P. believes that the active participation 
of community members, concerned agencies and interest groups in law 
enforcement issues will result in increased effectiveness and efficiency; 
for example, in terms of identifying and resolving criminal, traffic and 
social order problems that are consistent with community needs and 
expectations. Similarly, the concept of community policing serves to 
promote both public commitment and active involvement, as well as 
create an open and responsive working environment for O.P.P. 
members. 


During 1989, these strategies moved at a rapid pace from conceptual 
form to actual service delivery methods at the operational level as the 
Community Policing Initiative was implemented at Nos. 6, 10 and 14 
Districts in addition to the pilot project introduced at No. 7 District in 
1988. 
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In September, 1989, an Extended Service Office was opened at the 
LaSalle Secondary School, located within Kingston Township detachment 
area. The assigned Community Police Officer has a base of operations in 
the school which houses a staff of 67 and a student population of 750. 


On October 2, 1989, the implementation of Community Policing at 
municipal contract locations was commenced at Caledon Detachment 
where two officers were assigned to the Town of Bolton. The O.P.P. is 
particularly pleased with the municipal initiatives in that they provide us 
with the potential to develop further knowledge respecting Community 
Policing within municipal contract settings. 


Decentralization 


As a measure to enhance the Community Policing Initiative, 
reorganization during 1989 included the decentralization of the first of the 
three Field Division Commanders: the Field ’C’ Division Commander was 
deployed to Sault Ste. Marie with the belief that such a step encourages 
closer relations between senior command staff, their respective areas of 
responsibility and the communities which they police. 


First Nations Policing Program 


On March 22, 1989, the Ontario First Nations Policing and the Six 
Nations Policing Agreements were signed, ushering in a markedly 
progressive change of direction for the Program. These Agreements 
allowed the respective parties to enter into tripartite negotiations on the 
development of First Nations Policing arrangements in the Province of 
Ontario with respect to the exercise of jurisdiction and powers by the 
First Nations of Ontario. 


Negotiations began immediately after March 1989 for two new 
Agreements to cover the 1989-90 fiscal year. These Agreements were 
signed on December 1, 1989. By the end of the year, the complement at 
Six Nations Territory increased to twelve members. 


The concept of autonomous policing on reserves was introduced with 
enthusiasm, reflecting the O.P.P.’s firm commitment to the First Nations 
Policing Program Initiative and the belief that native "self-policing" is an 
appropriate course to follow in the future.

Drug Education 


Traditionally, the efforts of drug enforcement officers have been 
concentrated in the area of enforcement. With a growing number of 
requests from citizen groups for lectures on drug abuse, drug 
enforcement members have been providing drug-related training and 
education to both police and the public through speaking engagements 
and role-playing seminars. Courses are offered through the Ontario 
Police College and Provincial Police Academy for members, and through 
crime conferences and citizen and school groups for the general public.

MANDATE AND RESPONSIBILITY

The Ontario Provincial Police operates under the statutory authority of the Police 
Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 381. Through the Commissioner, the OPP is 
responsible to the Solicitor General for the ongoing delivery of a wide range of 
police services to the people of Ontario. 


The largest of several divisions within the Ministry of the Solicitor General, the 
Ontario Provincial Police is represented at a senior level by the Commissioner’s 
membership on Senior Management Committee. 


In general, the Ontario Provincial Police is responsible for policing those parts of 
Ontario not having a municipal police agency, as well as for all King’s highways 
within the province. In addition to these responsibilities, the OPP is specifically 
charged with maintaining specialized investigative and enforcement capabilities 
to assist municipal police agencies, the coroner’s service and other government 
ministries. 


During 1990, the Ontario Provincial Police provided policing services for 
approximately 993,000 square kilometres of land area and 174,000 square 
kilometres of Ontario waterways. | 


OPP DIVISIONS AND DISTRICTS 
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OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONER 


ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE 


The Office of the Commissioner provides for the overall control and 
management of the Ontario Provincial Police. Policy direction and coordination 
of operating programs in the achievement of OPP objectives is a primary 
function. 


Under the direct responsibility of the Office of the Commissioner are 
Professional Standards Branch, the Protocol Officer/Force Adjudicator, the 
Executive Coordinator Employment Equity, Media Relations Branch and the 
OPP Relocation Project. 


Professional Standards Branch 


Professional Standards Branch is responsible to the Commissioner for 
administering specific programs designed to promote the highest standard of 
employee conduct within the Ontario Provincial Police. Accordingly, both internal 
and external concerns pertaining to member conduct and/or service delivery is 
monitored and investigated with recommendations for appropriate action. 
Appreciation of member or public conduct is similarly monitored with 
appropriate commendations and awards provided where applicable. The Branch 
also provides program awareness as part of the OPP training function. 


Protocol Officer/Force Adjudicator 


The responsibilities involved in the dual capacity are, as Pfotocol Officer, to 
advise the Commissioner on special events; to liaise with the Ontario Director of 
Protocol, the Canadian Armed Forces, the RCMP and all major police agencies 
in Ontario; and to act as a senior aide-de-camp to the Lieutenant Governor of 
Ontario. As Force Adjudicator, the responsibilities entail assuming the powers 
and duties of the Commissioner at disciplinary hearings under the Police Act, 
and to provide for the maintenance of a standard of conduct by OPP members 
that fosters respect and trust within both the Se and the Ontario 
Provincial Police itself. 


Executive Coordinator Employment Equity 


The Ontario Provincial Police is attempting to meet the challenge of achieving 
employment equity, thereby soliciting the cooperation and devotion of each 
member to work toward the goal of reaching equality for all Ontario residents. 
In its third year of operation as part of the Commissioner’s Office, the 
Employment Equity Unit continues to provide and promote a variety of 
programs to enhance cross Cultural relations through employment equity 
training sessions, media advertising and in-house communication. 


The efforts of the Ontario Provincial Police to ensure that it reflects the diversity 
of Ontario’s population in the future is evident in that almost 1/2 of new 
appointments made in 1990 consisted of designated group members, as 


follows:

actually 227, 5 of the new recruits belong to more than one 
designated group. 









The District Employment Equity Committees link the police with the Ontario 
populace, support the OPP’s Community Policing activities, and identify suitable 
candidates for appointment from the designated groups. 


Media Relations Branch 


Media Relations Branch coordinates the release of information on OPP related 
occurrences and activities to the media. It prepares and disseminates the 
material on an immediate and current basis and/or may establish on-site 
facilities at major occurrences. Branch personnel provide assistance and 
training to OPP members in dealing with media matters. This Branch also 
monitors and tapes all major newscasts, and provides traffic flow information to 
metro-area media outlets. Media Relations Branch also prepares and publishes 
the OPP Review quarterly magazine. 


OPP Relocation Project - Orillia 


The overall Relocation Project responsibility is to provide functional and quality 
facilities in Orillia for the Ontario Provincial Police General Headquarters and 
Administration Division, Ministry of the Solicitor General, and ensure the orderly 
transfer of operations and staff. 


Under the direction of the General Manager, the Project Team encompasses a 
unique blend of inter-ministerial operational and technical expertise, to 
implement future headquarters needs, using governmental accommodation and 
relocation standards. 


This multi-disciplinary Project Team has a continuing responsibility for all 
components of the Relocation Project including operational /organizational 
review, identification of needs, architectural facility programming, design, 
construction and relocation of operations and staff. 


OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
FIELD OPERATIONS 


x 


The Deputy Commissioner Field Operations, P.J. Campbell, administers field 
personnel who provide law enforcement services to those areas of the province 
where policing is the direct responsibility of the Ontario Provincial Police. As 
well, policy direction and guidance is provided to the three Field Operational 
Divisions which, in total, consist of 16 district headquarters, 184 regular 
detachments and five summer detachments. - Field Support Division is also the 
responsibility of the Deputy Commissioner Field Operations. 


FIELD SUPPORT DIVISION 


Field Support Division was established on January 1, 1990, as a result of the 
restructuring of General Headquarters to meet contemporary service needs. 


The Division is responsible for the coordination of services from Field 
Coordination Branch, Traffic and Marine Branch, and First Nations and Contract 
Policing Branch, all of which function in a resource role for the Provincial 
Commander, Field Operations, and the three Field Divisions. 


Field Coordination Branch 


Field Coordination Branch provides a service of coordination and liaison for 
Field Operations and the 16 Districts. 


The Community Policing Services Unit is responsible for the continued 
promotion and implementation of Community Policing, Safety Education, Crime 
Prevention, Crime Stoppers, District and Detachment Planning and the 
Extended Service Office Programs. 


The Citizen Support Unit facilitates the appropriate response to victims of crime, 
and in particular victims of domestic violence, sexual assault, child abuse and 
elder abuse. The Special Project Unit provides ongoing research in a variety of 
policing issues for the OPP and other divisions of the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General. 


Field Coordination Branch provides the direction for the operation and delivery 
of the Emergency Response Programs which include the Tactical Rescue Unit, 
Crisis Negotiators, Crowd Management, Search and Rescue, Emergency + 
Planning and Incident Commanders. Another component of the Branch is to 
provide specialized Explosives Disposal expertise to District personnel and other 
public agencies, and helicopter aerial support to police investigations as 
requested. 


The range of responsibilities encompassed by this Branch during 1990 also 
involved the coordination of the Auxiliary Policing Program; the training and 
deployment of canine teams, and Underwater Search and Recovery teams 
which provide police support roles; and the maintenance of the OPP Pipes and 


Drums. 
Traffic and Marine Branch 


As a result of organizational changes in 1990, the Traffic and Marine Branch 
was formed. This Branch provides a service of coordination and liaison for 
Field Operations and the 16 Districts. This Branch provides the direction for the 
operation of the Breathalyzer and ALERT Program. Another component of the 
mandate is to provide specialized Dangerous Goods Enforcement as required 
under Federal and Provincial legislation for the OPP and other police services 
as requested. The Branch also provides a facilitator and resource role for the 
Provincial Traffic Management Committee. 


The responsibilities of this Branch include the development and maintenance of 
the Traffic Analyst Program to provide a resource for technical level accident 
investigations; administration of programs relating to accidents, traffic and 
marine law, equipment, statistics and waterways policing such as the Radar 
Program; and the training, deployment and maintenance of the Golden Helmets 
Motorcycle Precision Ride for public relations functions. 


First Nations and Contract Policing Branch 


This Branch is responsible for the administration and coordination of the First 
Nations Constable and Contract Policing Programs. Responsibilities emanating 
from this mandate include the recruitment of personnel, the purchase of 
specialized equipment required for First Nation Territories, and the monitoring 
and coordination of the delivery of policing services to twenty-one contract 
municipalities in Ontario. 


OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
INVESTIGATIONS

The Deputy Commissioner Investigations, R.E. Piers, has responsibility for 
Intelligence Branch and provides policy direction and guidance to the Division 
Commander, Investigation Division. 


Intelligence Branch 


The focus of Intelligence Branch consists of two major areas: Criminal 
Intelligence and Special Security. 


Criminal Intelligence includes conducting intelligence investigations, assistance, 
information gathering and analysis services to the OPP and other police and 
non-police agencies. Units are also maintained that are dedicated to organized 
crime, outlaw motorcycle gang activity, analysis and storage of intelligence 
information. | 


Special Security provides security and protection for visiting dignitaries and 
other persons requiring protection while guests of the province of Ontario; as 
well as provide continuous personal security for the Premier and Lieutenant 
Governor. Additionally, the Security Assistance Section investigates threats to 
officials of the legislature, gathers intelligence on criminal activities and conducts 
security clearance investigations. 


INVESTIGATION DIVISION 


Investigation Division provides specialized investigative skills and furnishes 
specialized support services to assist OPP Field Operations and municipal 
agencies throughout Ontario. Investigative and support services are also 
provided, upon request, to other law enforcement agencies, government 
ministries and special enquiries. 


Division functions include drug enforcement; fraud investigation; physical, 
photographic and audio surveillance; polygraph examinations and forensic 
identification services. As well, this Division provides investigative expertise in 
major criminal occurrences. 


All of these services are supplied under the auspices of Anti-Rackets Branch, 


Criminal Investigation Branch, Drug Enforcement Branch and Technical Support 
Branch. 
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Anti-Rackets Branch 


The Anti-Rackets Branch is responsible for investigating "white collar" or 
"commercial" crimes such as fraud, forgery, uttering forged documents and 
credit card crime. Additional areas of responsibility include the investigation of 
occurrences and complaints involving social and criminal gaming and gambling, 
the Ontario Racing Commission, auto theft, pornography and hate literature. 


Criminal Investigation Branch 


The Criminal Investigation Branch provides skilled case management to the 
Ontario Provincial Police, other police agencies, the Chief Coroner’s Office, and, 
upon appropriate request, other provincial ministries and their agencies, 
ensuring that major criminal investigations are proficiently and effectively 
concluded. The basic areas of responsibility include homicide, public service 
investigations when criminal conduct is suspected, and other major 
investigations and studies including organized crime projects, Royal 
Commissions and extradition. 


Drug Enforcement Branch 


The mandate of this Branch is to suppress the supply, sale, and use of illicit 
drugs in the province of Ontario. To this end, Drug Enforcement Branch 
renders assistance to Field members and other police agencies, upon request, 
concentrating on the offences of trafficking, possession for the purpose of 
trafficking, cultivation, and possession under the Narcotic Control Act or Food 
and Drugs Act. In addition, this Branch provides drug related training and 
education to personnel of police organizations and educators in the private 
sector. 


Technical Support Branch ‘ 


The mandate of the Technical Support Branch is to provide an operational 
support service to criminal and intelligence investigations through electronic 
surveillance coordination, surreptitious photography and videotaping, physical 
surveillance, polygraph, photographic processing and forensic identification. 
These services are provided, upon request, to members of the OPP, municipal 
police agencies and provincial government ministries and agencies. 
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OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY COMMISSIONER 
SERVICES 


NX 


The Deputy Commissioner Services, J.E. Szarka, oversees the operations of the 
Administrative Services and Support Services Divisions. In addition, he is 
directly responsible for the functions of Budget Coordinator, and Policy and 
Planning Branch. 


Budget Coordinator 


The Office of the Budget Coordinator monitors the financial affairs of the Ontario 
Provincial Police and its mandate is to administer the operational budgeting 
process, provide advice and counsel on financial matters affecting the OPP to 
the Commissioner and senior staff, and coordinate the submission of 
applications and reports to Management Board of Cabinet. In addition, the 
responsibilities of this office include processing revenue collected from the 
disposal of seized and found property, monitoring and approving where 
necessary, requests to hire classified and unclassified staff, and providing 
liaison between Branches/Districts and other central agencies on financial 
matters. 


Policy and Planning Branch 


In general, it is the mission of this Branch to support the goals, objectives and 
values of the OPP by providing a comprehensive, consultative, coordinative, 
responsive and timely research and development capability to the OPP, other 
areas of the Ministry of the Solicitor General and, upon request, to various 
Ontario government ministries. 


Policy and Planning Branch is comprised of four sections. Of these, the Policy 
and Procedures Section is primarily responsible for policy development, analysis 
and dissemination; the Strategic and Tactical Planning Section serves in an 
advisory and coordinating role to identify long-term corporate and operational 
challenges, and assists in the evaluation of current methods, equipment and 
technology utilized by the OPP; the Statistical Information Services Section 
provides a range of statistical services; and the Library Section provides the 
coordination and maintenance of resource materials and information services 
for Field and General Headquarters locations. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DIVISION 


This Division administers and coordinates OPP training and education, specific 
OPP personnel services; and an Audit/Evaluation Program. These services are 
delivered by Training Branch, Staff Services Branch, and Program Evaluation 
Branch. 


Training Branch 


The Training Branch provides a wide range of training programs both at the 
Provincial Police Academy in Brampton and at various locations throughout the 
province with courses ranging from recruit orientation to advanced criminal 
investigation. In addition, the Branch is responsible for planning and 
coordinating field training through In-Service Training Coordinators. 


Staff Services Branch 


Staff Services Branch provides a variety of human resource services to the 
Ontario Provincial Police. The Branch is comprised of Resource Deployment, 
Staff Relations, Staff Development and Uniform Recruitment Sections. 
Additionally, the Civil Litigation Coordinator, the Employment Equity Unit, and a 
Psychologist consultant are part of the Branch. 


The responsibilities of the human resource sections include recruitment of 
uniformed personnel, staff development and deployment, administration of 
promotional processes, as well as a myriad of employee assistance programs 
and labour relations issues. 


Program Evaluation Branch 


The Program Evaluation Branch provides a broad, independent and 
comprehensive audit/evaluation program within the Ontario Provincial Police. It 
furnishes Senior Management with a continuing review of all aspects of OPP 
activities and assesses the efficiency, effectiveness and economy of internal 
management policies and controls. 
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SUPPORT SERVICES DIVISION 


Support Services Division provides logistical support to the Ontario Provincial 
Police in such areas as transport, armament, clothing, equipment, and 
computer and communications services, graphic arts, photography, 
administrative records, mail and printing services. In addition, the licensing of 
private investigators and security guards, and firearms acquisition and licensing 
are also managed by this Division. 


Support Services Division is comprised of Transport and Supply Branch, 
Records and Registration Branch, and Systems Support Branch. 


Transport and Supply Branch 


On March 1, 1990, this Branch was created through the amalgamation of 
Transport Branch and Quartermaster Stores Branch. 


The Transport Section of this Branch is responsible for the provision and 
maintenance of mobile and related equipment necessary to meet the 
transportation needs of the OPP. 


The responsibilities of the Supply Section are to procure, stock and distribute 
articles of uniform and equipment, armament, forms and particular items as 
required by OPP members, the Ontario Government Protective Service, Auxiliary 
Police and Special Constables in the First Nations Program. Services are 
provided for uniform tailoring, weapons testing and firearms repair, as well as a 
repository for, and the disposal of confiscated weapons as authorized by the 
Solicitor General of Ontario. 


Records and Registration Branch 


This Branch was formed during 1990 when Registration Branch was 
amalgamated with the former Records Management Branch. Records and 
Registration Branch is now comprised of the Private Investigators and Security 
Guards Section, Firearms Section, and Records Section. 


The responsibilities of this Branch include the administration of, and the creation 
of policy guidelines in accordance with, the Private Investigators and Security 
Guards Act; controlling the possession of firearms; overseeing inspection and 
approval of shooting clubs, ranges and firearms businesses; coordination of the 
Firearms Acquisition Certificate Program; and the provision of operational 
support to the OPP and other governmental agencies. 
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Systems Support Branch 


This Branch is responsible for providing services and support to the Ontario 
Provincial Police, other areas of the Ministry of the Solicitor General, and various 
law enforcement agencies through the maintenance, operation and delivery of 
computer and telecommunications equipment, user programs and support 
services. Services and support are provided through Systems Implementation 
and Telecommunications Operations.

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INITIATIVES 


Community Policing Services 


Implementation and promotion of community policing as the future direction of 
the Ontario Provincial Police continued to be of paramount importance during 
1990. In concert with the community policing philosophy in general, this past 
year has seen the involvement of OPP Community Policing Services specifically 
reflected in the areas of safety education and extended service office programs, 
and demonstrated through active participation in facilitating training courses, 
workshops and presentation of lectures. 


The Extended Service Office Program saw dramatic increases in the number of 
approved and operational extended service offices. As community policing 
expanded across the province, these were considered a primary way of linking 
the police with the community. By the end of 1990, we were close to approving 
our 100th extended service office. 


In addition, 1990 saw the development of a 12 month strategy plan aimed at 
implementing necessary changes that would enhance and support the 
continued development of community policing in the OPP. 


Crime Prevention Program 


As the OPP becomes increasingly involved with community policing, the 
importance of crime prevention becomes more readily apparent. To this end, 
the objective of the Crime Prevention Program has been to decrease crime by 
way of reducing risk and opportunity through preventive measures; thereby 
improving the quality of life for all people living in Ontario. 


During 1990, Public Information Officers provided a broad range of community 
based crime prevention programs to the general public; with emphasis on 
programs aimed at the young and elderly. The Values, Influences and Peers 
program was especially popular among grade six students across the province. 


In addition, the OPP continued to support Crime Prevention Ontario, a provincial 


Organization dedicated to the sharing of crime prevention programs and the 
networking of police, community and corporate crime prevention practitioners. 
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First Nations Policing Program 


The year 1990 was an eventful one in the area of First Nations Policing. Most 
notably, Six Nations Territory became the first to maintain a "stand alone" police 
service and an additional police complement was added to the Akwesasne 
Police Services, another territory working towards self-policing arrangements. 

In northern Ontario, the Nishnawbe-Aski Nation was considering regional 
policing within the philosophy of self-policing. An OPP Staff Sergeant was 
seconded to the Nishnawbe-Aski Nation to assist them in realizing their goal. 


During the summer months, a number of First Nations Territories in Ontario 
experienced civil unrest, partly attributable to the volatile situations that occurred 
in Quebec. Through effective conflict management tactics, the OPP was able to 
peacefully resolve these situations and lay the groundwork for amicable 
negotiations in the future with respect to native self-policing services. 


The First Nations Self-Policing Plan was developed in 1990. This plan 
recognizes the OPP’s commitment to ensuring a smooth transition to territorial 
native self-policing, and was received with initial favourable comment by - 
members of both the First Nations community and the OPP. 


Traffic Management 


It is the goal of the Ontario Provincial Police Traffic Management Plan to provide 
policing services to prevent, and/or reduce, the number of deaths and injuries 
related to traffic accidents. To this end, a systematic approach to traffic 
management has been adopted which combines the philosophies of community 
policing with education, awareness and enforcement. 


During 1990 the OPP experienced a significant reduction in traffic accidents 


from the previous year. In total, there were 8,749 fewer accidents, and traffic 
fatalities decreased by 10.8%, from 851 in 1989 to 759 in 1990.

It is my pleasure to present the 1992 Ontario Provincial Police Annual Report, 
in accordance with Subsection 17(4) of the Police Services Act, Chapter 10, 
Statutes of Ontario, 1990. 


During 1992, we continued to meet the challenges of our fiscal environment 
with the professionalism and courtesy our employees are noted for, but also 
with increased sensitivity toward the needs of the people who live in the 
communities we serve. We actively demonstrated our belief that the role of 
community involvement is integral to helping us achieve fairness and equity in 
our delivery of services. This was done through a number of community 
policing initiatives and ongoing consultations. 


By sharing the responsibility of determining local priorities with local 
community residents, we were able to avail ourselves of the unique 
opportunity to work with many different people in dynamic and supportive 
environments. These meetings provided an excellent forum in which diverse 
perspectives could be reasonably balanced against a variety of expectations to 
enable us to develop realistic and achievable goals. 


The year marked several significant milestones for the OPP. For example, the 
first advance move of our General Headquarters to interim accommodations in 
Orillia was successfully completed as scheduled. On August 4, 1992, about 200 
positions were relocated from within the offices of the Provincial Commander, 
Field Operations; Field Support Division; Administrative Services Division; 
Employee Services Branch; and Accommodation Services.

A second advance move was completed on November 2, 1992, with the 
relocation of 25 positions from Telecommunications Branch. 


On April 24, 1992, the province-wide installation of our telecommunications 
system, which began in 1988, was finally completed. Implementation of this 
system is one of the largest tasks ever undertaken by the OPP, and is distinctly 
unique in that there is not another system of its size and extent owned or 
operated by any other public safety agency in the world. It is with pride that I 
can say communities across Ontario are now the direct recipients of the 
benefits and features of this highly sophisticated, fully integrated microwave, 
telephone and radio system. 


Our OPP Employment Equity Plan was developed and submitted in accordance 
with Ontario Regulation 153/91, made under the Police Services Act, with 
implementation beginning in the fall of 1992. One notable step toward 
achieving equitable treatment of employees was the first-time placement of 
female OPP police officers in the position of detachment commander at two 
locations. 


During the month of June, following the signing of the Ontario First Nations 
Policing Agreement on March 31, 1992, the inaugural class of 30 First Nations 
recruits participated in a culturally tailored, police orientation course at the 
Provincial Police Academy. The graduation ceremony on July 3, 1992, featured 
traditional Native drummers and dancers, and the symbolic use of the eagle 
feather in affirming oaths of office and secrecy. 


In conclusion, it is my aim to encourage the development of a strong and 
positive organizational vision that is truly shared by all OPP employees. 
Finally, I am proud to acknowledge that the personal efforts and 
professionalism of our women and men have been the most significant 
contributors in successfully managing the difficulties and challenges of 1992. It 
is their commitment, loyalty and ability that continues to uphold our tradition 
of excellence.

OUR MISSION STATEMENT 





The mission of the Ontario Provincial Police is to provide a sensitive, 
community-oriented service that promotes an environment in Ontario in 
which all people will be secure in their pursuit and enjoyment of all 
lawful activities.

In accordance with existing legislation, we are primarily responsible for 


policing those parts of Ontario that do not have municipal police 


services, or where such service has been contracted in lieu of establishing 
or maintaining a local municipal police agency.

In addition, the OPP is specifically charged with maintaining specialized 


investigative and enforcement capabilities to assist municipal police, the 


coroners’ service and other provincial ministries, as required under the 


Police Services Act.

The focus of our community policing philosophy is on ensuring that we 
provide policing services that are reflective of local community needs, 
and encompass community services and crime prevention activities. To 
date, community policing offices have been established in over 175 
communities across the province. Through partnerships with the people 
who live in these communities, we are better able to identify criminal, 
traffic and social order problems, and to arrive at both proactive and 
reactive response strategies. | 


It is the responsibility of each OPP Division, District, detachment and 
unit to determine how best to deliver policing services in their areas by 
using a contemporary, problem-solving approach. For example, some 
detachments have implemented "team policing" concepts where members 
from different shifts work in specifically identified patrol zones on a 
permanent basis to foster closer relations with people in the community. 


Training is vital to the success of community policing. Several 
educational initiatives were implemented in 1992, such as hands-on 
workshops held in field locations, and new technologies to develop 
problem-solving techniques continued to be examined and utilized by 
field personnel. 


Community committees have been the most visible and widely used 
method of identifying local problems. In addition, a number of 
detachments used surveys, questionnaires, public forums and short-term 
problem-initiated groups as new ways in which to gain public input and 
participation.

In January 1992, leasing arrangements for the Tudhope building (50 
Andrew St. S.) and Cottage "O" (Huronia Regional Centre) in Orillia were 
finalized in preparation for the first advance move on August 4, 1992. By 
March 10, 1992, funding for the construction of the newly-consolidated 
General Headquarters complex was approved, and on June 11, 1992, the 
long-awaited official ground-breaking ceremony was held. Completion 
of the new building is expected to take approximately 27 months, with 
a target date of summer 1995. | 


On March 17, 1992, the Mayor of Orillia, and approximately 20 other 
local senior officials, attended a tour of OPP General Headquarters in 
Toronto. The purpose of this visit was to familiarize the delegation with 
some of the unique aspects involved in our relocation to their 
community. 


During March and April the architectural model of the new GHQ was on 
display at the various ministry locations to provide employees with a 
first-hand look at the new facility. The site services/site development 
contract was awarded on May 18, 1992 to PCL Constructors Eastern Inc. 
of Mississauga. The scope of work, to be completed in January of 1993, 
included: water-tower demolition and removal, construction of the 
helipad area and retaining walls, installation of buried services, grading, 
and construction of roadways and fencing. 


In July 1992, employees affected by the second advance relocation to take 
place in 1993 (Phase II) participated in three separate bus tours.

The tours provided staff with the opportunity to view the city and meet 
with community representatives in person. a 


The first phase move was completed as scheduled on August 4, 1992. A 
total of 71% of employees affected by this move agreed to report for duty 
in Orillia. Civilian employees who chose not to accept the assignment to 
Orillia were provided with counselling sessions and were all guaranteed 
another job in the Ontario Public Service within a 40 kilometre radius of 
the Toronto work location. Almost all employees who did not accept the 
assignment to Orillia were placed in comparable positions. 


An employee opinion survey was conducted shortly after the Phase I 
relocation to measure effectiveness and assist in determining where 
improvements might be needed. The survey was well received and had 
a high response rate of 55%. The overall results were very positive, the 
most notable being that 93% of the respondents felt the move was carried 
out efficiently, and did not encounter any major problems. 


An Interim Accommodation Ceremony took place on September 22, 1992, 
at the Tudhope Building to commemorate the completion of Phase I. 
Several key Orillia representatives, OPP senior management and many 
other employees attended this event. | 


In December, the project released a video newsletter entitled "In Focus". 
This video chronicled main events that took place throughout 1992, and 
was distributed to branches within the Ministry as well as to key 
audiences in Orillia. 


The year concluded with the relocation of the OPP Telecommunications 
Branch employees on November 2, 1992, and finalizing leasing 


arrangements for the second advance move for August 3, 1993.

On April 24, 1992, the last installation of the OPP telecommunications 
system took place in Kenora. This marked the final milestone in the 
project which began in 1988. Implementation of this system was one of 
the largest tasks ever undertaken by the OPP. Our telecommunications 
system is distinctly unique in that there is not another of its size and 
extent owned or operated by any other public safety agency in the world. 


The OPP system was designed around many user requirements and 
technological factors. One of the components, centralized dispatching on 
a district basis, has proven to be very effective in improving our level of 
quality customer service and in meeting our operational needs. As a 
result, the direct beneficiaries of this system's benefits and features are 
the communities we serve. 


One of the benefits derived from the telecommunications system 
implementation is the improved telephone access to police officers. For 
example, our members have been made more accessible through 
telephone service for the hearing impaired, 1-800 toll free lines for 
service, and detachment exterior telephones. Telephone patching 
capabilities also allow people in the community to speak directly to any 
of our members while on the road. 


Operationally, our field personnel are now able to leave their vehicles, 


yet remain in constant contact with communications centres through the 
use of portable radios.

This enhances our community policing efforts by allowing increased 
interaction with the public without affecting other regular operational 
requirements. 


The new system also incorporates the provincial common channel which 
allows inter-communications with other municipal counterparts 
throughout most of Ontario. This facilitates effective information sharing 
on day-to-day matters, such as police pursuits and ongoing joint 
investigations. 


The OPP telecommunications system was particularly designed with 
considerable flexibility in accommodating special events or major 
incidents without affecting regular transmissions for other routine 
matters. The annual Cornfest in Tecumseh Municipality and the influx 
of summer populations in places such as Grand Bend are two examples 
of how implementation of this system has greatly improved our ability 
to provide quality policing services during periods of high demand. 


The Cornfest takes place each year over a four day period on a 40 acre 
site situated in the middle of a populated area of the province, Events 
also take place at locations elsewhere in the town’s vicinity. In 1992, 
crowds exceeded the event organizers anticipated estimate of 100,000 
attendees. With the use of a command trailer at the site as a base 
communications station, 10 police officers on foot patrol were able to 
interact with each other and the town police without disrupting regular 
policing services. Without the telecommunications system, our members 
would not have been able to communicate through radio dispatch to 
send and receive potentially vital information.

Our Grand Bend summer detachment is unique in that most of our 
members patrol the area on foot. This virtually creates a requirement for 
a distinct, localized radio system. Prior to implementation of our 
telecommunications system, members at that location had to 
communicate by first linking up with a nearby detachment’s 
communications centre. This procedure considerably interfered with the 
other detachment’s routine services. Now, our members in Grand Bend 
are able to communicate with each other directly, and while on foot, 
which enhances both public and police officer safety without causing 
disruptions in service. | 


In the future, as new technologies become available they may be 
incorporated into our telecommunications system, where appropriate. 
This will allow us to continue to enhance our own functional capabilities, 
and to improve upon service delivery to the people of Ontario for many 
years.

BUILDING FOUNDATIONS 





Implementation of culturally appropriate training tailored to First 
Nations’ people was initiated in the OPP during 1992. Following the 
successful completion of the course, an inaugural graduation took place 
at the Provincial Police Academy in Brampton on July 3, 1992. 


The ceremony was unique in several respects: three traditional drummers 
accompanied Native dancers in a grand entry and closing in place of the 
traditional bagpipes and drums; the swearing/affirmation of the oaths of 
office and secrecy included the use of the symbolic eagle feather; and an 
honour song paid special tribute to the new graduates. 
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Project "Jericho" 


Throughout 1992, the OPP continued to be involved in an intensely 
complex investigation known as Project Jericho. The project, originating 
in 1989, has since become the largest multi-perpetrator / multi-victim child 
sexual abuse investigation in Canadian history. 3 


In 1989, disclosures of several incidents of child abuse were made to staff 
of the Family and Children’s Services (FCS) of Leeds and Grenville 
Counties. Preliminary assessment concluded that further investigation 
was required by both social workers and police. As a result, the OPP and 
the local Prescott Police Service teamed up resources with the FCS and 
proceeded to uncover a case of unprecedented proportion. 


The enormity of the case began to unfold when other children in the area 
also began to disclose abuse by family members and unrelated persons 
living in the community. Over the next three years police investigators, 
social workers, staff from the attorney-general’s office, and concerned 
community members contributed a significant amount of their time to 
help uncover the scope of the systemic abuse. 


Considerable time and effort were also invested in providing the victims 
with much needed assistance. This was further complicated in that the 
same person who was the accused at one trial would often be the victim 
at another. This further complicated the case, particularly in regard to a 
victim’s willingness to testify and in providing statements. 
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Working together as a single unit to investigate and combat the extensive 
abuse, the efforts of the team of police and social workers paid off. The 
team earned a reputation for investigative excellence due to the 
pioneering success of Project Jericho. The team has since met with 
federal and provincial agencies who wished to learn from their 
experiences. Numerous other agencies have sought the teams’ advice and 
insight into child abuse investigations, the most prominent of which have 
been the FBI, the Virginia State Crime Commission, New York State 
Police. 


By the end of 1992, a total of 241 charges were laid against 42 persons. 
The Children’s Aid Society estimated that the number of alleged victims 
was 191, with the total number of alleged perpetrators being 93. The 
conviction rate for the project thus far has been determined at 94%, with 
a number of criminal cases still before the courts. Due to the far-reaching 
breadth of this case, investigations are expected to continue through 1993. 


Allegations of Sexual, Physical and Psychological Abuse 
Grandview, St. Joseph's & St. John's Training Schools 


Other large scale investigations entered into by the OPP that centred 
around allegations of sexual, physical and psychological abuse involved 
the Grandview, St. Joseph’s and St. John’s training schools. 


In April 1991, the Waterloo Regional Police Service (WRPS) received 
complaints of sexual assault from a number of women who had formerly 
resided at the Grandview school for girls, which closed its doors in 1976. 
Allegations were later made claiming that certain government officials of 
the day were aware of staff misconduct but failed to respond to the 
reports. 
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A host of other mitigating factors have made this a uniquely perplexin 
case. ’ 


On February 3, 1992, the OPP joined forces with the WRPS and officially 
commenced an investigation into how the various components of 
government had responded to allegations between 1967 and 1976. By 
combining forces, we have been able to fully share in information that 
will hopefully lead to a greater knowledge of the facts, and at the same 
time help prevent duplicating investigative efforts. 


In the case of St. Joseph’s and St. John’s schools for boys, the OPP has 
been investigating allegations of physical and sexual abuse since early 
1990. The total number of complaints currently exceeds 400 as reported 
by victims residing at St. Joseph’s between 1952 and 1973, and at St. 
John’s between 1957 and 1967. 


Exemplary investigative teamwork has resulted in a total of 13 former 
_ employees being convicted of various criminal offenses that arose out of 
the allegations. Several other accused persons are still awaiting trial. 


The investigations into Grandview, St. Joseph’s and St. John’s schools 
will continue until the cases are satisfactorily resolved and the interests 
of the public are served. 
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OUR OPERATIONS AND EXPERTISE 


Bank Robberies 
Windsor-Ottawa Corridor | 2 


Between January 2 and August 13, 1992, a convicted bank robber who 
was unlawfully at large had held up 42 different financial institutions 
along a wide stretch of the Windsor-Ottawa corridor, including one 
incident in New Brunswick. The robberies occurred with considerable 
frequency and soon became a major concern for police agencies spanning 
the corridor. Fortunately, the sequence of events were well documented 
by security cameras in the banks and trust companies selected Py the 
bank robber, as was his identity. 


In January, Steven Craig Sommerville had been on a temporary absence 
pass from prison where he had been serving a sentence for prior 
convictions of bank robbery. After failing to return, he was declared 
unlawfully at large. Before long, it became obvious to police that this 
man was a potential danger to both police and the community. By July, 
our investigators were of the opinion that the only way to capture this 
individual was through a coordination of effort. 


Members of the OPP and the various municipal and regional police 
services involved, joined together as a team with the special task of 
capturing the suspect. Once some of Sommerville’s habits had been 
determined and his criminal actions corroborated, surveillance teams 
were used to cover possible targets. Additional warrants were also 
executed with the hope of apprehending him. 


At 3 a.m. August 13, members of the special investigative team arrested 
Sommerville in a hotel bar in downtown Toronto. It was on the strength 
of the Corrections Services Canada warrant for being unlawfully at large 
that police were able to move swiftly in arresting him. 
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Project “Mix" 


In early 1992, a member of the OPP Traffic and Marine Branch, 
Dangerous Goods Section, discovered that a mixture of toluene solvent 
and naphtha gas was being transported and perhaps sold as gasoline in 
the Metropolitan Toronto area as part of an attempt to evade tax 
payments. The OPP Criminal Investigation Branch was alerted due to the 
possibility of a conspiracy to defraud the Ontario government. A joint 
forces investigation, known as Project "Mix," was then coordinated with 
other police agencies and other Ontario Government Ministries. 


Surveillance was conducted, and samples were taken from service 
stations after deliveries were made. An analysis indicated a fifty percent 
split between toluene solvent and naphtha gas. Once search warrants 
were fully executed at a number of locations, ten persons were charged 
with Conspiracy to Defraud the Government of Ontario. It was estimated 
that the public was defrauded of a total cash value of $1,222,071 in 
unpaid taxes. 


Police Shooting 
Barrie OPP Officer 


On the night of June 29, 1992, three Hamilton men were arrested and 
charged in connection with the murders of two young men and the 


wounding of a Barrie OPP officer. 


The tragedy began on the morning of June 29th when two of the accused 
became involved in a single car accident just northeast of Bracebridge. 
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In a gesture of goodwill, John Young and Santos Michelin stopped to 
offer their help. The young pair were ambushed by the suspects who 
then used their pickup truck to flee the scene. 


Some time later, acting Sergeant Scott Couse of the Barrie OPP stopped 
the pickup on the 400 Highway, unaware of the events that transpired. 
What had begun as a routine check ended with Couse being shot once 
in the abdomen and once in the chest. Although injured, Couse survived 
the attempt on his life due to the bullet proof vest he was wearing. 


Police were placed on alert across the province for the suspect pair, still 
unaware of the connection between the two shooting incidents. Later that 
day, the pickup truck was found abandoned, but through the combined 
investigative work of the OPP, Barrie Police Service, York Regional Police 
and Hamilton Wentworth Regional Police Service, along with information 
received from concerned citizens, two charges of first degree murder and 
one charge of attempted murder were laid against both Mark Simpson 
and Keith Blacklock of Hamilton. A third man was charged with several 
counts of being an accessory after the fact. 


“House Hermit" 
David Alexander Snow 


On November 5, 1992, a warrant was issued for the arrest of David 
Alexander Snow, charged with two counts of first degree murder in the 
April homicides of Ian and Nancy Blackburn. The laying of these charges 
was the culmination of joint investigative efforts of the OPP and 
Metropolitan Toronto Police homicide squad. 
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The saga began during the summer of 1990, stemming from a business 
venture with a series of unrelated events unravelling in the interim. At 
that time Snow dismantled and rebuilt heritage buildings in a 
partnership situation. Snow and his business partner were continually on 
the look out for structures with potential when they spotted the 
octagonal barn on the Blackburn’s Caledon property. They approached 
the couple to discuss the possibility of a sale with very little resulting 
from the encounter. , 


Over the course the next year, Snow maintained his interest in the barn. 
Meanwhile, by October of 1991 Snow had begun to be responsible for a 
series of cottage break and enters. As these occurrences persisted over 
time, the then unknown suspect was dubbed the "house hermit." In 
March, he robbed and abducted an elderly couple from their Midland 
cottage, forcing them to then drive him to Toronto. Later that month, two 
other couples came across Snow in their cottage residence. He attempted 
to confine them, but was thwarted by one woman’s escape. Police were 
alerted and a full scale search was conducted using our helicopter and 
canine units, but Snow managed to avoid capture. 


Then on the morning of April 7, 1992, Ian Blackburn left his place of 
business in Toronto was reportedly seen at the driveway gate of his 
summer home in Caledon. When Nancy Blackburn’s husband failed to 
return for supper that evening, she phoned a close friend hoping to find 
his whereabouts. The couple were not seen or heard from again. 


The Blackburns were reported as missing to OPP Caledon detachment on 
April 13th and were subsequently found deceased in the trunk of their 
car parked at their Toronto residence. The summer home was searched 
for clues, and at first glance, appeared quite orderly and undisturbed. 
However, a closer look unveiled traces of critical evidence.

OUR OPERATIONS AND EXPERTISE 





On May 27, 1992, a description of the suspected "house hermit" and 
copies of his writings were released to the media. The following day, 
Snow was identified as the suspect by the wife of his business partner. 
Apparently Snow had boarded a train bound for Vancouver two days 
after the Blackburns disappearance. 


By July 1992, members of the RCMP in North Vancouver had arrested 
Snow on a total of thirty charges including attempted murder, robbery, 
kidnapping, sexual assault, and use of a firearm in the commission of an 
indictable offence. The arrest warrants for the murders of Ian and Nancy 
Blackburn will be executed following a Dangerous Offender hearing 
scheduled for early 1993. 





During 1992, there were 169 marihuana growing operations seized in 
Ontario, most of which were indoor operations. This figure represents an 
increase of 27% over the 133 seizures made in 1991. Investigators have 
witnessed a noticeable trend developing in the last few years toward 
indoor marihuana growing operations over conventional outdoor 
ventures. 


Indoor operations use either hydroponic or traditional methods, and have 
been identified as being a profitable, though unlawful, activity in that 
traffickers often perceive these operations as less risky since they are not 
as easily detected as outdoor operations. 
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There also appears to be a great demand for marihuana that is 
hydroponically grown due to the fact that the THC levels (the substance 
which induces the "high") in this type of marihuana are generally higher 
than in those that are foreign grown, and in many cases higher than in 
hashish and hash oil. 


These indoor growing operations have created a number of difficulties 
_ for our enforcement personnel. Aside from detection problems, they can 
be installed almost anywhere which is compounded by court decisions 
in regard to trespassing, especially where concealed in private residences. 


In addition to marihuana trafficking, illicit chemical substance abuse 
continues to be a major problem in the province. Large quantities of 
cocaine have surfaced in northern communities, with seizures in excess 
of one kilogram being commonplace. While LSD has been seized in 
primarily small quantities, its possession appears to be most prevalent 
among school aged children. 





Drug education for elementary school children continues to be a priority 
in the OPP. The Values, Influences and Peers (VIP) Program for grade 6 
students has enjoyed particular success. Taught jointly by police officers 
and teachers, it continues to be our most popular program, used by 
approximately 60 school boards across Ontario. Aside from drug 
education, the VIP Program promotes positive life styles for adolescents.

OUR OPERATIONS AND EXPERTISE 





Students in grades 7 through 12 receive drug education on a limited 
basis, with frequent information presentations provided to parent and 
teacher groups. 


During 1992, a number of our community services coordinators were 
provided with drug education courses at the Canadian Police College. 
Training was also made available to four of our community services 
officers through the RCMP. 





OPP intelligence functions include both proactive and reactive modes, 
and anticipates, prevents and monitors criminal activities with respect to 
identifiable persons or groups of persons involved in organized or 
sophisticated and professional crime. This is accomplished by 
investigating source information, and collecting, analyzing and 
disseminating intelligence data. 


At General Headquarters, a specific analytical and tactical analysis 
function is carried out for the purpose of keeping OPP senior 
management informed on trends relating to areas of particular interest. 


In effecting our responsibilities, we maintain units engaged in the specific 


function of organized crime investigation, general investigation, analyses 
and the storage of information. 
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We coordinate specific intelligence services for other police agencies in 
the province, and maintain intelligence units positioned at strategic 
locations throughout Ontario. 


Our special security program provides personal security and protection 
to the Premier of Ontario, the Lieutenant Governor of Ontario, and to 
visiting VIP’s and other designated persons. 


We also provide an investigative and intelligence gathering service 
regarding groups and individuals who through violence or other 
unlawful means are intent upon subverting the Government of Ontario. 


In addition, we conduct security clearance investigations for persons 
being employed in sensitive government positions, as well as conduct 
security briefings and debriefings for OPP employees visiting communist 
or former communist countries. 





Emergency Response 


An Emergency Response Section was established in 1992, charged with 
implementing a system to ensure a coordinated response as needs 
arise. Included among the responsibilities of this section are the 
helicopter unit; tactics and rescue unit; explosives disposal unit; canine 
unit; district emergency response teams; incident command and crisis 
negotiator programs; and emergency planning. 
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Our two helicopters were flown for a combined total of 1,107 hours 
during 1992. Although the missions were varied, there were 101 Criminal 
Code investigation assignments consuming 249 flight hours, and 114 
search and rescue operations totalling 500 flight hours. Sixty-eight lost 
persons were found as a direct result of our helicopter usage. 


The development of our district emergency response teams was a major 
task, and implementation will continue throughout 1993. The 
responsibilities for these teams include initial containment, canine 
backup, search and rescue, and crowd management operations. During 
1992, six teams in Northern Ontario were trained in five-week courses, 
and provided with necessary equipment. Selection of team members from 
the remaining Districts is in progress. 


First Nations 


The principles contained in Ontario’s Statement of Political Relationships 
guides the OPP’s delivery of policing services to the First Nations 
communities. By supporting the move towards First Nations self-policing, 
we will provide our continued assistance in the transition of policing 
responsibilities. 


During 1992, the Ontario First Nations Policing Arrangements were 
dominated by an increase in self-policing initiatives. The Ontario First 
Nations Policing Agreement, which provided for the addition of 100 First 
Nations Constables during 1992/93, was officially signed by 
representatives of Canada, Ontario and the First Nations Treaty 
Associations and Independent Bands. This agreement also provides for 
access to funding for 91 positions with the signing of First Nations 
Regional Self-Policing Agreements. 
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Contract Policing 


The OPP has provided policing services to municipalities across the 
province by way of a contract with the Solicitor General since the early 
1940s. In 1992, the amalgamated municipalities of Alliston, Beeton and 
Tottenham, now known as New Tecumseth, opted for OPP policing by 
way of contract. This brought the number of municipal contracts to a 
total of 24. 


The urban nature of many of our contract locations, some with 
populations exceeding 40,000 people, has clearly demonstrated our 
capability to provide sensitive policing services that meet local 
contractual expectations. 


The economic climate of the last few years has resulted in a large 
increase in requests for OPP contract proposals as municipalities explore 
alternative options for policing as allowed under the Police Services Act. 


Traffic 


In order to address traffic management during 1992, we continued to 
maintain our commitment to utilize multi-disciplinary approaches 
involving other police services, government agencies, the media, 
corporations and community groups. To this end, the following 
initiatives were undertaken. 
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A Campaign to Curb Aggressive Driving Behaviour: 


> 


The Ontario Association of Chiefs of Police (OACP) developed 
an Aggressive Driving Campaign implemented in June of 1992. 
The initiative afforded the OPP the opportunity to join with the 
OACP and other Ontario police services in press conferences 
and educational efforts to promote traffic safety at the onset of 
the summer season. The focus of this campaign was on the 
offences of following too closely, improper lane changes and 
speeding. 


Partnership ‘92: 


a 


On June 12, 1992, the OPP joined with the I-75 Coalition in 
enforcement and awareness efforts along the Interstate 75 and 
throughout Ontario. The focus of the one day campaign was to 
enhance traffic safety, drug interdiction and public safety 
education. 


Operation Impact - Seat Belt Awareness Month: 


> 


During the month of October 1992, the OPP entered into a 
partnership with the RCMP and the Surete du Quebec to 
promote one of our common objectives: the proper use of seat 
belts and child restraints in an effort to reduce the number of 
deaths typically occurring as a result of being thrown from a 
motor vehicle. 
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The initiative, known as Operation Impact, was held nation- 
wide on October 3, 1992, and was an effective way to begin our 
own month-long provincial seat belt awareness campaign. 


Drinking and Driving Awareness Month: 


>» Although the OPP carries out RIDE functions all year long, a 
cooperative campaign to reduce impaired driving was held 
during the month of December involving all police services 
across the province. The focus of this initiative was to enhance 
the public’s educational and enforcement awareness. 


Marine 


Our marine units consist of 107 vessels located throughout Ontario. 
During 1992, OPP marine equipment logged a total of 20,276 hours of 
patrol, of which 2,050 hours were spent searching for drowning victims 
and 899 hours spent searching for missing persons. 


OPP Auxiliary 
Our Auxiliary has a 32 year history of providing a volunteer service to 


the OPP and communities we serve. At the end of 1992, there were a 
total of 627 sworn Auxiliary members in 23 units. 
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During 1992, efforts were undertaken to develop the Auxiliary into a self- 
directed body operating within OPP policy and under the direction of the 
Auxiliary Provincial Committee. The committee is primarily responsible 
for liaising with regular OPP on a continual basis. 





Field "A" Division, with headquarters in London, provides policing 
services to Southwestern Ontario and the Golden Horseshoe area. 


Field "B" Division is responsible for policing Eastern Ontario, with 
headquarters located in Kingston. 


The services provided by both Divisions include marine patrol and 
enforcement of the Great Lakes, generalist policing of several 
international border crossings, nuclear facilities, rural areas, contract 
policing, and traffic management of numerous high volume 400 series 
and Kings highways. 


Field "C" Division encompasses Northern Ontario, with headquarters in 
Sault Ste. Marie. In addition to generalist, crime and traffic management 
responsibilities, the First Nations Policing Program and waterways 
policing in the Districts of Nipissing, Manitoulin, Algoma, Cochrane, 
Thunder Bay, Rainy River and Kenora play a significant role in 
determining the Division's service priorities and impact on workload. 
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Field "A" Division 


In addition to focusing on community policing in all Field "A" Division 
Districts, significant initiatives and occurrences during 1992 included the 
following: 


» A disaster awareness seminar was held in Huron County based 
upon the Sioux City, lowa, airplane crash of 1989. The one-day 
seminar allowed interaction between numerous community 
officials and potential emergency responders. The experience 
provided both participants and observers with a heightened 
awareness of each others’ responsibilities and obligations 
during emergency situations. 


» For the second consecutive year, members of the Belle River 
detachment were involved in a major drug_ trafficking 
investigation. In July, after months of information gathering, our — 
Belle River and drug unit members joined in a successful 
partnership with the RCMP to effect a number of search 
warrants. As a result, a total of 8 persons were charged with 

conspiracy to traffic in cocaine. The distribution of 
approximately $500,000.00 worth of cocaine was at the heart of 
the issue. 


> On September 19, 1992, a 12 year old girl was riding her bicycle 
on a county road near Fergus, Ontario. A passing motorist 
stopped and quite suddenly attacked the girl, trying to drag her 
into his car. She managed to struggle free and escape. 
Investigators from the Guelph area were assisted by the media 
who provided intense coverage in broadcasting a full 
description of the suspect and his vehicle. 
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A telephone tip led police to the suspect within days of the 
event, resulting in the arrest of a 32 year old man living inthe , 
community. 


» During seat belt awareness month in October, Blenheim OPP 
solicited help from the local high school’s law class and area 
newspaper to conduct and report on a community survey 
dealing with seat belt compliance. The initial results of the 
survey showed a 68% compliance rate. Through the successful 
efforts of the students who promoted information, the 
newspaper coverage, and our members’ enforcement, a second 
survey conducted in November showed that seat belt 
compliance increased to 76%. 


Field "B" Division 


In 1992, the motto of Field "B" Division, "we give our best - we care 
about people," echoed throughout the initiatives undertaken. For 
example, enhancements to community policing progressed in the 
Division with increased "grass roots" implementation. By year end, 58 
detachments were involved in community policing initiatives across 183 
municipalities. We were especially pleased to see some of our goals come 
to fruition. For example, the close relationship between our Community 
Policing Committees and local area Police Service Boards, along with 
participation from community members, often turned our members’ work 
into proactive rather than reactive situations. 
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The Division’s volunteer programs continued to emerge as a 
successful and complementary endeavour. In total, the Assistance to . 
Victims of Crime Program was launched at 11 detachments, and the 
Volunteer Administration Program was adopted by 18 detachments. 


The first ever National Award for Traffic Safety was received by our 
traffic unit in #9 District. The award, presented by the Canadian 
Association of Chiefs of Police and the Canada Safety Council, is 
designed to raise the level of national awareness of contributions 
made by traffic law enforcement officers. 


Field "C" Division 


During 1992, negotiations with NAN and Wikwemikong First Nations 
continued in Field "C" Division. In addition, it is expected that the 
Wiki Tribal Police will be in a position to provide stand-alone services 
by the end of 1993. 


The High School Bus Program initiated in 1990 was extended to all 
Districts within the Division in 1992. Bus drivers and students using 
their services were given a one day seminar on school bus safety, with 
emphasis on emergency situations such as evacuation and personal 
safety during winter and in remote areas. The program has enjoyed an 
excellent reputation and has been well received. 
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The Provincial Police Academy, located in Brampton, is the site of much 
of our training and the coordination of off-site field training. Off-site 
training consists of two annual in-service sessions in each of the 16 
districts for firearms and CPR/first aid re-qualification, personal safety, 
and other issues such as legislative or policy impacts. Canine and marine 
training are conducted by OPP personnel at the Ontario Fire College. 


During 1992, the resumed hiring of uniformed members meant a 
resumption of training and partial resolution to the temporary abeyance 
of services. For example, recruit orientation allowed previously 
discontinued courses to be rescheduled. 


Other courses conducted at the Academy during the year included 
criminal investigations, executive development, management orientation, 
technical accident investigation, effective presentation skills, and 
microcomputer training. A variety of specialized workshops and 
seminars were also held on site. 


The incorporation of community policing philosophy in all course 
content continued to be one of our major initiatives. As well, race 
relations, human rights, and employment equity remained integral 


components. 


Among the notable initiatives undertaken were: 
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> Early in 1992, every member attended a 2 hour lecture on the 
provision of community policing services conducted by field in- 
service training staff. The goal was to communicate to each 
member the significance of community policing, and promote 
a deeper understanding of its concepts and implementation. 


>» To complement the community policing lectures, one project 

undertaken in 1992 was the production of a videotape 

showcasing the expertise developed by our own members in 

implementing community policing. It is anticipated that this 

_ package, accompanied by a training manual, will be provided 
to all members early in 1993. 


» A pilot initiative was tried with off-site training where the 
public were invited to attend local sessions focusing on changes 
to federal firearms legislation. The involvement of community 
members was generally well received. It was found that a 
public forum such as this may be useful for future use, 
provided that doing so would not compromise enforcement 
integrity and operational sensitivities. 


> Partnerships with other ministries and agencies continued 
throughout the year. For example, through our agreement with 
the Institute for Child Abuse (IPCA), we provided instructors 
to deliver courses to their staff. In return, we received IPCA 
materials for our own internal uses. 
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The OPP is required to report under two employment equity initiatives: 
the Corporate Employment Equity Program, and the Employment Equity 
Plans Regulation made under the Police Services Act. An OPP 
Employment Equity Plan covering the period of July 1, 1992 to December 
31, 1993, was submitted to the Solicitor General on May 1, 1992. 


Since receiving approval for our Plan in September of 1992, we have 
made significant progress towards meeting the hiring goals and 
timetables as prescribed by the Regulation. Within the first six months 
of the Plan period there were 94 hiring opportunities. Of the 94 new 
hires, employment equity groups were represented as follows: 7 
Aboriginal persons, 11 racial minorities, and 48 women. 


For the OPP, the Regulation requires designated groups members be 
hired at a rate commensurate with their representation in the province. 
In 1992, our hires exceeded the minimum requirements for Aboriginal 
persons and racial minorities, and virtually met the goal for women. 
Persons with disabilities were not captured under new hires, but are an 
objective for 1993.

Women 


Our progress during 1992 included the assignment of a Workplace 
Discrimination and Harassment Coordinator (WDH). Specific WDH 
policy was developed for implementation in 1993, and advisors and 
investigators trained. As well, implementation of outreach recruitment 
activities continued, and included seminar presentations at colleges, 
universities, and special community events. The recruitment unit 
remained representative of the designated groups to address and 
support the needs of designated group applicants, and provide pre- 
employment counselling upon request. Co-op and summer programs 
with high schools and colleges also continued to be utilized. 





A review of our present promotional process began during 1992 in 
recognition of the need to address diverse position requirements as exist 
in such a large police organization. 
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This indepth review includes a broad consultation process with input 
received incorporated within the final recommendations to be made to 
OPP senior management late in 1993 or early in 1994. Pending 
completion of the review, an interim process has been introduced to 
identify and reduce systemic barriers to promotion selection. The new 
system, once in place, is intended to be future oriented with an aim to 
eliminate systemic barriers altogether. 





The OPP Women’s Network was created by a group of employees 
wishing to provide a support mechanism for female members, and 
simply to facilitate friendship across the vast distances of the province. 
This self-initiated network recognizes that many of our female members 
are placed in areas where they often work in complete isolation of their 
women colleagues. 


Network meetings are attended on a voluntary basis and serve as a 
forum where a variety of issues can be reviewed and discussed. Open 
dialogue is encouraged, and an environment is provided where 
innovative ideas from front-line personnel may be gathered together as 
proposals for our senior management’s consideration. 


In addition, the meetings provide a venue where members can introduce 
guest speakers who have expertise in a variety of policing and justice 
related fields. The subject matter may focus on their experiences, 


knowledge or unique perspectives on the seta impact that issues 
have on women police officers. 
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By year end the members of this employee-initiated group were able to 
successfully resolve several issues raised at the first meetings. The 
network also received considerable support from within the OPP, and 
generated an enthusiastic response from a number of other police 
services in Ontario. 









In Meme ; 
“Provincial Constable A.B. Gordon 


On Sunday, May 3, 1992, 28 year old Provincial Constable Andrew Bruce 
Gordon died while on duty when the cruiser he was driving was struck 
by an oncoming car. The occupants of the second vehicle were also killed 
in the collision. Andy’s partner that evening, Provincial Constable Larry 
Yuen, was injured but fortunately survived the tragedy. 


Constable Gordon became a member of the OPP on February 9, 1987. 
After his initial posting at Morrisburg detachment he was transferred to 
Madoc in April of 1990. Andy is survived by his father, retired OPP 
Superintendent Roy Gordon; his mother, Sandra Gordon; his sister, 
Nadine, currently residing in Europe; and his fiance, Irene Williams, also 
an OPP employee. 


A full police funeral was held May 6, 1992, with hundreds of police 
officers from all ranks and services in attendance. Andy was noted for 
his kindness, pleasant disposition and contagious sense of humour; and 
was well known for his special knack of being able to handle any 
situation in a calm and professional manner. He will always be fondly 
remembered.

In response to this case for action, the OPP conducted a comprehensive 
organizational review. The OPP’s’ key business processes and 
procedures, that had served to provide quality policing services to the people 
of Ontario since the early 1900s, were analyzed and redesigned to deliver a 


more effective and efficient policing service. 


The OPP’s organizational review was guided by a number of critical factors 


including:

e removing barriers to mobility and communication within and outside the

e maximizing the use of technology to improve effectiveness and efficiency; 


e soliciting the knowledge that people, who are doing the work, have about 
the job, barriers to performance, and ideas for innovation and engaging 


people in the learning required for informed decision-making;

e creating structures, processes and a climate that encourages people to raise 
questions and provide feedback in ways that support effective and efficient 
pursuit of OPP goals; 


e developing a strong corporate culture that will serve to attract and retain 
the best people; and 


e building an organization that creates a balance between the desire for the 
employee to be creative and the need for the organization to be directive 


under specific circumstances. 


I am pleased to report the exhaustive review of our operations, in which a 
large number of staff participated effectively and enthusiastically, was 
completed on schedule and many of the study’s recommendations are now 


being implemented. 


The development, management and implementation of sweeping 
organizational changes was a challenge to all OPP staff throughout 1994. 
While meeting the challenges of change, the OPP ensured day-to-day policing 
services were maintained. Also during this period of enormous change, 
about one third of our General Headquarters employees were in transition, 
moving their workplaces and their families, from the Greater Toronto area to 
Orillia and environs.

Southern Ontario 
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Organizational Review 





At the same time as the walls of the new OPP General Headquarters 
were rising from the ground in the central Ontario town of Orillia, the 
organization’s future was also being redesigned - around the 
cornerstone of community policing. | 


Despite the OPP’s excellent progress in meeting the challenges of a 
constantly changing environment, there was a growing sense the 
organization was hampered by its structure and processes that were 
more consistent with earlier models of policing services. 


A case for action came together in 1994: a review of processes, 
procedures and the organizational structure was set in motion to 
ensure the OPP had the right people with the right equipment in the 
right structure to effectively implement community policing. 
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Goals of the organizational review were: 


e ensuring the organizational design and processes facilitate the 
implementation of the OPP’s strategic plans and directions; 


e institutionalizing community policing that delivers services at 
reduced levels of spending; and 7 


e developing a modern and innovative organization that attracts 
and keeps the best people, facilitates their development, derives 
the maximum benefit from their efforts and provides a productive 
and fulfilling working environment. 


From the beginning of January to the end of December, 1994, 
uniformed officers (of all ranks), civilian employees and 
representatives of the community became the organizational 
architects of this new structure and their purpose was to examine and 
redesign key business processes. 


On the drafting boards of our architects - who received training in the 
methodology of re-engineering and community policing - were 10 
business processes: 


e prevention of victimization 

e occurrence management 

e traffic/ waterways management 

e external investigative/security service provision 
e employee selection and competency development 
e resources planning, management and control 

e First Nations and contract policing services 

e firearms acquisition and control 

e policing services and employee standards 


e detachment administration 
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Project teams developed over 90 recommendations to improve the 
efficiency and effectiveness of the OPP. Enabling technology was 
identified as fundamental to implementing the recommendations. 


The key result was a new organizational structure and a flexible 
framework for the future that incorporated the community-policing, 
efficiency and effectiveness themes of the overall project. 


Community Policing 





The OPP’s community-policing philosophy shaped all OPP activities 
throughout Ontario. The foundation of community policing is that 
crime, traffic and public-order problems are best addressed by a 
partnership of community members, groups, police and other 
agencies. 


Manitoulin Island Student Justice System 


To address youth crime, a student court justice system was developed 
on Manitoulin Island by community and student committees. The 
project involved partnerships among staff and students at the 
Manitoulin Island Secondary School, the Gore Bay OPP and Sudbury 
district crown attorneys along with the youth court justice 
department. The peer system, with youths taking on all court roles 
including jury, prosecution and defense, was responsible for 
processing guilty pleas to certain offences. 
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Lindsay and Bobcaygeon Merchant Alert 


In the Lindsay and Bobcaygeon area, the business community, in 
partnership with the OPP, developed Merchant Alert, involving a 
checklist of information that businesses need for police and insurance 
companies tracking a crime. The program also had a fan-out 
reporting system to alert local merchants about criminal activity in the

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Guelph - Lock It or Lose It 


A new vehicle security project, Lock It or Lose It, was tested in the 
Guelph area. OPP officers and students checked the security of 
parked cars and then left leaflets telling the owners if anything could 
be done to improve their vehicle security. 


Sharing information 

A major event in Kingston during the year was the Community 
Policing Conference, ‘94, organized by the OPP, in partnership with 
area community policing committees, the ministries of Health and 
Transportation, provincial representatives of victims services and 
Kingston Police Service. 


OPP Commissioner Thomas O’Grady opened the conference at the 
Royal Military Institute. Prudential Insurance Company of America 
sponsored the conference. 


Sharing information and ideas, discussing new concepts and 
strategies and providing opportunities to network were all targets of 
the conference, attended by approximately 500 people who adopted 
the motto: “Live Friendly - A Shared Responsibility”. 


Seminars and workshops held during the three days covered topics 
such as violence in schools, domestic violence and its impact on the 
family, telemarketing scams and frauds, and safety audits in the 
community. 


Throughout the conference, displays in public areas focused on 


information about community-policing best practices, various 
community service agencies and emergency services. 
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Above is an aerial shot of 654 students from Manitoulin 
Secondary School and their teachers, forming the universal 
“No Drinking” logo - a cocktail glass with olive and an 
oblique line slashing through the center. The symbol, 
created in the school’s back football field, was part of a 60- 
second commercial produced by the students as their entry 


into a contest sponsored by the Young Drivers of Canada 
and Bridgestone/Firestone Canada. The students, along 
with the Community Policing Committee, wanted to send a 
message to students everywhere. The high school, for all 
secondary students living on the island, is in District 13 


(Sudbury). 
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The event closed with a memorial service to victims. Keynote speaker 
was victim Sharon Rosenfelt from Victims of Violence and Missing 


Children, who shared her thoughts on the loss of her son and violence 
in society. 


For Kingston, one outcome of the conference was the development of 
an advisory council on community policing, formed by the 
organizers of the 94 conference who saw a need to further 
community policing and foster the growth of a new social sector 
capable of dealing with the myriad of social problems currently 
facing society. 


Today, that council is a multi-sector agency, with members 
representing both the private and public sectors including the OPP, 
several provincial ministries, victims’ services, the coroners office, 
Kingston Police Service and community policing committees across 
central and eastern Ontario. Prudential Insurance and other private 
organizations are also involved. 


Race Relations 


Adding the OPP’s race-relations policy to Police Orders in 1994 set 
the stage for the setting of two primary objectives. 


The first was to determine the extent to which race-relations 
initiatives have been implemented within the OPP. 


Second, staff focused on developing a survey system to measure the 
present level of understanding and application of race-relations 
policy objectives in the organization as well as determining what 
those on the receiving end of our policing service know and feel. 
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At the helm of these projects was a policy implementation working 
group, made up of representatives from a variety of OPP areas 
including employment equity, professional standards, field 
coordination, audit, First Nations and training.

Child pornography, telemarketing fraud, murder, drugs and 
organized criminals from Asia all figured prominently in criminal 
investigations during 1994, 


Project P 


A number of child pornography and related charges against three 
Ontario men were laid by Project P members in 1994 following 
several lengthy undercover investigations. 


Following a six-month probe, Project P and Stratford Police Service 
officers charged an area resident in November with 130 counts, 
including juvenile prostitution, sexual assault, possession of child 
pornography and counseling to commit theft. The investigation 
found 90 young people who alleged they had been victimized by the 
man charged. 


Earlier that year, a Toronto man was convicted of selling and 
possessing child pornography, as well as material depicting bestiality, 
bondage and extreme violence, while another man in Barrie was 
charged with possession involving the international distribution of 
child pornography including videos and magazines. 


The Stratford and Barrie cases were still before the courts at the end of 


1994. The Toronto man was fined $20,000 and sentenced to two years 
probation. 
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Nosella murder 


Skeletal remains of Lynn Marie Nosella, found in southwestern 
Ontario late that year, linked CIB and Windsor Police Service officers 
in a complex homicide investigation that ended with a plea of guilty 
to second-degree murder by her husband. 


The intricate case began when Nosella’s body was discovered along 
Highway 401 just east of Tilbury and grew to involve a number of 
OPP investigators, both uniformed and civilian, with specialized 
skills. 


Windsor Police Service officers joined the search for clues to the 
woman’s homicide because the victim was a resident of that border 
city and had been reported missing. 


For the next few weeks, the expertise of the OPP in behavioral 
sciences, forensic identification, laser technology and emergency 
response was concentrated on the crime, and the results led to the 
guilty plea by Frank Nosella and a letter of commendation from the 
chief of the Windsor Police Service. 


Big Circle Boys 


“Big Circle Boys”, once political refugees to Canada from the former 
province of Canton in the People’s Republic of China, were targets of 
Asian organized crime unit members in 1994. 


The majority of the 41 people arrested in early-morning September 


raids were “Dai Huen Jai”, or Big Circle Boys, who have formed a 
highly sophisticated, global network of criminal activity, including 
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importing and distributing heroin in Canada, manufacturing 
counterfeit cash, credit cards and travel documents, cellular phone 
fraud and burglary. 


Carried out simultaneously in Toronto and surrounding areas, 
Vancouver and Montreal, the raids capped an 18-month international 
investigation into the trade of high-grade heroin in Canada. 


Known as Project “Luen Hop” or “United”, the probe was launched 
early in 1993 by the Combined Forces Asian Investigative Unit which 
includes the OPP and three other police services to investigate a major 
increase in the amount of quality heroin available on the drug market 
in large Canadian urban centres, such as the greater Toronto area. 


The heroin, also known as China White or Number 4, originates in the 
Far East and is reputed to be of the highest quality in the world - 
average purity levels are between 90 and 100 per-cent. Those high 
levels have resulted in the death of several hundred people in Ontario 
and British Columbia. 


Earlier that year, Project Organic II topped a four-month investigation 
into credit-card fraud with the arrest of 19 Big Circle Boys. 


Between $80 and $100 million in counterfeit credit-card 
manufacturing equipment and hundreds of phony Master Cards and 
Visas were seized along with six luxury vehicles in ocean-going 
containers destined for China. 


Project Organic II was conducted by members of the Combined 
Forces Special Enforcement Unit and the Combined Forces Asian 
Investigative Unit, with assistance from intelligence officers with the 
OPP and York Regional Police. 
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One month after that case, a commercial break, enter and theft in 
Honey Harbour resulted in a major intelligence probe against yet 
another band of Big Circle Boys. Ten mainland China refugees were 
linked to incidents at businesses in Vancouver, Calgary, Honey 
Harbour, Markham, Richmond Hill and Montreal. The investigation 
continued into 1995. 


Crack use skyrockets 


Crack, unheard of in Canada only a few years ago, spread throughout 
Ontario in 1994, reported the Drug Enforcement Branch. Seizures 
skyrocketed - from one in 1993 to 20 the following year -and 
quantities almost doubled, from 292.29 grams in 1993 to 492 in 1994. 


One of the reasons crack has proliferated at an alarming rate is that it 
can be manufactured quickly, in small quantities and with little 
sophistication. Crack is highly addictive. 


But crack wasn’t the only target of branch officers. Annual statistics 
show over $25 million in drugs and narcotics - cocaine, heroin, 
marihuana, hashish and LSD, just to name a few - were seized during 
the year, resulting in 3,690 charges by the OPP, municipal police, the 
RCMP and other agencies. 


More than 600 search warrants were executed during the year and the 
value of seized property, including cash, totaled $783,086. Asset 
forfeiture investigations continue to grow under the umbrella of Bill 
C-61, allowing police to seize a drug trafficker’s assets. 


There is increasing concern for the safety of officers executing search 


warrants for drugs or narcotics since loaded weapons - including 
hunting rifles, shotguns - are encountered more frequently. Last year, 
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158 weapons - 54 restricted, 48 prohibited and 56 other pieces of 
weaponry - were confiscated during raids. 


On the administrative side of things, a Manual of Administration and 
Operations in Undercover Investigations was developed. Areas 
covered in the manual are funding and resources, undercover 
incarcerations, informants and agents and the psychological health of 
the undercover officer. 


Project Freetrade 


It was a criminal version of NAFTA: motor vehicles were being stolen 
in Ontario and sold to unsuspecting buyers in Florida and vice versa. 


The smuggling ring was uncovered during a two-year joint-forces 
operation that included OPP auto theft section officers and, in 
December, 1994, 17 people from Ontario, Alberta and the United 
States were charged with numerous counts of conspiracy, possession, 
fraud and uttering forged documents. 


Bombing in Coldwater 
Cold cash exploded from the Toronto Dominion Bank in Coldwater in 


the early hours of one hot June morning in 1994 as a large quantity of 


explosives, placed in the night deposit box, blew a massive hole in a 
bank wall. 


The resulting intensive investigation - led by the Criminal 
Investigation Branch and involving drug enforcement officers and 
physical and technical surveillance team expertise - led to 28 criminal 
charges being laid against an Orillia man. 
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In addition to the bombing, Donald Earl Hart was also charged in 
connection with threatening to kill an Orillia provincial court judge 
and an Orillia police officer, and planning to bomb the OPP’s General 
Headquarters, then under construction in Orillia. The case was before 
the courts at the end of 1994. 


Project Phonebusters 


Telemarketing fraud was the target of a joint-forces operation 
conducted by OPP anti-racket officers, the RCMP, government 
consumer officials from Ontario, Alberta and Ottawa, and the 


Canadian Bankers’ Association. 


Phase one of Phonebusters saw seven people charged with numerous 
fraud-related offences, following a two-year investigation focusing on 
a Montreal-area telemarketing group. 


Victims across Canada, excluding Quebec, and the United States were 
promised prizes such as cars, boats or expensive jewelry for 
purchasing products. Another version of the same fraudulent game 
involved telling victims they had won some sort of prize but would 
need to pay between $500 and $3,000 to cover taxes and/or insurance 
and shipping. No prizes arrived and products did not even remotely 
resemble their description. 


Weapons seizures 


Hundreds of firearms were seized by the Provincial Weapons 
Enforcement Unit in 1994 as the illicit trade in weaponry continued to 
spread across the province. 
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A total of 305 charges were laid and 745 firearms confiscated during 
occurrences that year. Unit officers also seized other prohibited 
weapons, over $900,000 in narcotics, $45,000 in cash and $10,000 in 
pornographic material. 


Emergency Response 


The OPP has eight integrated emergency response programs, such as 





incident command and crisis negotiations, that are provided to all 
detachments and municipal police services on request. 


Highlights for 1994 include; 


* A100 per-cent increase in the number of incidents involving 
hoax or improvised explosive devices and accidental explosions 
in 1994. Made up of 23 officers in several provincial teams, the 
explosive disposal unit was called out 47 times to incidents of 
this kind and was involved in 197 explosives-related 
occurrences. 


* Helicopter pilots flew more than 890 hours, answering 535 calls 
for assistance in rescue operations, criminal surveillance and 
searches for missing people, for example. 


* During the same time, the OPP’s 19 canines and their handlers 


in the canine unit responded to 1,748 calls, including 809 violent 
incidents and 936 searches for narcotics or drugs. 
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ae * Tactics and Rescue Teams answered 156 calls, of which 20 


involved barricaded subjects and 16 were requests for witness- 
protection assistance. 


* Emergency response services also developed a computerized 
emergency-management system, that contained standardized 
directories of vital services, response procedures for specific 
situations and a database of emergency response members. 
Another software program holds a province-wide inventory of 
human resources, vehicles and locations that can be used for 
emergencies at planned events. 


Operational Support 


To support field operations, a new and improved Field Guide was 





developed that included a series of checklists covering a variety of 
criminal and traffic occurrences. 


The 80-page Field Guide, updated in 1994 with the assistance of 
stakeholders and subject experts, was developed to supplement an 
officer’s “blue binder” of provincial statutes. A useful reference tool 
for front-line officers, the guide features 22 checklists, ranging from 
arson investigations to suspect interviews. 


Continuing to break ground in the area of officer health and safety, 
the OPP introduced a policy that made the wearing of soft body 
armor mandatory and the Communicable Disease in the Workplace 
Manual. The manual, providing valuable information to staff in 
dealing with incidents where there is a risk of infection, has been 
made available to police services across the country through the 
Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police.

Initiatives 1994 


Traffic & Marine Safety 


Unsafe drivers continued to be targeted during 1994 as the OPP 
worked closely with other police services, government agencies, the 


media, corporations and community groups to promote highway 
traffic safety. 





Seat-belt campaign 


A two-week spring campaign for seat-belt enforcement saw 
numerous belt and restraint charges laid across Ontario. 


The annual one-day Operation Impact initiative in October, involving 
over 100 police services in the province, was aimed at reducing deaths 
and injuries on the highway by promoting restraint compliance. 
Another two-week OPP campaign succeeded that event. 


In #6 District, a review of motor vehicle collisions showed a 40 
percent drop in fatalities, from 95 collisions in 1993 that killed 115 
people to 57 fatal collisions in 1994 that took the lives of 75 people. 
The study also revealed an even greater decrease in fatalities when 
seat-belt use was taken into consideration. Seven people died in 1994 
after being ejected from their vehicles, compared with 17 in 1993, a 
decrease of 58 per-cent. 


Photo Radar 


A highway-safety initiative, photo radar, was busy capturing 
speeders on 35 mm film in 1994. 
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One of several projects undertaken by the Integrated Safety Project, a 
joint effort of five provincial ministries, the photo radar 
was aimed at reducing overall traffic speeds and the number and 


severity of speed-related collisions with their associated social and 
economic costs. 


Other objectives of the pilot project included improving public safety 
in general and providing an improved capability to enforce speed 
laws in areas where conventional enforcement would be difficult. 


Highways initially designated for photo radar were chosen following 
an analysis of road-collision history and aggressive driving behavior 
and were mainly located in the Greater Toronto, Golden Horseshoe 
and Cobourg/ Peterborough areas. 


While the use of this technology was greeted with close scrutiny and 


mixed reviews by the media and public, an immediate reduction in 
overall speeds in enforcement areas was demonstrated. 


R.I.D.E 





More than 1.2 million vehicles were stopped in R.I.D.E. checks during 
1994. With a special focus in December, the year-round R.I.D.E. 
program sets its sights on people who drink and drive while using 
education to get its message across to the public. 


Festive R.I.D.E. efforts saw a 16.8 per-cent increase in the number of 
vehicles checked. A total of 79,563 were stopped in December of ’94. 
Impaired charges rose from 78 to 104, a 38 per-cent increase, and 
12-hour suspensions were up from 283 to 418, a 48 per-cent rise. 
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Commissioner’s Citation 





A mock fatal accident staged by students and staff at Chatham-Kent 


Secondary School earned the institution a Commissioner’s citation in 
1994. 


The fake pileup of two cars on the front lawn of the high school was 
the highlight of an OSAID (Ontario Students Against Impaired 
Driving) campaign, put together with the help of Chatham 
Detachment officers. 


Collision-prevention strategies 


Aggressive drivers were under the microscope in June as the OPP and 
other Ontario police services concentrated their efforts on aggressive 
driving behavior through enforcement and education efforts. Each 
district or detachment targeted driving offences that were most 
prevalent on their roadways. 


Two other traffic strategies - hollow-point spike belts and the 
technical collision investigation program - were featured in 1994. 


Fifteen more belts, devices used by officers trying to stop a pursued 
vehicle, were purchased bringing the total used across the province to 
91. During the year, two collision reconstructionists were trained at 
the Canadian Police College and 20 officers completed level three 
technical collision training.

Unsafe boaters also came under the scrutiny of the OPP. From the 
24,250 vessels inspected came 1,123 charges and 4,113 warnings. 


The OPP used 112 vessels at 84 of its locations. More than 19,894 
hours were devoted to marine work in the field while another 1,828 
hours were taken up with search and rescues. A staffing boost came 
from the Summer Student employment program that brought 16 
summer students onboard for eight weeks as marine attendants. 


Water safety and public awareness were the objectives of a proactive 
community safety program in Kenora called Keep Your Head Above 
Water. 
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First Nations & Contract Policing 


Both sections of the First Nations and Contract Policing Branch have 


the same goal - securing the best possible policing for different areas 
of the province. 





First Nations promotes self-government through native policing, 
while Contract Policing provides law-enforcement services to 
municipalities through contracts with the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General and Correctional Services. 


Contract Policing 


Three more communities, the towns of Kincardine, Marathon and St. 
Mary’s, decided the OPP was their police service of choice and 
accepted contracts for services during 1994, bringing the total number 
of municipalities contracting with the Force to 29. 


All of the uniformed members of these services joined the OPP at 
their disbandment ceremonies. 


The OPP has been involved in municipal contract policing since the 
early 1940s. Economic pressures on all public services have resulted 
in many municipalities considering an OPP alternative to their own 
service. 


First Nations 


In 1994, a self-policing agreement was signed by the governments of 
Canada, Ontario and Akwesasne.

1996, are proving to be a key component in the move toward native 
self-government.

OPP Auxiliary 


The OPP’s Auxiliary Program is one of the pillars of its community 
policing philosophy. Based in 29 units spread across the province, the 
736 Auxiliary members, residents of the communities policed by the 
OPP, volunteered 158,622 hours of service to assist OPP operations in 
1994. 





Duties included patrolling with regular members, special events, 
memorial services and parades. Auxiliary members were awarded 47 
commendations during the year for outstanding contributions to 
Ontario and its residents. 


Victims’ Issues 


Abuse and victimization were the focus of the Community Issues Unit 
in 1994 and primary projects included the development of standard 
response by police to wife assault and a service-wide, victim-impact 
statement program, which is now part of Police Orders. 


Crime Stoppers 


One of the largest initiatives of its kind in the world, Crime Stoppers - 
an effective crime-fighting triad made up of the community, media 
and police - has 40 programs running in Ontario with OPP personnel 
committed to 26 of those. 


Crime Stoppers was innovatively expanded through the Safe Schools 
Task Force, a partnership between police and educators that 
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addresses the crucial issues of violence and crime in schools. 
Members concentrated their efforts on drafting a protocol for the safe, 
effective and uniform development of a student branch. 


Snowmobile Safety 


STOP (Snowmobile Trail Officer Program) run jointly by the OPP, the 
Sudbury Regional Police Service and the Sudbury Trail Plan, was on 
the receiving end of recognition and good news - it received 
additional funding from Queen’s Park for expansion. 


After intensive training, STOP volunteers are sworn in as provincial 
offences officers to enforce the Motorized Snow Vehicles Act. Their 


presence on snowmobile trails will, hopefully, reduce fatalities and 
personal injury accidents.

Recruiting for the OPP soared in 1994, with 338 new uniformed 
officers attending courses at the organization’s training center, the 
Ontario Provincial Police Academy in Brampton. 


Attending Academy courses during 1994 were 1,494 uniformed, 
including recruits, and civilian personnel, and, as in the past, the 
philosophy of community policing was integrated into program 
content. 


Examples of training programs offered were coach officer, incident 
commander, breathalyzer, health and safety, traffic investigations/ 
enforcement and a variety of computer courses, plus training for 
specialized units in tactics and rescue, emergency response, 
dangerous goods and explosives disposal. 


Academy classrooms, grounds and gymnasium continued to grow as 
a hub for the surrounding community. Local sports leagues, service 
clubs, air cadets and church groups, just to name a few, made 
extensive after-hours use of the facilities. 
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Staffing 


Alternatives 


Flexible work arrangements provided the basis for part-time policing 
in 1994 following negotiations with the Ontario Provincial Police 
Association and amendments to the Memorandum of Understanding. 


After several years of pilot projects, regular and casual part-time 
policing programs were approved by the OPP’s Management 
Committee. 


Regular part-timers are classified members who perform full duties 
but have reduced hours. Four female officers took part in the 
program, some of them working two 12-hour shifts per week. 


_Casual part-timers are former police officers and, in 1994, about 160 of 


them worked for the OPP on contract in a variety of posts including 
general law enforcement, marine patrol and court security duty. 


Promotional Process Review 


Management Committee approved a career development and 
planning system in April that includes a career development planner, 
the new Promotional Process Manual, amendments to the 
Performance Management Manual and a position-summaries 
directory. Four positions for division staff development co-ordinators 
were created to offer deployed services to the divisions. 


With the filling of the four positions and publication of the 


amendments, the basic resource material of the system was 
distributed to all OPP locations.

Employment Equity 


‘Fairness for all’ was one of the main messages from the Employment 
Equity (EE) Unit in 1994, as it continued making significant and 
positive advances in setting new standards for equitable human- 
resource practices. 


For example, steps were taken to ensure family matters were given 
appropriate attention and consideration, with assistance rendered 
whenever possible, and issues involving health, sickness, disabilities 
or personal trauma were handled with dignity and humanity. 


Throughout the year, the unit continued to co-ordinate the 
implementation of employment-equity requirements in compliance 
with the Police Services Act. One of the key elements was conducting 
reviews of employment systems to ensure fairness, equity and merit 
were components of the organization’s staffing process. 
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Chief Provincial Firearms Office 


Mandatory firearms safety training, a provincial weapons amnesty 
and legislation covering the sale of ammunition were key events in 
1994 for the Chief Provincial Firearms Office (CPFO). 





January saw the implementation of the federal gun-control program’s 
final component, that focuses on knowledge of and competence with 
firearms, and includes mandatory testing of both new and renewing 
Firearms Acquisition Certificates’ (FAC) applicants and a voluntary 
course. 


The CPFO was responsible for certifying approximately 600 
instructors who then instructed and tested candidates. From January 
to December, these instructors conducted 866 courses. Almost 10,000 
tests were taken and, of these, 97 per-cent of the applicants passed a 
written test and 96 per-cent passed a practical test. 


Next was the three-month summer weapons amnesty, when almost 
5,000 weapons, including 111 military assault-type firearms, were 
surrendered to local police services across Ontario. The weapons, plus 
196,028 rounds of ammunition and 688 explosive devices made up of 
sticks of dynamite and pieces of military ordnance, were turned in for 
disposal or destruction. 


Provincial legislation to regulate the purchase, sale and provision of 
ammunition in Ontario, also came into effect in 1994. To assist police 
services, ammunition businesses and the public with implementation 
of Bill 181, the CPFO prepared provincial guidelines outlining the 
personal identification required from the purchaser and what records 
needed to be kept by the business, as the seller and/or provider of the 


ammunition. 
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Media Relations 


The OPP co-sponsored a symposium focusing on criminal harassment 
and anti-stalking in 1994. 


Staff arranged for the media to preview a dramatic presentation by a 
woman who had been stalked for 14 years and the resulting media 
coverage led to heightened public awareness of the specialized 
training provided to OPP officers, as well as the seriousness of 
stalking and need for victims to work closely with police in 
prosecuting offenders. 


The OPP REVIEW, a quarterly publication, delivered a number of 
major messages on employment equity, amalgamation, organizational 
review and relocation during the year. The magazine, sent to all OPP 
employees, auxiliary members and retirees plus select police and 
government offices, has a mandate to enhance esprit-de-corps and 
communication among OPP members. 


Also, three public-service announcements were written, recorded and 
forwarded to 185 English and 11 French radio stations following 
recommendations from the field. Topics covered were community 
policing, street-proofing children and safety at railway crossings. 


Throughout the year, staff provided media training to recruits, 
community services officers and investigators, both in the field and at 
the Provincial Police Academy. As well, personnel worked with 
officers across the province, by phone and fax, preparing news 
releases or information for interviews in English and French. 


Members also contributed to speeches, public statements and 
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communications plans, and authored 167 English and 66 French news 
releases. Some of those releases were broadcast to major media 
outlets in Toronto via a closed-circuit audio system. 


The media monitoring section provided OPP personnel and senior 
Ministry staff with hundreds of newspaper, radio and television news 
and public affairs items and, in the case of a high-profile occurrence, 
maintained communications with regional reporters. 


Orillia Relocation 





Construction at the site on Memorial Avenue, Orillia, remained on 
schedule and the first members of OPP staff - employees with 


Transport and Supply Branch - reported for work in the new garage 
complex on Aug. 2. 
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The new General Headquarters in Orillia was officially named in 
honor of the Honourable Lincoln M. Alexander, a former lieutenant 
governor of Ontario, during a ceremony at the Hamilton Civic Centre 
in November of 1994. 


Relocation of staff to the central Ontario community continued as 
more Toronto staff moved house and office, into the Tudhope 
Building on Andrew Street or Cottage "O", part of the Huronia 
Regional Centre facility across the street from the new headquarters. 


In November, the helicopter pad's in-flight, radio-controlled lighting 
system was commissioned and by December, with 85 per-cent of the 
building completed, only interior finishing and furniture installation 
remained. 


Technology 


Province-wide Database 


OMPPAC, the province-wide computer database of policing 
information, was expanded in 1994 to another 41 detachments and 
two court houses. 


Almost 1,200 OPP employees, including recruits, were trained to 
operate OMPPAC (the Ontario Municipal and Provincial Police 
Automation Cooperative) and the system was also implemented at 
districts 8 and 9 communications centres with 75 staff trained in its 
use. 
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Technology was introduced to 20 more detachments to prepare for 
the future implementation of OMPPAC for Windows, which involved 
the installation of 101 computers for detachment commanders, shift 
supervisors and full-time clerical staff. 


Training support continued to play a major role in branch operations. 
Along with OMPPAC courses, instruction on Microsoft Office, 
particularly Word, was also provided and supporting materials - such 
as the OMPPAC Policy, OMPPAC Step-by-Step User and 
Microcomputer Technology manuals - were prepared. 


In addition, all locations were provided with a disk containing about 
15 forms that have been automated using Word Perfect 5.0. These 
were intended primarily for use at detachment level. 


Branch staff also participated in several Integrated Safety Project 
initiatives - including Mobile Workstation and Electronic Ticketing - 
by identifying requirements, setting up technology and providing 
subsequent troubleshooting. 


Telecommunications 


The OPP’s telecommunications system added a number of new 
services during 1994, including a portable radio system and related 
equipment for VIP security operations. 


Three unique, 900-megahertz base stations were also developed and a 
new system for tactical rescue teams, involving portable radios and 
repeaters, tactical headsets and logger records for team vans, was 
acquired. 
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Other 1994 initiatives covered: 


e issuing of vehicle substitution units (VSUs), that allow for 
communications in remote areas, including telescoping mast 
antennas and tactical headsets, to emergency response teams; 


e replacing manually controlled radios in marine units with 
automatic radios; 


e acquiring a new generation repeater radio for operational vehicles; 
and 


e installing stand-alone radio systems at nine more First Nations 
policing services sites in Ontario. 


One of the largest deployed police networks in North America, the 
OPP telecommunications system is made up of 16 district operations, 
each with a communications center, and 170 strategically located 
towers in remote areas. 


The system also includes a 24-hour, 1-800 number for the public in 
each district, TDD service for the hearing impaired and 181 
telephones outside detachments. Also, where available, the system 
handles 911 calls from the general public. 


In the field, 7,551 kilometers of microwave linking equipment connect 
2,362 mobile radios, 1, 743 portable radios and 418 base VHF radios 
located at the remote tower sites. 


System facilities and technical expertise are also shared with other 
government ministries and agencies. Over 162 present and future 
facilities-sharing agreements have been developed for mobile 
communications and branch members participate on provincial, 
federal and international committees.

It is my privilege to present the 
Ontario Provincial Police Annual 
Report for 1995, submitted in 
accordance with Subsection 17 (4) 
of the Police Services Act, Chapter 
10, Statutes of Ontario, 1990. 


September 16, 1995, marked the 
official opening of the Lincoln M. 
Alexander Building on Memorial 
Avenue in Orillia. 


For the first time in the 86 year 
history of the OPP, all our General 
Headquarters operations are 
under one roof. 





Once firmly established in the 
heartland of Ontario, we were ideally poised to initiate the implementation of large- 
scale organizational change envisioned by a comprehensive review of our operations 


that was completed in 1994. 


Critical to this implementation of change is the mission statement of the OPP: 


“to prouide a reusitive community oriented seuice that promotes ad 
cautroument ia Outario ia which all people will be secure in their pursuct 
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Commissioner’s Letter 


Since the 1980s, the OPP has maintained its dedication to the philosophy of 
Community Policing. 


Throughout the organizational-review process, there was consensus on the value 
of proactive policing, the importance of community participation and the need for 
real partnerships with communities and other agencies. Asa result, we had the 
opportunity to extensively highlight and examine the implications of our 
commitment to the vision of community policing and its range of possible 
applications. 3 


To this end, I committed myself and the OPP to a three-stage evolution for the 
growth of community policing; a progression that was well underway in many 
detachments throughout Ontario by the end of 1995. 


The initial stage, Community-Based Policing, was one in which officers were 
more engaged in the community through programs designed to inform and direct 
community involvement in law enforcement. This approach, while closely 
aligned with our current model of policing, did not go far enough, however it 
had provided the foundation for advancement to our goal of working in true 
partnership with the community. 


The second stage, Problem-Solving Policing, involves the application of a 
problem-solving model which engages the community in the identification, 
analysis, strategic response and evaluation of crime problems. This approach also 
places greater emphasis on crime prevention. 


The third stage, Community Policing, at the highest end of the evolution, implies 
a full partnership between the police and the community in what can be called 
the “co-production of public safety and security”. Within this true community- 
policing context, the community accepts and fulfills a greater role in crime 
prevention. This stage requires that we deliver problem-oriented policing 
services in the context of an active and ongoing partnership with both the 
communities serviced by the Ontario Provincial Police and with other agencies 
working in related fields. 


I remain committed to providing the direction, guidance and support necessary 
to attain this goal. To enable the OPP to evolve through the stages of community 
policing, we are pursuing creative strategies in relation to service delivery at the 
local level, evaluating our performance and focusing on continuous 
improvement. 


Commissioner’s Letter 


The OPP Business Strategy can be summarized in five key components: 


Front-line service delivery: The traditional approach to policing is evolving into 
a more fully developed vision and application of community policing, 
complemented by a more effective delivery of policing service through: 
e front-line team policing, 
e enhanced differential response capability and 
e the application of investigative follow-up criteria and guidelines to focus 
effort where the probability of success is the highest. 


Administrative and support services: Our goal is to reduce, reassign or remove 
administrative tasks traditionally performed by front-line officers, through re- 
engineering, use of technology and/or assignment of these duties to civilian 
employees. During the organizational-review process, a significant number of 
recommendations focused on the reduction/ elimination of administrative tasks. 


Organizational learning: The success of Community Policing hinges on our 
ability to provide the appropriate learning and facilitate the opportunity for 
continuous learning at the executive, managerial and front-line levels. We will 
implement the required procedures to ensure we learn from our experiences. We 
need to ensure that our people have the appropriate skills and knowledge to 
move towards our new way of doing business and that that knowledge is widely 
and readily shared throughout the organization. 


External influences/new requirements: We are developing the internal capacity 
to anticipate and proactively advance strategies to respond to external influences 
such as legislation, policy changes, demographics and crime trends. We can no 
longer allow ourselves to be in a position of simply reacting to changes on a case- 
by-case basis. 


By committing our talents and resources to this strategy, I am confident that we 
can make significant progress in operationalizing true Community Policing and 
engraining the capacity to continuously solve our “Case For Action”. 


Solving the case for action: By continuously focusing on the individual 
components of the Business Strategy as we undertake our operational, 
administrative and strategic planning initiatives, we will ensure that both 
individual employees and the organization are better prepared to address and 


meet future demands. 


Commissioner's Letter 


Although this business strategy framework identified numerous projects, tasks 
and studies necessary to make the transition to the new OPP, I realized at the 
outset of the year that we could not make all the changes and continue to provide 
day-to-day operations. My focus for 1995 was to ensure that: 


e we implemented those things which would further our capacity and ability 
to fully operationalize Community Policing; and enhance our specialized 
functions to better address our provincial responsibilities; 


e any and all changes we undertook were well planned and managed; 


e any and all changes improved efficiency and effectiveness and, thereby, the 
ability to deliver services at reduced levels of spending; 


e all employees were kept informed and involved in the change process; and 


e each and every employee affected by the changes was provided with the 
appropriate level of support. 


The essential importance of inclusion, consultation and communication has 
become very clear to all of us involved in this major change project. What has 
also become clear to us is that a significant number of our employees possess a 
wide range of diverse talents. 


As we face the new challenge of maintaining an even more demanding balance 
between the actual implementation of large-scale organizational change and the 
continuous provision of front-line and specialist-policing services, I am confident 
these talents will continue to serve us well. I believe that, without exception, our 
employees are capable, committed and competent individuals who are ready to 
build the new OPP.

OPP Responsibilities

OPP area of responsibility encompasses approximately 
993,000 square kilometres of land and 174,000 square kilometres of 
Ontario waterways. 


The OPP, in accordance with the Police Services Act, has responsibility to: 


e police those municipalities which are not required by statute to 
maintain their own police services, or which have contracted this 
service from the OPP in lieu of establishing or maintaining their own 
police services; 


e respond to municipal police service requests for special assistance in 
emergencies; 


e provide traffic control on all 400 series and King's highways, 
including those parts that are within the jurisdiction of municipal 
police agencies; 


e provide investigative services, on request, to the coroner's office, 
other provincial ministries and municipal police services as 
stipulated by the Police Services Act; and 


e perform other assigned duties such as the maintenance of a 
provincial firearms registry, the provision of security at Queen's Park 
as well as protective services for key Ontario government officials 
and visiting dignitaries.

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Organizational Renewal - Focus on the Future 


First we reviewed. Then we renewed. 


By the beginning of 1995, the intensive review process conducted 
during the previous year had pinpointed a number of critical 
measures that, when implemented, would lay the groundwork for 
reshaping the OPP and institutionalizing community policing at its 
core. 


Central to all of these measures were significant reforms that focused 
on delayering the OPP, empowering its employees, ensuring 
continuous learning opportunities and bolstering front-line policing. 


Topping the implementation list was an extensive restructuring of the 
actual organization, beginning with an amalgamation of three 
divisional and 16 district headquarters into six regional headquarters. 
Implementation of these organizational changes quickly reduced the 
layers between the front line and the executive, and streamlined and 
centralized OPP management structures, reducing bureaucracy and 
improving communications. 


Finally, the process of detachment “right-sizing” was launched, 
further flatlining and centralizing administrative and management 
processes, by reducing the number of detachments with 
administration activities from 180 to 83. 


Priorities for 1995 centred on: 


e establishing the OPP’s Community Policing Development Centre 
to operationalize community policing through the implementation 
of problem-solving processes, improved data collection and 
enhanced research and information-sharing capabilities; 
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restructuring the delivery of front-line service around the concept of 


teams (constables and sergeants), where the team leader combines the 


functions and skills of coach, manager and trainer, and where each 
team contains a range of specific skills, enabling the investigation of 
more complex occurrences; 


continuing to develop a strong traffic-prevention strategy that 
focused on increased visibility, greater emphasis on training and 
development programs, and enhanced partnerships with other 
agencies; 


eliminating administrative activities, where possible, that do not add 
value to the delivery of front-line service and, to the extent possible, 
centralizing whatever administration remained from the front-line 
team to civilian employees; and 


streamlining the Occurrence Management System by modifying 
reporting procedures, establishing specific criteria for investigative 
follow-up and expansion of the Differential Response System. 


Other critical initiatives involved: 


e establishing a Behavioural Sciences Section to support the OPP, 


municipal police services and other government agencies in such 
areas as criminal investigative analysis and violent crime linkage 
analysis system (ViCLAS); 


enhancing the OPP’s strategic intelligence capability to provide more 
comprehensive assessments of trends that have an impact on the 
operational and policy decision-making process; and 


continuing to expand the organization’s computer network, to the 
extent possible, with a focus on providing the tools to improve 
effectiveness and efficiency of the front line.

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Unique as its Namesake - the New GHOQ 


The new General Headquarters home of the Ontario Provincial Police in 
the central Ontario community of Orillia is as unique as its namesake, 
the Honourable Lincoln M. Alexander. 


Ontario’s 24th lieutenant governor, parliamentarian and lawyer, Mr. 
Alexander was appointed Honourary Commissioner of the OPP in 1991. 


Named Companion of the Order of Canada in 1992, he has also received, 
among other awards and honours, the Man of the Year Award from the 
Ethnic Press of Canada, the Human Relations Award from the Canadian 
Council of Christians and Jews and the Outstanding Canadian Award 
from the Armenian Community Centre. 


At the opening of the structure on Sept. 16, 1995, thousands of visitors 
greeted Mr. Alexander and Commissioner Thomas O’Grady when they 
met for the ribbon-cutting honours along with political dignitaries from 
the province and community leaders from Orillia, Ramara Township and 
surrounding areas. 


Turning our verbal sights on Mr. Alexander’s namesake, the massive 
OPP complex is one of the largest structures ever built by the Ontario 
government and, for the first time in more than half a century, all 
headquarters’ operations are now under one roof. 


Almost 600,000 square feet or 54,000 square metres in size, it is the 
business home of about 900 employees of the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General and Correctional Services. 


The structure also reflects another side of its namesake. A community- 
oriented individual, Mr. Alexander is well known for his involvement 
with and sponsorship of many community-service organizations. 


The Lincoln M. Alexander building is focused on the community of 
Orillia. 
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Pomp and ceremony marked the gala 
opening of the new OPP General 
Headquarters. Clockwise from top, a flotilla 
of OPP marine craft, led by Salute ’75, 
brought dignitaries (left to right) Chief 
Lorraine McRae, Chippewas of Mnyjikaning 
First Nations, OPP Commissioner Thomas 
O’Grady and and Honourary OPP 
Commissioner Lincoln Alexander across 
Lake Couchiching following a sweet-grass 
ceremony at Rama. Crowds gathered on the 
front circular lawn of General Headquarters 
to watch Car One parade past the 
Commissioner’s Own OPP Pipes and 
Drums as ceremonies got underway.

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Many of the windows in the three office blocks overlook the city, while 
others have prime views of lakes Simcoe and Couchiching. In the centre 
of the semi-circle complex is a common area for community events. 


The entire concept behind the structure bolsters the community theme, 
buttressing the prime OPP philosophy: Community policing is the 
fundamental principle under which all our policing services will be 
delivered. 


The design of the complex breaks down into two basic areas: 


e the public street, a broad corridor sweeping around the interior curve 
of the building, leads to the common or public components that include 
a state-of-the-art museum facility, public-research library, daycare 
centre, cafeteria called The Steakout, 150-seat auditorium and Insignia 
Shop. 


e the secure area, located behind the street, can be reached through six 
circular, glassed portals that are controlled by electronic access cards 
carried by all OPP GHQ staff. 


In the secure areas are specialized elements of this unique building. 
There is an indoor firing range, hi-tech forensic and photography 
facilities, a print shop and transport garage, just to name a few. 


Outside, but still in secure areas, are a heliport - complete with an on- 
ground lightirig system that can be activated from the air - and a canine 
training facility, backing onto a large woodlot and wetlands park area 
that has been preserved. 


From the first shovel into the ground to the official opening, it took just 
over three years - from June of 1992 to August of 1995 - with about 380 
construction workers on site at peak periods. 


The result? A community complex that unites all OPP headquarters 
staff in one truly unique structure. 
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Community Policing 


Charting community-policing’s future 


Charting the future of community policing, a cornerstone philosophy of 
the OPP, became the prime task in 1995 of the Community Policing 
Development Centre (CPDC). 


Creation of the centre was identified by an Organizational Review team 
as a vital strategy to ensure community policing becomes firmly 
embedded in the OPP’s front-line activities. 


Working with field locations, other organizational entities and academic, 
research, justice and social agencies, the CPDC was positioned to 
provide significant organizational support toward the continued drive to 
institutionalize community policing within the OPP. 


Among other things, the centre took over responsibility for: 

e supporting the identification of best practises in front-line community 
policing, 

e enhancing officer problem-solving ability in partnership with the 
community, 

e identifying and evaluating analytical systems to support problem- 
solving, and 

e developing performance evaluation criteria and monitoring 
mechanisms. 


One initiative launched by the CPDC was the development of the 
community-policing team model within detachments that extends a 
sergeant team leader’s responsibilities beyond the traditional structure. 


Those responsibilities include contributing to problem-solving 
planning for specific communities, geographic areas or zones, helping 
team members work on common goals using common strategies and 
facilitating resources toward identified community problems. 
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The centre also assumed the lead for the provincial coordination of the 
national “Our Missing Children Program”, that strives to return lost or 
abducted youngsters to their custodial parents. The program involves 
the federal Missing Children’s Registry, Revenue Canada’s international 
Project Return and Citizenship and Immigration Canada. 


Community canine 
Brodie, the German Shepherd, is very much a community-policing 
canine. 


The 45-kilogram police dog is the OPP’s first four-legged crime fighter in 
Kingston Township and his post is directly attributed to Project “Fluffy”, 
a community-policing initiative in this community of 45,000.

A concerned group of individuals wanted to combat crime by presenting 
areal deterrent and Project “Fluffy” was their answer. At that point, the 
solely civilian team joined forces with an OPP Kingston Township officer 
and initiated a business case aimed at convincing municipal-contract 
officials of the feasibility and necessity of a canine team for the 
community. 
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Through the magic of networking with concerned individuals, the 
“Fluffy” team grew to include two Queen’s University MBA students 
who kick-started the project into full gear by meeting with training 
experts, audit controllers and Eastern Region’s command staff. 


The outcome? Brodie was on call to track fugitives and search for 
missing children or seniors by the end of 1995. 


Crime Stoppers prospers 


Crime Stoppers - an extremely effective crime-fighting triad made up of 
the community, media and the police - made significant gains in 1995. 


In 1995, $3.1 million in charity-raised reward funds were paid out for 
information that led to the recovery of $72 million in stolen property and 
the seizure of $140 million in narcotics and illicit drugs. That meant, for 
every reward dollar spent, $68 in either property or illegal substances 
was recovered. 


Another major initiative was the continued implementation of a Crime 
Stoppers’ program in Ontario secondary schools. OPP Crime Stoppers’ 
representatives worked with The Safe School Task Force, an organization 
that deals with reducing the increasing crime and violence in schools, to 
develop a protocol that ensured direct student involvement, protected 
the integrity of community Crime Stoppers’ programs and was 
acceptable to Ontario educators. 


The end product was endorsed by a number of government and public 
bodies, including our ministry and the Ministry of Education and 
Training, plus Crime Stoppers International and the Ontario Association 
of Chiefs of Police, Crime Prevention Ontario and the Canadian Police 


Association. 


By year’s end, it was operating in 200 provincial secondary schools and 
on the way to becoming a model for Crime Stoppers’ programs in 
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schools across Canada, and in the United States, Great Britain and 
Australia. 


$1 million mark - in Thunder Bay 

Crime Stoppers in Thunder Bay and area celebrated 10 years of hard 
work in 1995 by recording the program’s 7,000th tip. The value of stolen 
property recovered by the program stood at $1 million. 


Start the Presses - in Port Stanley 

The first issue of Community Policing Western Region rolled off the 
presses in September of 1995. The newsletter, coordinated through the 
Port Stanley Community Policing committee and sponsored by The 
Cooperators’ Insurance Company, is a vehicle for the free exchange of 
ideas in support of community policing. 


Copies are available through all area community offices, OPP 
detachments in Western Region and offices of The Cooperators’ 
Insurance Company. 


OPP goes back to school - in Marathon 


Like many communities, Marathon suffered from youth vandalism and 
violence problems. 


In 1995, the OPP suggested having an officer at the community’s school 
every day. Reports say many students approached and confided in the 
OPP representative, proving beneficial to the community at large. 


National interest in Embrun idea 

The Embrun Community Watch Program, supported by OPP Casselman 
Detachment, is receiving national interest about a volunteer training 
manual that was funded and developed by an area college.

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Also, a new community-policing logo was designed in 1995 and seven 
new community-policing chapters in the Casselman area opened and 
were in full swing by the end of the year. 


Strength in numbers - in Haileybury 


Haileybury OPP community-policing officers have proven there is 
strength in numbers. In an effort to better use resources, the detachment 
launched a joint community-policing committee meeting in 1995 made 
up of members from its four active communities - Cobalt, Haileybury, 
Latchford and Dymond Township. 


Many of those attending saw that individual committees were dealing 
with similar concerns and quickly realized a larger committee could 
work together towards a common goal more effectively with more 
resources and volunteers. 


Race-relations survey 

The OPP’s race-relations policy implementation working group finalized 
a race-relations survey that will measure present levels of understanding 
and application of race-relations policy objectives in the OPP. The 
survey will also determine what those on the receiving end of our 
policing service know and feel about this important issue. 


Community-policing network comes alive 

Networking was the key to the September, 1995, success of “See the 
Network Come Alive”, the Community Policing Advisory Council’s 
second annual conference held in Petawawa. 


About 500 people - community volunteers, police officers and other 
professionals - spent three days networking and sharing information, 
strategies and ideas at the conference. Attention was focused on the 
need for a hi-tech information-sharing network to support the ever- 
growing human community-policing network. 
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Delegates heard one of the main speakers, Professor Ross Hastings, 
caution that the reality of translating community involvement into 
effective action meant mobilizing people and having the necessary 
resources available. The community of the future, he added, will have 
an increasing role to play in the criminal justice system. 


Also introduced to conference delegates was Inspector Saurus, a 
dinosaur-like police character created by Canadian artist and former 
OPP officer James Keirstead, who donated Saurus in support of 
community policing. The advisory council has exclusive rights to 
oversee the production and sale of Inspector Saurus merchandise, such 
as T-shirts and sweatshirts, and receives a percentage from the sale of 
all items.

The fifth annual parade included 150 floats, cheered on by 20,000 people 
lining the twin cities’ streets.

Crime Summaries from across Ontario 


Horrifying Bernardo videos 

OPP investigations continued during the year into what happened to 
the horrifying video tapes that convicted killer Paul Bernardo made of 
teenage victims Leslie Mahaffy and Kristen French being raped and 


tortured. 


The tapes were found by Bernardo’s first defence lawyer, Ken 
Murray, in the upscale Port Dalhousie bungalow owned by Bernardo 
and then-wife Karla Homolka. 
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But the Green Ribbon Task Force - made of police investigators from 
Toronto and Niagara Regional police services searching for a killer and 
rapist - were not given the tapes until more than a year later when Mr. 
Murray resigned as Bernardo’s defense. 


Homolka was subsequently convicted of manslaughter and Bernardo of 
first-degree murder. 


Project “SNIPE” 


More than $500,000 in illegal drugs, 148 firearms - including machine 
pistols/ guns and sawed-off shotguns - and stolen vehicles worth 
$182,000 were seized in Project “Snipe”, an Ottawa-area undercover 
operation involving the Provincial Weapons Enforcement Unit. 


The unit was specifically created to concentrate on the illegal smuggling, 
possession and sale of firearms, weapons, ammunition and explosives. 


Project “Snipe” targeted Outlaw Motorcycle Club members and their 
associates. Numerous weapons were seized including some that were 
identified as being smuggled into Canada and others that had had their 
serial numbers removed. 


Funded by Ontario’s Solicitor General and lead by the OPP, the unit 
includes OPP officers and members from the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, Canada Customs and eight municipal and regional police 
services in Ontario. 


In 1995, the unit was involved in 236 firearms-related incidents. Of 
these, 63 investigations were conducted by the OPP, while 150 were led 
by municipal police services and 23 by other agencies, resulting in the 
laying of 824 criminal charges against 118 individuals. A total of 665 
firearms were seized and other property confiscated included stolen 
goods, ammunition, drugs, counterfeit currency, prohibited 

weapons/ magazines and explosives. 
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Tragic Halt to Spousal-Assault Cycle 


More than 10 years of ever-escalating wife abuse ended tragically for 
Wanda Scully in February of 1995 when her husband, John, shot her with 
a .38 and then turned the pistol on himself. 


Pembroke OPP officers who investigated the murder/suicide said the 
woman had already walked away from the 10-year marriage several 
times because of her husband’s continued over-possessiveness and 
jealousy. 


Just four days before her murder, Mrs. Scully spoke with an local abuse 
counsellor, who explained that the mental and verbal abuse, plus minor 
physical abuse, would likely increase in frequency and severity. The 
following day, the victim confided to a co-worker that she was leaving 
her husband. 


While at the counsellor’s, Mrs. Scully had received the pamphlet, Circle 
of Abuse. The booklet was found lying open on her bedroom dresser the 
day she died. 


Project “Osler” 

OPP fraud officers have been credited with cinching the 1995 conviction 
of three men on 13 counts of fraud and one of theft involving more than 
$28 million, the culmination of the largest investment-fraud investigation 
ever conducted in Canada. 


The three accused were the principals in Osler, a medium-sized Toronto 
brokerage house and were charged with defrauding investors 
throughout Ontario of large sums of money. 


One of the accused was sentenced to eight years in jail and ordered to 
pay a $1 million dollars in compensation. A second got seven years 
imprisonment and a $1 million dollar compensation order, while the 
third was sentenced to seven years in jail. 
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Murder charge without body 

Rarely are murder charges laid without a body, but that’s what 
happened in 1995 following a major investigation by dozens of OPP and 
local police officers after a 16-year-old Goderich girl disappeared. 


Mistie Murray was last seen leaving the Goderich high school she 
attended on the afternoon of May 31 and her body has still not been 
found. 


Searches were initially mounted by Goderich municipal police and 
Goderich OPP plus officers from the OPP crime unit in Mount Forest. 
Those efforts were quickly augmented by a number of OPP specialist 
units including marine divers, canine and emergency rescue teams, and 
technical identification officers. At one point, between 40 and 50 police 
officers were involved in the search and investigation. 


Finally, in the fall, a charge of second degree murder was laid against 
Mistie’s stepfather. That charge was still before the courts at the end of 
the year. 


Project “Freetrade” 


A joint forces operation into auto thefts, code-named Project “Freetrade”, 
has received international and national recognition. 


The lengthy investigation by OPP officers, several municipal police 
services and the Canadian Auto Theft Bureau (CATB) ended in 1995 
with the arrest of 13 people from Canada and the United States. Police 
recovered 120 vehicles valued at $2.8 million. 


Five of the accused were extradited from the US and charged with 
conspiracy and possession of stolen property. Nine others were charged 
with fraud, possession of stolen property and conspiracy. 

“Freetrade” received the Award of Merit from the CATB and the 


Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police and a Certificate of Merit from 


29

the International Association of Auto Theft Investigators (IAATI). 


Hypnosis leads to robbery convictions 


The description of a suspect's fleeing car by a hypnotized witness led to 
the conviction of a 26-year-old on three counts of bank robbery in 1995. 


The robberies occurred in Mildmay, Formosa, Arthur and Fergus. In 
each case, a lone male demanded cash from a teller. He was either 
armed with a hunting knife or indicated to the teller that he was armed. 


With the description of the suspect’s car in hand, Ford of Canada came 
up with a particular model and year. Intensive media coverage plus the 
teamwork approach to the investigation ended with an arrest and 
conviction on all charges. 


Pepper spray cleared in death 

Oleoresin capsicum spray, commonly known as pepper spray, was not 
responsible for the death of a 35-year-old St. Joseph Island man who was 
sprayed four times while trying to resist arrest. 


OPP officers attempted to question the man, who apparently was 
mentally ill, but he threatened and assaulted one officer who used the 
spray to protect himself. The suspect, showing no affects from the spray, 
ran into a nearby woods. He was sprayed three more times as he 
struggled to get away from four more officers and still showed no signs 
of being affected. 


A short time after the suspect's arrest, however, he stopped breathing. 
CPR and first-aid were performed but he could not be revived and was 


pronounced dead on arrival at hospital. 


At the subsequent coroner’s inquest, autopsy reports indicated death 
was caused by cardio-respiratory arrest brought on by excited delirium. 
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The inquest jury recommended the continued use of pepper spray by 
police in similar situations. 


Project “Mix” 

Organized crime was the target of Project “Mix”, a continuing joint 
investigative partnership with the ministries of Revenue and 
Environment, involving the illegal sale of petroleum products through 
legitimate service stations to unsuspecting members of the public. 


Those charged following the investigation also sold the product as diesel 
fuel to trucking companies. In both cases, the fraudulent sales were 
designed to avoid paying provincial taxes. 


The products had the potential of being extremely volatile, creating a 
health and safety hazard when stored at service stations and when 
pumped into vehicles at self-serve facilities. The material also caused 
damage to fuel systems, forcing vehicle owners to pay for costly repairs. 


Uncovering evidence for prison inquiry 


Evidence presented at an inquiry into altercations involving women 
inmates and an all-male, emergency-response team at the Prison for 
Women in Kingston was assembled by OPP investigators. 


A six-officer team was called in to investigate by Madam Justice Louise 
Arbour of the Ontario Court of Appeal, who had been appointed by the 
Solicitor General of Canada to conduct a review of events surrounding 
the 1994 disturbances. Madame Justice Arbour’s report was still 
pending at the end of the year. 


Project “Last Chance” 


More than 150 police officers from the OPP and four other police 
services laid several hundred gambling-related charges against 
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businesses and their employees in a number of southeastern Ontario 
communities following a series of raids in late November, 1995. 


Seized in the raids were 143 video-gambling machines and more than 
half a million dollars in cash. 


Overview of Provincial Drug Scene 


Marihuana takes top spot 
Marihuana continued to be number one on the illegal substances’ hit 


parade. More than 579 kilograms were seized in investigations during 
1995, along with 434 kilos of hashish and 9.2 kilos of liquid hashish. 


Drug enforcement officers say indoor hydroponic operations were on 
the rise across Ontario with larger and more sophisticated facilities 
increasingly being uncovered constantly. Hydroponically grown 
marihuana has a higher “THC” or drug content than the imported 
product, which was reflected in the higher street prices it commanded. 


Also, a by-product of these operations is the manufacture of cannabis 
resin or “weed oil”, the combination of unsaleable parts of the 
marihuana plant, such as stems and small leaves, with isopropyl 
alcohol. 


Cocaine continued to be seized by OPP drug squads and field units 
throughout Ontario - 35 kilograms in 1995, to be exact - indicating the 
drug cartels were still well entrenched in the Greater Toronto area. A 
large quantity being sold in rural Ontario was also linked to an 
importation source in the south of the province. 


More than 1,100 drug investigations during the year led to the laying of 
1,992 charges, of which 1,026 were laid by OPP officers. Retail value of 
the drugs, money and property seized totaled over $37 million. 
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Projects “Hat” and “Wildcat” 


Two drug investigations in northeastern Ontario led to 118 charges 
against 34 people in Hearst and 26 individuals in Kapuskasing. 


Projects “Hat” and “Wildcat” began and ended almost 
simultaneously, and both projects made major impacts on the local 
illegal drug trade. Subsequently several drug investigations, spin-offs 
from “Hat” and “Wildcat”, resulted in additional arrests and drug 
seizures. 


Can/Am Drug Interdiction Task Force 

An agreement, covering contingency plans for both Ontario and 
Minnesota law-enforcement agencies in the event of a cross-border 
vehicle pursuit, was adopted in 1995 by the Canadian/ American 
Drug Interdiction Task Force. 


Task force officers include representatives from the OPP’s North West 
Region's drug enforcement section, Canada Customs, United States 
Customs, the Minnesota State Police and the United States Border 
Patrol. 


Severely restricting or completely eliminating drug smuggling across 
the border between Canada and the United States was the driving 
force behind the Canadian/ American Drug Interdiction Task Force 
when it was created several years ago. 


Task force members meet three or four times a year to exchange 
information and discuss issues of mutual interest, such as cross-border 
pursuits.

Major Incidents 


Truck tires claim two highway victims 


Two Toronto-area tragedies caused by flying truck tires triggered a 
high-profile investigation and coroner’s inquest into trucking safety 
on Ontario’s high-speed highways in 1995. 


The first fatality happened when a tractor trailer unit, eastbound on 
Highway 401 at Whitby, lost a dual set of wheels from the right side 
of the trailer on Jan. 31. One of the wheels bounced harmlessly into 
the south ditch but the other crossed all three eastbound lanes, hit the 
centre median guide rail and struck the windshield of a westbound 


car, killing the driver instantly. 
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A few weeks later, tragedy struck again, this time on the Queen 
Elizabeth Way almost in front of the OPP’s Port Credit Detachment. 
A tractor trailer lost a wheel and a second Ontario resident lost his 
life. 


The resulting investigation and combined inquest held in Mississauga 
caused an increased awareness of the mechanical shortcomings of 
trucks using our highways. The inquest jury made 31 
recommendations to improve truck safety and, as a result of the 
outstanding case presented, eight OPP officers from the Greater 
Toronto Region received commendations from Commissioner Thomas 
O'Grady. 


Traffic chaos on Highway 401 


Two tractor trailer rollovers on the same Highway 401/427 ramp 
turned the usual traffic snarls for Toronto and Mississauga 
communters into massive chaos twice in 1995, as public concern over 
truck safety continued to grow. 


Early in the year, a tractor trailer rolled over on the ramp from 
Highway 401 eastbound to Highway 427 northbound in Mississauga, 
spewing gallons of its vegetable oil load onto the 401 lanes below. 
The messy cleanup closed all lanes of Highway 401 for several hours. 


Just six months later, flying 12-metre metal pipes, thrown from 
another tractor trailer rollover at almost the same location on the same 
ramp, pierced the fuel tank of a tractor trailer on the westbound 401 
lanes below. 


That tank then burst into flames as its tractor trailer crashed. 
Numerous passing vehicles took evasive action - some quite 
unsuccessfully. This time, all 401 lanes and the 401/427 ramps were 
closed for five hours. 
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Dillon downs armed suspect 

OPP canine, Dillon, brought a swift end to a lengthy standoff between 
police officers and an armed man when the dog grabbed the suspect's 
right arm and pulled him to the ground. 


Dillon and his OPP handler were called to the standoff near Belleville 
after area OPP officers had found a stolen pickup truck and three 
suspects in a nearby cottage. 


Two of the suspects - one male and one female - surrendered after the 
cottage was surrounded by tactical response unit members. But the 
third, who was reportedly armed with knives and had stated he 
wanted to “kill a cop”, began smashing up the interior of the cottage. 


Finally, the man emerged and Dillon pounced, bringing the seven-hour 
incident to an end. 


Fatal confrontation 

A fatal confrontation between OPP officers and native occupiers of 
Ipperwash Provincial Park occurred in the fall of 1995, resulting in the 
death of one man. 


Native occupations of adjacent properties had begun two years 
previously and, early that September, a group of First Nations people 
took over the 44-hectare provincial park on the shores of Lake Huron. 


Forest Detachment became the command post with all employees, both 
uniformed and civilian, being committed to the incident, from that 


point. 


By the end of 1995, this matter remained unresolved. 
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Freak storm smashes central Ontario 


Wind shear, a weather anomaly, smashed its way through central 
Ontario in July, 1995, leaving devastation in its wake. 


But there was a silver lining to this stormy freak of nature - the 
tremendous coordinated response of the OPP and local communities to 
the victims of the wind shear. 


Volunteer assistance was “significant”, report Central Region OPP 
officials. Particularly notable was the help provided by the totally 
volunteer VCARS (Victim Crisis and Assistance Referral Service) unit 
working out of the OPP Kawartha Detachment. 


Luckily, there was no loss of life. But volunteers spent countless hours 
getting help to victims in the hard-hit village of Bridgenorth.

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Massive search finds only four survivors 


A massive search led by OPP officers in northwestern Ontario found 
only four survivors out of 12 boaters in frigid lake waters north of 
Armstrong. 


The campers, all members of a church group from Upsala, set out 
from their campsite for a day of whitefishing in three boats - one 
canoe carrying three people and two power boats carrying the other 
nine. 


But a storm on the lake they had chosen, tipped the two power boats, 
drowning eight. The three in the canoe sought shelter on the other 
side of an island and were found by rescuers led by OPP emergency 
response teams, including the helicopter crew based in Sudbury and 
police divers. The sole survivor of the power boats - a teenager - had 
lost her father to that lake 17 years before. She said she survived 
seven hours in the frigid waters by thinking of him. 


By the end of 1995, only two more bodies had been recovered - the 
other victims were still missing. 


Helicopter spots homicide victim 


An OPP helicopter led Peel Regional Police to the body of a woman 
dumped in a ditch beside Highway 401 in the fall of 1995. 


Peel police had been tipped off that the woman’s body was near the 
highway but a ground search, including a Peel canine team, had failed 
to find any trace. 


Within several hours, the woman’s remains had been spotted by the 
helicopter crew in a ditch near Second Line behind some bull rushes. 


The helicopter secured the scene until ground searchers arrived and 
followed up with aerial photographs for the investigation. 
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Rescue by newly trained canine 


A youthful prospector in Northern Ontario has OPP canine, Max, to 
thank for his 1995 rescue from dense bush and subzero temperatures 
in the Tessup Lake area, about 21 kilometres east of Turtle River Road. 


Max was called to track the 23-year-old Fort Frances man after he 
went missing overnight in mid-November. The dog, trained just three 
months before at the OPP canine training headquarters in 
Gravenhurst, led rescuers for five hours over a snow-covered trail to 
the man who was in the early stages of hypothermia. 


Professionalism and dedication at Nordic Games 


Professionalism and dedication should have been the passwords for 
security personnel overseeing the 1995 Nordic Games’ World Ski 
Championships, staged entirely in OPP Thunder Bay Detachment 
area. 


More than 35 countries sent 550 athletes, 500 coaches and about 800 
officials to the games, hosted by the City of Thunder Bay. Added to 
those numbers were the five thousand plus fans attending the 
competitions every day. 


OPP officers were responsible for security of competitors and visitors, 
including law enforcement on the venue sites, traffic routes to and 
from the games, and at the games’ site. VIP security was also an 
element of this competition, as well as providing assistance to other 
police agencies. 


In preparation, “Exercise Thunder Bay” kicked off one month before 
the March event to test security and emergency operations. The 
exercise involved a major counter-terrorism operation using a police 
field-command post and included intelligence processing, 
communications, management and coordination between different 
police organizations representing the province, federal authorities and 
international agencies. 
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Thousands demonstrate - Queen’s Park 

Ontario’s Legislative Assembly at Queen’s Park was the focus of more 
than 80 demonstrations in 1995, including the largest in late September 
when approximately 5,000 demonstrators pushed the barricades over 
and rushed the front doors of the historic building. 


A combined effort of the OPP officers from the Legislative Security 
Service and Greater Toronto Region Headquarters plus Metro Toronto 
Police Service, prevented the crowds from entering the building, thus 
ensuring the Throne Speech and subsequent house proceedings could 
continue. 


Community grieves for teen trio 


A tragic crash in Glanbrook Township took the lives of three Caledonia 
teenagers in February of 1995. 


OPP investigators say five girls ranging in age from 14 to 18 were 
travelling south on Highway 6 in Glanbrook after stopping briefly at a 
restaurant. It was snowing slightly, leaving the roads snow covered and 


slippery. 


As their car crested a hill, it crossed the centre line of the highway 
colliding with another vehicle. Seven people were rushed to hospital 
and four of them were seriously injured. 


The remaining three, all students at Caledonia High School, died as a 
result of the crash. 


Specialized Policing Services 


Behavioural sciences, electronic interception, intelligence gathering 
and forensic identification are just some of the OPP specialties being 
used nowadays to combat crime. 
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No major criminal occurrence, investigated by the OPP or another police 
agency in 1995, was successfully concluded without the expertise of at 
least one specialty support service providing, for example, threat 
assessments, fingerprint analysis or wiretap interceptions. 


Computerized animation of homicide victim 

A three-dimensional animation of a homicide victim and his grave ina 
woods near Dorset, created by OPP forensic specialists, provided key 
evidence for the investigation into the death of the man from Peel 
Region. 


It was believed the body of the 21-year-old victim had been in the 
ground for two years when discovered in 1995. 


Photographs of the crime scene did not show the position of the body in 
the ground. However, the three-dimensional animation clearly indicated 
the position of the body in the grave. 


Nabbed in the act 

Physical surveillance by OPP officers on three suspects in the London 
area was So tight, the suspects were arrested immediately after 
committing a robbery. 


Bloody print 

A single, bloody fingerprint found on a steel security door led to the 
arrest of a teenager, charged with the murder of a Toronto shopkeeper 
who had been stabbed 52 times. OPP forensic experts discovered the 
print and photographed it for investigating Toronto officers. 


31-year-old JFO 
The Joint Forces Operation (JFO) at Lester B. Pearson Airport is more 
than three decades old - the longest running JFO in the country. 
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Formed in 1964 to handle investigations at Canada’s largest 
international airport, this JFO includes officers from the OPP, 
Metropolitan Toronto, Peel Region and the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Community Partnerships 


358 celebrations for Auxiliary 


Three days of celebration marked the 35th anniversary of OPP 
Auxiliary members who, collectively in 1995, gave more than 159,000 
volunteer hours to their communities throughout Ontario. 


Created during the cold war of the 1950s, the-then Provincial Civil 
Defense Auxiliary Police were trained to augment regular policing 
ranks in times of emergency. That organization was reconstituted in 
1960, under the direction of the OPP Commissioner, and renamed the 
Ontario Provincial Police Auxiliary.

Now, its 743-strong membership from all walks of life devote a 
minimum per person of 10 patrol and four training hours each month, 
personifying the Auxiliary’s motto: “Volunteers for a Better 
Community”. 
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Based in 29 different units around Ontario, Auxiliary officers participate 
in community-policing initiatives and continue to assist in community- 
policing efforts, search and rescue, the control of crowds at special 
events, traffic control and regular patrol. 


In honour of the anniversary, over 500 Auxiliary members gathered en 
masse for only the third time in the organization’s history at Laurentian 
University, Sudbury, in June. 


Sudbury safety initiative snowballs 

A local snowmobiling safety initiative, run jointly since the early 1990s 
by the OPP, the Sudbury Regional Police and the Sudbury Trail Plan, 
snowballed into an Ontario-wide program by 1995. 


STOP (Snowmobile Trail Officer Patrol) officers are volunteer special 

constables appointed to enforce the provisions of the Motorized Snow 

Vehicle Act and trained to help police operate sobriety spot checks. | 
Fatality and injury statistics involving snowmobiles were sharply 

reduced in the Sudbury area following implementation of the innovative | 
STOP community-based program in 1992. | 


The first three expansion sites for STOP are Thunder Bay/ Nipigon, | 
Timmins and North Bay. A partnership between the OPP and the 

Ontario Federation of Snowmobile Clubs, the program is overseen by 

two provincial STOP coordinators, one from each partner. | 


The snowmobiling federation provides the volunteers and funding for 
the program, and the OPP is responsible for training and supervision. | 


Project “Shuttle” | 


A partnership among five Perth-area police services, including two 

OPP detachments, launched Project “Shuttle” in 1995 after the local | 
provincial jail was closed in favour of another provincial jail in 

Brockville, 80 kilometres away. | 
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Because of the cost of prisoner transportation, Project “Shuttle” was 
developed from scratch, and involved the cooperation of five police 
services and the Corrections Division of our ministry. 


The prisoner van was supplied by Corrections with the actual day-to- 
day operation and equipment being provided by the OPP. The 
municipal police services are billed according to use. 


In its first year of operation, Project “Shuttle” made 340 round trips 
for 866 prisoner transfers. 


Protecting children in Nipigon 

Nipigon OPP officers and TransCanada Pipelines personnel joined 
forces in 1995 to introduce the Child Identification Program to area 
schools. 


About 750 local children were taped for the project. The videos are 
held by the schools and, in the event of an abduction, police have 
immediate, current information for identifying the victim. 


The video equipment, worth about $1,000, was donated to the OPP by 
TransCanada Pipelines. The company then followed with another 
$1,000 donation for purchasing promotional items. 


Safe snowmobiling 


Snowmobiling safety was the goal of the newly created Sno PAC 
(Snowmobile Policing Advisory Committee) in the Thunder Bay area. 


In 1995, committee membership included representatives from the 
OPP, municipal police, area hospital and health groups, to name a 
few. 
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Eric Silk Library 


One of the most comprehensive police-sciences collections in Canada 
moved into the unique Eric Silk Library in September, 1995. 


Among the wooden stacks of this window-wrapped facility are more 
than 15,000 reference documents from the more traditional texts, 
books and periodicals to the cutting edge of electronic research such 
as CD ROMs, audio-visual materials and the Internet. 


All aspects of the OPP’s community-policing philosophy are 
represented in the reference collection from case and statute law to 
videos on a variety of crime prevention and public-safety themes or 
initiatives. 


The GHQ Library was dedicated in 1995 in honour of Commissioner 
Emeritus Eric Silk, head of the OPP from 1963 to 1973.

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One of Commissioner Silk’s greatest legacies to the OPP was a much 
greater emphasis on police training, learning and professional 
development. It is entirely fitting that the OPP Library be named after 
Commissioner Silk. 


Visitors see his name not only over the door but also beside a large 
array of crime-oriented books. Commissioner Silk, an avid literary 
collector, donated 176 volumes from his personal collection to the 
library in the late 1980s. 


Library staff provide a number of research services for both General 
Headquarters colleagues and front-line officers. Most items are 
available for a three-week loan period to employees with the OPP and 
Ministry of Solicitor General and Correctional Services. Also, material 
not held in the library may be borrowed from other libraries for OPP 
and ministry staff. 


In addition, the library subscribes to a number of commercial on-line 
databases and staff provide access to electronic information sources 
through on-line search services and the Internet. 


The Eric Silk Library is open to the general public on weekdays from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


Harold H. Graham Museum 


Preserving and exhibiting the heritage of the OPP has not always been 
an easy task. For three and a half decades policing artifacts were 
stored in a number of small rooms or basements and displayed only 
to a select few. 


All that changed in September, 1995 when a state-of-the-art museum 
swung open its massive wooden door to the public on the main floor 
of the new General Headquarters. 
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Being tested by Port Credit and Kawartha detachments, the units have 
already proven their value by reducing court appearances by OPP 
officers and also increasing their personal safety. 


New device tests for drunk drivers 


Infra-red technology, rather than a chemical reaction, was brought 
into action against Ontario’s drinking drivers in 1995. 


The first state-of-the-art instruments, called Intoxilyzers, went into 
service at detachments in Downsview, Ottawa, Kanata, Kingston 
Township, South Frontenac and Kawartha. 


As opposed to former breath-testing units that relied on a chemical 
reaction, Intoxilyzers use infra-red technology to determine alcohol 
readings. Although no more accurate than the Breathalyzer, the new 
devices speed up the testing of more than one individual. The 
instruments can store the results of up to four subjects at one time. 


Speeders break narrower laser beam 


Laser beams have replaced radar beams for speed compliance and 
enforcement on Ontario’s roads and highways, and the reason is the 
width of those beams. 


Lasers - meaning Light Amplification by Stimulated Emission of 
Radiation - emit a very narrow beam of light in the infra-red 
spectrum, about one metre wide at a distance of 300 metres. 


This is far superior to existing radar beam widths of 45 metres at 300 
metres because it means operators can target individual motor 
vehicles regardless of traffic conditions. 


OPP officers using laser units have been very successful in targeting 
high-speed violators on high-volume, multi-lane highways. 
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Some of those stopped and charged were clocked at more than 200 
kilometres an hour. 


Seat-belt blitz sets new record 


Campaigns across the province continued to educate drivers about 
seat-belt safety. Almost three quarters of a million Ontario drivers 
were checked in 1995. 


Organizers say 294,751 vehicles were stopped in an April two-week 
blitz. Results of a second two-week campaign in October show more 
than 400,000 vehicles were checked. 


The message of the second campaign was strengthened by a one-day, 
Canada-wide drive called Operation Impact and one-day community- 
oriented campaigns that focused on local counts for seat-belt users.

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R.LD.E. charges up 11 per cent 


The 1995 R.I.D.E. battle, waged against drinking drivers who 
endanger other people’s lives, produced an 11 per cent increase in 
charges. 


OPP officers laid 2,578 charges involving impaired driving, failing a 
breath test or refusing a breath test, compared with 2,302 charges 
written in 1994. 


OPP detachments continued year-round R.I.D.E. programs, usually on 
long weekends. The major Festive R.I.D.E. campaign is held during 
the Christmas season. 


Finally, there was an increase in funding for community R.I.D.E. 
programs. Ontario spends about $1.2 million annually to back 
R.I.D.E. initiatives launched by local police services, including 
municipalities with OPP policing contracts. 


Marine patrols up 38 per cent 


More students spending more days with the OPP’s summer | 
employment program meant a 38 per cent increase in 1995 marine | 
patrol hours compared with 1994, from 19,894 hours to 27,513.

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During the boating season, 112 OPP vessels logged more than 27,000 
hours at 84 field locations. On board were 26 students who stayed for 
an additional 120 working days. 


However, despite the increase in patrols, there were 36 boating 
fatalities and more than 4,200 hours spent on search and rescue 
operations. About 30,620 vessel inspections were conducted during 
the season, an increase of 25 per cent over 1994 figures, resulting in 
1,718 charges and 5,482 warnings. 


First Nations and Contract Policing 


Bridging culture gaps 
Building bridges between cultures was the primary objective of First 
Nations staff in 1995.

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By the end of the year, there were seven self-policing arrangements in 
operation at First Nations communities throughout Ontario. Partners 
to these self-policing systems include representatives from First 
Nations, the OPP, RCMP and provincial and federal governments. 


A continued initiative was ensuring culturally specific training for 
First Nations constables and other community-service personnel. 
Also, several workshops were developed to focus on different 
community concerns such as a suicide-intervention seminar held in 
Fort Frances and a peer-support workshop in Wauzshusk Onigum 
First Nation. 


New municipal contracts 


In 1995, Petrolia and Seaforth disbanded their police services in favour 
of OPP municipal-contract service. 


This brought the number of Ontario communities that had policing 
contracts with our service to 29, representing $25.5 million in cost 
recovery and 340 OPP employees. 


In November, a moratorium was placed on new costing requests 
while a review of the structure and financing of policing in Ontario 
was conducted. Fourteen additional costing requests, received prior 
to the November moratorium, were exempted and negotiations 
continued. 


Continuous Learning 


WDHP workshops 


More than 30 workshops, focusing on Workplace Discrimination and 
Harassment Prevention (WDHP) policy, were presented to 
commissioned and non-commissioned officers, as well as coach 
officers, throughout southern Ontario in 1995. 
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Academy successes in 1995 


The OPP front lines were looking younger in 1995 with 330 more 
recruits passing through the Provincial Police Academy enroute to 
field locations. 


That total is only slightly lower than 1994’s 338 new uniformed 
officers who graduated from the Academy’s Brampton campus. 


The training centre hosted 33 separate courses from breathalyzer 
technician to underwater search and recovery unit workshops. 


Deployed within various field locations were 23 other courses such as 
canine handler, emergency response, explosive disposal and tactical 
rescue unit training. 


Meanwhile, the Academy’s in-service training program continued 
with pistol conversion training at the same time as fulfilling legislative 
requirements for all components of annual “use of force” 
qualifications throughout the province. In November, the training 
facility hosted the Canadian Use of Force Trainers Conference, that 
drew attendance from across North America and Europe. 


Academy staff attended boards of enquiry, inquests and various other 
reviews or investigations, providing qualified expertise and OPP 
representation on police training issues. They also contributed 
recommendations for organizational learning methodologies through 
a comprehensive review, A Framework for Learning in the OPP. 


The Ontario Police Fitness Award Program, administered by the 
Academy, recognized 920 award recipients during the year and the 
Project Lifestyle Program expanded its scope to include cholesterol 
assessments for OPP personnel. 


Academy life does not end at 5 p.m. Its facilities continued to be a 
hub of community activity for 800 people in 30 Brampton-area 
organizations. 
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Infrastructure Support 


Province-wide database 

Personnel from Information and Technology Section linked 14 more 
detachments in 1995 to OMPPAC (Ontario Municipal and Provincial 
Police Automation Cooperative), the province-wide computer 
database of policing information. 


By year’s end, only two detachments, Moosonee and Pickle Lake, 
were not connected to the computer database. 


Upwards of 600 OPP employees, including recruits, were trained on 
OMPPAC during the year and seven additional communications 
centres were added to OMPPAC, bringing the number of centres to 
nine. 


Software advances 

Technology was introduced at approximately 30 more detachments, 
providing them with the ministry-standard software, including e- 
mail. 


At the new OPP General Headquarters in Orillia, personnel were busy 
planning, coordinating and implementing systems-support | 
technology, in partnership with Information Resources Division, and 
upgrading all OPP computers to Windows for Workgroups. 


OPP’s home on the Net 


An OPP Internet homepage was developed and introduced to people 
around the world with Internet access. At the same time, an OPP 
Intranet (internal) homepage was also designed and introduced 
throughout the government system, allowing civil-servant colleagues 
access to a variety of informational items. 
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Emergency Operations Centre 

A state-of-the-art Emergency Operations Centre, designed and 
equipped to handle major incidents, was built into the heart of the 
new General Headquarters in Orillia. 


Included in the centre’s capability was direct radio connections to 
OPP units anywhere in southern Ontario, facilities to communicate 
with amateur radio operators during emergencies and full data and 
voice networks, as well as audio/visual capabilities. 


V-Net cutting costs 

A new internal telephone network, allowing direct dialing to any 
location or individual within the organization, was launched in 1995. 
Using V-Net (Virtual Network) services of public telephone 
companies, the new network speeds the exchange of information and 
reduces overall operating costs. 


Other Telecommunications Section initiatives included: 


e stand-alone radio systems for First Nations communities in the 
far north of Ontario were developed and implemented; 


e portable radio systems were designed for foot and bicycle 
patrols, with the finished products being tested at Kincardine 
and New Tecumseth detachments; 


e traditional cartographic techniques gave way to digital 
computer technology for the production of maps being used in 
communications centres and at major-incident scenes; and 


e new dispatch consoles for communications centres were 
developed that integrated the mobile radio network with the 
computerized occurrence-reporting system to expedite 
occurrence handling and data entry. 
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One of the largest deployed police networks in North America, the 
OPP telecommunications system is made up of 16 district operations, 
each with a communications centre, and 170 towers strategically 
located in remote areas. 


The system also includes a 24-hour, 1-800 number for the public in 
each district, TDD service for the hearing impaired and 181 
telephones outside detachments. Also, where available, the system 
handles 911 calls from the general public. 


In the field, 7,551 kilometres of microwave-linking equipment 
connect 2,362 mobile radios, 1,743 portable radios and 418 base VHF 
radios located at the remote tower sites. 


System facilities and technical expertise are also shared with other 
government ministries and agencies. Over 162 present and future 
facilities-sharing agreements have been developed for mobile 
communications and representatives participate on provincial, 
federal and international committees. 


New semi-automatic weapon 


Supplying all OPP officers with new semi-automatic firearms was a 
major undertaking in 1995 for the Supply Section, responsible for the 
purchase, issue and maintenance of all items of clothing and 
equipment for approximately 4,700 uniform members of the 
organization. 


The section also worked in partnership with the Provincial Police 
Academy to schedule police-officer training with the new firearm.

Closure of a gun shop and “grandparenting” provisions for Firearms 
Acquisition Certificates topped 1995 for the Chief Provincial Firearms 
Office (CEFO@): 


In the first instance, the yearly inspection of a licensed gun dealer 
launched an investigation that ended with criminal charges being laid 
against two co-owners of the shop. One owner pleaded guilty to 14 
firearms related charges, and was sentenced to six months in jail and 
prohibited from possessing firearms for life. The co-owner was 
banned from possessing firearms, ammunition or explosives for three 
years, and the shop’s business licence was revoked. 


A “grandparenting” provision, giving gun owners a three-month 
window from Oct. 2 to Dec. 31 to use other courses and tests to satisfy 
the training requirement for the Firearms Acquisition Certificate 
(FAC), permitted recognition of the experience and qualifications of 
responsible firearm owners and hunters in Ontario. 


In September, the Solicitor General of Ontario designated that the 
Ontario Handgun Association Basic Handgun Course and Test, the 
Ontario Hunter Education Safety Course and Test, and the Ontario 
Handgun Association Wilderness Handgun Safety Course and Test 
qualified an individual for an FAC, if those tests and courses had been 
completed before Oct. 2, 1995. Prior to this announcement, people 
had to pass the Canadian Firearms Safety Course for an FAC. 


The “grandparenting” provision more than tripled CPFO business 
late in 1995. With approximately 143,000 people taking advantage of 
“srandparenting”, the CPFO was deluged with requests for 
application forms. About 100,000 extra forms were needed and many 
applicants had to put their names on a waiting list before they 
received the actual application. 
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By December, the CPFO still had a backlog of approximately 20,000 
applications, which led to a review of its production process and the 
temporary hiring of four extra employees until the end of the fiscal year. 


With the announcement of “grandparenting” came the introduction of 
“One-Stop Shopping”. This was a joint venture between the CPFO and 
the Ministry of Natural Resources to cross-train instructors who conduct 
either the Ontario Hunter Education Program and/or the Canadian 
Firearms Safety Course. 


As a result of this 1995 initiative, approximately 600 instructors could 
apply for dual certification and training the following year. 


A statistical overview of 1995 shows that 1,409 Canadian Firearms Safety 
Courses were provided and 19,283 tests conducted. 


Media Relations 


Introducing the public and media to the OPP’s new General 
Headquarters in Orillia was one of Media Relations’ major challenges for 
1905: 


Promotions included public-service radio announcements, in English 
and French, inviting the public to grand-opening festivities and a 44- 
page souvenir booklet, produced by a publication partnership with the 
community newspaper, Orillia Today. 


More than 10,000 copies of the souvenir edition, packed with photos 
and articles about the OPP and its unique provincial history, were 
distributed at the opening and throughout the community. 


During the year, 145 English and 56 French news releases - covering 
fatalities, criminal occurrences, public appeals and OPP initiatives - 
were written and faxed to news organizations. 
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Expert advice was also given to field officers who wanted to develop 
local releases and, when required, bilingual staff were on hand for 
interviews with the French radio media. 


Organizing news conferences comprises an additional area of media 
relations expertise and, in 1995, topics covered illegal gaming, major 
criminal cases, anti-rackets investigations, behavioural sciences, and 
traffic and marine safety issues. 


Another critical area was media training for recruits, community 
services officers and their coordinators, command staff, emergency 
response team members and investigators at one, two and three-day 
sessions. Two members of Media Relations also toured the province, 
hosting clinics for OPP personnel most likely to encounter the media. 


Throughout the year, staff dealt with more than 2,500 calls from the 
field for media assistance and over 3,400 queries from reporters, and 
provided 3,520 audio/video segments and hundreds of newspaper 
articles to OPP officers, other law-enforcement agencies and various 
Ontario Government ministries.

Professional Standards 


It has long been recognized that the degree of esteem to which a 
police service is held can be directly attributed to the image presented 
by its members. 


In this respect, Professional Standards Bureau promotes the values 
and priorities of the OPP through various programs that encourage 
and reward the highest standard of professionalism by our 
employees, and foster mutual respect and trust between the 
community and the OPP. These programs include Public 
Appreciation, Commendations and Awards, and Incentives. 


More than 3,000 tributes, commendations and awards were given to 
OPP officers and Auxiliary members in 1995. Added to that were 52 
tributes for OPP policing services and 39 commendations and awards 
to civilian staff, plus 325 commendations and awards to members of 
the public. 


Professional Standards also investigates public, internal and 
Workplace Discrimination and Harassment Prevention (WDHP) 
complaints, and handles disciplinary proceedings.

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Each of these areas was studied extensively and discussed at Policing Ontario: Building 
for the Future, the Ontario police services summit held in June, 1996. The results of the 
review will provide the foundation for policing in Ontario into the 21" century. The OPP 
has played a leadership role and made a substantial contribution in the work of the 
review. 


As the police service responsible for public safety issues of provincial interest, the OPP 
continued to build its capacity and expertise. Our progress was highlighted when you and 
Mrs. Donna French opened the Provincial Violent Crime Linkage Analysis System 
(ViCLAS) Centre at OPP General Headquarters in December. Ontario police services 
were given access to an exceptional crime-fighting instrument which, according to Mr. 
Justice Archie Campbell, “is recognized internationally as the most effective and most 
useable automated violent crime linkage analysis system now available”. In his final 
report into the investigation of serial murderer and rapist Paul Bernardo, Mr. Justice 
Campbell noted: “It is likely that Bernardo would have been apprehended much sooner 
had ViCLAS been in place...”. 


On a personal note, Mr. Runciman, it was only through your initiative that provincial 
legislation was passed which mandated the submission of ViCLAS reports and turned the 
Centre into the critical law-enforcement resource that it is today. 


In my capacity as president of the Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police (CACP), I 
announced the spring launch of a new nation-wide initiative, in partnership with the 
Criminal Intelligence Service of Canada (CISC) to disrupt and dismantle the organized 
criminal activities of outlaw motorcycle gangs. The unprecedented increase in violence, 
particularly in Ontario and Quebec, clearly indicates the threat these gangs pose to public 
safety and security in Canada. 


OPP employees continued to provide quality police service to over 600 municipalities, 
including 35 municipalities policed under contract. In 1996, the OPP became the police 
service of choice for six municipalities, including Orillia, Penetanguishene, Mitchell, 
Kirkland Lake, Fort Frances and Clinton. 


Also, the OPP continued to work with Ontario’s citizens to build safer communities. 
Thousands of OPP volunteers gave generously of their time to enhance the quality of life 
for all Ontarians. Most noteworthy was the contribution of the OPP’s 766 Auxiliary 
members who donated more than 160,000 volunteer hours of service. 


The OPP contributed to making Ontario’s highways safer through its support of the 
Ontario Road Safety Plan. To this end, we expanded our successful “Highway Ranger” 
program by establishing dedicated Traffic Management Teams throughout the Province. 


The OPP traffic-management plan dedicates OPP officers to: 
e providing policing services designed to prevent traffic collisions, 
e reducing the number of deaths and injuries related to traffic collisions, 
e promoting voluntary compliance with traffic laws, ands 
e providing consistent and effective enforcement of traffic laws. 


The reorganization of the OPP, substantially completed in 1996, provided a solid 
foundation for OPP municipal policing. The OPP has significantly reduced its 
administrative costs while preserving front-line policing. It was gratifying to hear the 
OPP cited positively during the spring budget announcement when the Minister of 
Finance, the Honourable Ernie Eves, endorsed our streamlining of “management and 
administration to ensure that resources available for front-line policing are maintained”. 


These are challenging times and I am proud to report that the professional staff of the 
Ontario Provincial Police continues to meet every challenge.

OPP Mission Statement @& 









The Mission of the Ontario Provincial Police is to provide a sensitive community- 
oriented service that promotes an environment in Ontario in which all people will 
be secure in their pursuit and enjoyment of all lawful activities. 










To achieve this mission, in partnership with the communities we serve, we shall: 

¢ provide police services designed to promote public peace, well-being and 
security; 

¢ provide police services designed to prevent traffic accidents and promote 
traffic management; 

¢ provide police services that promote the prevention and detection of crime; 

¢ provide police services that ensure appropriate enforcement of the law; and 

¢ promote an organizational climate that values and encourages continual exami- 
nation of our philosophies, strategies, plans and methods. 
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The Ontario Provincial Police provides generalist policing services to over 2.3 
million people (3.6 million in summer) throughout the Province of Ontario. 
OPP area of responsibility encompasses approximately 993,000 square kilo- 
metres of land and 174,000 square kilometres of Ontario waterways. 


The OPP, in accordance with the Police Services Act, has responsibility to: 

¢ police those municipalities which are not required by statute to maintain 
their own police services, or which have contracted this service from the 
OPP in lieu of establishing or maintaining their own police services; 
respond to municipal police service requests for special assistance in 
emergencies; 
provide traffic control on all 400 series and King's highways, including 
those parts that are within the jurisdiction of municipal police agencies; 
provide investigative services, on request, to the coroner's office, other 
provincial ministries and municipal police services as stipulated by the 
Police Services Act; and 
perform other assigned duties such as the maintenance of a provincial 
firearms registry, the provision of security at Queen's Park as well as pro- 
tective services for key Ontario government officials and visiting digni- 
taries.

Community Policing is the fundamental principle under which all our policing 
services will be delivered. 


To this end we shall: 

¢ involve the people of the community in the identification of crime, traffic 
and social order problems and solutions;

expectations and needs of the community; 
participate with other concerned agencies and interest groups to effectively 
address police and community concerns; 
promote public commitment and active involvement in the resolution of 
crime, traffic and social order problems;

Community policing, to the OPP, is: 

“The delivery of police services, resulting from 
a community and police partnership, that 
identifies and resolves issues to maintain social 
order”. 


To clearly identify the differences between the 
traditional or professional model of policing and 
community policing, this simply means that tra- 
ditional policing is a reactive service that ex- 
cludes proactive initiatives. 


Community or contemporary policing, on the 
other hand, recognizes the need to provide’ the

traditional services along with proactive strategies 
in partnership with our communities. Community 
policing is not an additional project or program, 
and it is not a “soft approach” to policing. The OPP 
emphasizes that traditional strategies should always 
be considered as alternatives when considering so- 
lutions to the “causes”, as opposed to symptoms, of 
a community issue. 


Every front-line team leader has been provided 
with training in team building and problem solving 
to facilitate the OPP policing philosophy which 
stresses that community policing is the fundamen- 
tal principle under which all our policing services 
are delivered. 


In 1996, detachment teams and their 
team leaders worked with 358 commu- 
nity policing committees across the 
province to identify and develop resolu- 
tions for community social-order issues. 


That is where the Community Policing 
Development Centre (CPDC), at OPP 
General Headquarters, comes into the 
picture. The Centre was given the re- 
sponsibility for providing the OPP with 
the operational capability to incorporate 
community policing throughout the or- 
ganization and evaluate its implementa- 
tion within the province. 


During its first full year of operation, 
the CPDC launched a provincial com- 
munity policing management team con- 
sisting of regional community policing 
managers from each of the OPP’s six 
regions. Other full-time team partici- 
pants included representatives from the 
First Nations Section and the Provincial 
Traffic and Marine Safety Bureau at 
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1996 





General Headquarters. Community volunteers 
also participated to emphasize the importance of 
this community input. 


Community Policing Processes 

Top priority for the provincial community polic- 
ing management team was reviewing and approv- 
ing a three-year action plan that identified 11 
specific projects encompassing 44 critical objec- 
tives. Each project focuses on providing the 
front-line officers and our communities with the 
“tools” to fully implement community policing. 


For example, one project involved the develop- 
ment of a service-delivery model for contempo- 
rary policing. This three-stage, eight-step pro- 
cess was created through consultation with OPP 
detachment commanders and community repre- 
sentatives, and is recommended for use in devel- 
oping and/or reviewing our policing service. Its 
application guarantees that the service provided 
is consistent with the OPP policing philosophy. 


For the future 

Future projects include communication initia- 
tives, training of OPP employees and their com- 
munity partners, and a contemporary planning 
process. This process will involve direct links to 
our communities and detachments to expedite 
problem-solving partnerships and accountability 
to one another for the resolution of issues. 


Another project was the drafting of a “How Do 
We Do It ?” reference manual that addresses 
those issues most frequently encountered by the 
OPP and its communities. Soon to be distributed 
to every OPP community policing committee and 
team leader across the province, the manual was 
designed to assist all community policing practi- 
tioners in developing their community policing 
initiatives, based on their local environment. 


It includes information on such topics as: com- 
munity partnerships, managing and recruiting 
volunteers, committee management, committee 


procedures, types of committees and activities in 
which they are likely to become involved, the 
service-delivery process for contemporary polic- 
ing, problem-solving techniques, and a “tool kit” 
filled with examples and additional reference 
information. 


Community Policing Evaluations 
Implementing community policing plans was 
only a part of the story for CPDC in 1996. One 
of the next critical considerations was evaluating 
the effectiveness and efficiency of the plan, its 
strategies, assigned tasks and the process itself. 


Traditional evaluation methods were no longer 
considered appropriate indicators of success or 
failure. That is not to say this type of measure- 
ment was disregarded, but rather, it was but one 
piece of a three-piece evaluation process. 


Through research and consultation, the Centre 
worked to develop evaluation methods that were 
inter-related. Also, qualitative and quantitative 
measurements were being identified to enable the 
community and police to not only document, but 
reliably confirm, the success of strategies used to 
resolve problems. For example, strategies sup- 
ported by traditional measurements and positive 
public perception are likely to be good indicators 
of a well-documented and successful plan. 


Also being created was a method of identifying 
and sharing “best strategies” that could help com- 
munity and members alike in considering all 
possible alternatives for resolving issues. 


Learning Partnership 
As the community policing team model began to 
take hold on the front lines of the OPP, the Centre 
worked closely with the Provincial Police 
Academy to develop an organizational learning 
strategy for all detachment commanders and 
sergeant team leaders. The focus on education 
was essential to this particular project because 
the responsibilities of a sergeant team leader,

within the new community policing team model, 
were broadened to include: 
¢ contributing to community plans, 
¢ facilitating resources toward community 
issues, 
¢ participating in goal setting and the es- 
tablishment of strategies, 
¢ monitoring strategy task assignments, 
+ evaluating plans, strategies, processes 
and team member participation, and 
¢ being accountable for the team’s activi- 
ties and outcomes. 


Community Issues 


Help for victims was a CPDC priority as it sup- 
ported the setting up of a Victim Assistance 
Service organization for front-line members and 
community volunteers with the Victims Crisis 
Assistance and Referral Service (VCARS). By 
the end of the year, a province-wide directory 
was underway, listing all agencies that provide 
this type of service. 


Once again focusing on victim services, VCARS 
presentations were made in Dryden, Fort Frances, 
Kenora, Red Lake and Sioux Lookout by the 
CPDC and community issues staff with the Min- 
istry of the Solicitor General and Correctional 
Services. 


As a result of this venture, plenary committees 
were established in three of the five communities 
and a VCARS grant proposal was quickly sub- 
mitted for the Kenora/Rainy River area. 


Building on a pilot project operating in the 
Greater Toronto Region, yet another CPDC ini- 
tiative entitled, “Help Is Just A Page Away”, 
revolved around corporate partnerships. 


This project, developed in partnership with Can- 
tel and AT&T Paging, equips volunteers with 
pagers if they provide a victim-assistance service 
associated to the OPP. 





1996 Profiles| 


“Abuse Issues 


With increasing public awareness of the abuses 
suffered by children, the elderly, spouses and the 
disabled, the CPDC targeted this societal issue 
for attention in 1996. 


The first annual workshop for OPP abuse-issues 

co-ordinators, held at General Headquarters in 

November, focused on topics such as investiga- 

tive techniques of abuse crimes, the ministry’s 

sexual assault standard, and investigations of 

missing and abducted children. 

Other initiatives involved: 

¢ co-ordinating the implementation of core in- 
vestigative criteria contained in the min- 
istry’s sexual assault standard and participat- 
ing in the development of a provincial train- 
ing course relating to that standard, and 

¢ helping to build an Automated Information 
and Referral Service (AIRS) through com- 
munity information centres that provides vic- 
tim support and service information for spe- 
cific locations. 


Anti-Racism 

During 1996, the Centre assisted with the presen- 
tation of Workplace Discrimination and Harass- 
ment Prevention policy-training workshops to 
about 1,000 supervisors including coach officers, 
team leaders and detachment commanders in 
Greater Toronto, North East and North West 
regions. 


The CPDC took the necessary steps toward re- 
placing the OPP’s race-relations orientation with 
an anti-racism position, further demonstrating its 
intolerance for racism. 


Following that move, an analysis and review was 
conducted of recommendations from the Com- 
mission on Systemic Racism in the Ontario 
Criminal Justice System to determine potential 
impacts on the OPP.

protocols to ensure that new training courses and 
programs were free of potential bias and stereo- 


typing. 


Information Resource Centre 


As the year began, the CPDC found it was the 
holder of literally thousands of items of printed 
materials and videos, some current and others 
not. 


Consequently, a complete review of all materials 
was conducted during the year, ending with the 
realization a resource centre was an absolute 
necessity if the CPDC was to meet the needs of 
OPP communities and officers. Subsequently, a 
comprehensive resource inventory of program 
and strategy materials and their source was estab- 
lished in order to facilitate the requests for assis- 
tance from internal and external sources. 


It is expected the manual search for requested 
materials will become available electronically in 
1997. 





Crime Stoppers 

OPP involvement in Crime Stoppers — that ex- 
tremely effective crime-fighting triad made up of 
the community, the media and the police — has 
been significant from its inception in the 1960s. 
As of 1996, there were full-time OPP co- 
ordinators in 21 of the 39 provincial programs. 


During the year, Crime Stoppers was responsible 
for 3,598 arrests and the recovery of $27 million 
in stolen property and seized narcotics. 


Simply put, for every charity dollar that was 
raised for Crime Stoppers’ rewards, there was a 
corresponding recovery of $68 in either stolen 
property or narcotics. 


Another milestone for the program was the 
Supreme Court decision in Leipert versus Regina 
that confirmed the confidentiality of information 
in Crime Stopper files. 





VICLAS Targeting Serial Predators 


One of Ontario’s newest and most powerful 
crime-fighting tools, ViCLAS (Violent Crime 
Linkage Analysis System) is designed to stop 
serial predators before they strike again. 


“Early recognition saves lives,” said OPP Com- 
missioner Thomas O’Grady at the official launch 
of the Provincial ViCLAS Centre at General 
Headquarters in December, 1996. “Stopping one 
serial criminal with the use of ViCLAS will save 
future victims from harm.” 


The system has already proven its worth. 
ViCLAS linked a two-year-old sexual assault in- 
cident in Ottawa with a similar case in British 
Columbia. 


The suspect was returned to Ottawa and legal 
proceedings got underway to declare the individ- 
ual as a dangerous offender. 


ViCLAS was designed to capture information on 
all homicides that are sexual or predatory in 
nature and are apparently random, motiveless or 
suspected as being part of a series. It also cap- 
tures data on all sexual assaults or attempts, 
including stranger-to-stranger assaults, date rapes 
and pedophiliac crimes. 


The underlying premise of ViCLAS is that repeat 
offenders follow similar patterns and that homici- 
dal and sexual offenders exhibit identifiable, and 
often predictable, characteristics and motivation. 


Other data captured includes information on 
missing persons if the circumstances indicate a 
strong possibility of foul play. Also gathered is 
information on unidentified human remains, bod- 
ies where the manner of death is known or sus- 
pected to be homicide, and all non-parental ab- 
ductions and attempts.

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The ViCLAS reporting book, which investigating 
officers are now required to complete, is an ex- 
tremely detailed questionnaire. Once filed with 
the Provincial ViCLAS Centre in Orillia, the 
information is entered into the ViCLAS databank.

Once a potential link has been estab- 
lished, the originating agency is notified for 
follow-up investigation. 


Effectiveness curtailed 


Developed over a period of years by the RCMP, 
ViCLAS was put into limited operation across 
Canada in 1993. Unfortunately, the submission of 
the reporting book was not mandatory, which seri- 
ously curtailed the effectiveness of the system. 


Impetus to change that within Ontario came in Mr. 
Justice Archie Campbell’s final report into the 
investigation of serial murderer and rapist Paul 
Bernardo. 


In that report, Mr. Justice Campbell stated bluntly 
that “It is likely ..... Bernardo would have been 
apprehended much sooner had ViCLAS been in 
DIAC ae 


ViCLAS is the most effective and most useable 
automated violent crime linkage system now avail- 
able and is known internationally as the premier 
system worldwide, said Mr. Justice Campbell. 


Best crime linkage system 


“It is ironic that ViCLAS, despite its international 
recognition and accolades as the best crime link- 
age system in the world, is used in Ontario to a 
small fraction of its capacity in part because there 
is no regulation that requires police forces to use 
it,’ said Mr. Justice Campbell. 


Following the tabling of that report, action was 
taken by the Provincial Government to make such 
reporting mandatory. 


ViCLAS is staffed by not only OPP officers and 
personnel, but also seconded criminal investiga- 
tion officers from Metropolitan Toronto and , Nia- 
gara, Durham, Peel and York Regional police ser- 
vices. 
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World’s First Mo 


OPP forensics experts chalked up another world’s 
first in July 1996 when they unveiled the Mobile 
Crime Unit, used for transporting state-of-the-art 
laboratory technology to any provincial crime 
scene that is accessible by road. 









In 1977, the OPP Forensic Identification Services 
(FIS) pioneered the Argon laser detection of fin- 
gerprints, becoming the first police force to be 
fully operational in this technology. 


But, from then until 1992, this technique was 
restricted to the confines of the OPP General 
Headquarters laboratory, then based on Harbour 
Street in Toronto, because of a number of logisti- 
cal problems involved with moving the laser 
equipment. 


Green Ribbon Task Force 


That changed with a request from the Green Rib- 
bon Task Force, which was made up of police 
investigators from Toronto and Niagara Regional 
police services, to examine the Port Dalhousie 
bungalow of killer and serial rapist Paul 
Bernardo. A mobile unit was quickly put to- 
gether, resulting in the uncovering of critical evi- 
dence that played an important part in the ultimate 
conviction of Bernardo for the torture and murder 
of teenage victims Leslie Mahaffy and Kristen 
French. 


That experience proved the validity of the mobile 
lab unit idea and sparked more requests for this 
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expertise — additional evidence was located in 40 
per cent of these cases. 


However, a number of problems still had to be 
addressed before laser technology could easily be 
moved into the field. For one thing, suitable 
vehicles were not always available from the OPP 
fleet. Nor were adequate power sources or de- 
pendable clean water supplies accessible at 
certain crime scenes. 


Finally, getting all of the above together in the 
field could delay an investigation by up to two

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days, resulting in the potential loss of critical 
evidence. The dedicated mobile unit answers all 
these concerns. 


Inside the five-ton van is a generator/chiller com- 
partment with a mini lab at the rear. 


Hoses and cables allow for the remote operation 
of the laser to a maximum of 15.24 metres or 50 
feet from the vehicle, and the fibre optic interface 
can be used for examinations a further 30 % 
metres or 100 feet from the laser unit itself. 


Immediate calls for assistance 


Within four days of its launch, the mobile unit 
was headed south to assist Metro Toronto police 
in the recovery of evidence from a body and, 10 
days after that, it was called to an Essex area 
homicide. 


In its first six months of OPP service, the mobile 
lab logged more than 7,000 kilometres. 
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The vehicle’s formal inauguration was timed to 
coincide with “NOVA ‘96”, the 19" annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Identification Society, 
hosted for the first time by the OPP at General 
Headquarters in Orillia. 


International attendance 
More than 300 forensics experts, their families 


and product exhibitors, some coming from as far 
away as Israel, attended the five-day event. 


Convention seminar topics covered techniques in 
the recovery of human remains, computer foren- 
sics, colour image enhancement, computer ani- 
mation and digital imaging, to name a few. 


Expert speakers included Dr. Joseph Almog from 
the Israel National Police, William Watling of 
the United States treasury department and Dr. 
Peter Mowforth of the Turing Institute in Glas- 
gow, Scotland. 





Provincial Underwater Search and Recovery 


Unlike most of their colleagues who deal mainly 
with life, officers with the OPP Provincial Under- 
water Search and Recovery Unit (USRU) almost 
always find themselves dealing with death. 


Centralized in Gravenhurst in 1996, USRU’s 13 
divers handled 127 occurrences which included 
83 drownings, 13 homicides, 37 crime investiga- 
tions and four major incidents, involving explo- 
sives and downed aircraft or vessels. 


One of the most distressing occurred right at the 
beginning of the year. Only one person out of 
five survived on Jan. 2 when four snow vehicles 
plunged into Twelve-Mile Lake in the Haliburton 
area. Five URSU officers responded to the dis- 
tress call and recovered four bodies from the 
lake’s icy depths. 


Another tragedy struck late in June when a 


boater, fishing from an aluminum boat on the St. 
Lawrence River in the Prescott area, threw his 
anchor into the water and was dragged overboard 
when the anchor’s line became entangled around 
his leg. Four USRU divers were called to recover 
the victim’s body from about 15 feet of water. 


Unit experts also helped local police services 
investigate scuba diving fatalities such as an 
incident in the Detroit River near LaSalle late in 
the summer. The male victim, who had donned 
scuba gear to clean the hull of his brother’s boat, 
suddenly disappeared. 


His air tank and buoyancy vest were found float- 
ing about 10 metres from his dive location. In- 
vestigators surmise he had taken in air from the 
tank and then tried to surface too quickly — a 
diving error that could have caused a fatal expan- 
sion of air in the lungs as he came up from the 
bottom. 
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Special Place for Young Victims 


A special place for the tiny victims of sexual, 
mental and physical abuse came into being at the 
Caledon Village office of the Caledon OPP De- 
tachment in 1996. 


Designed, decorated and equipped to help lower 
the stress levels of youngsters involved in abuse 
situations, a “soft” interview area was opened on 
the lower level of the OPP substation on Highway 
10, just north of Highway 24 in Caledon. 


The unique facility was not just a first for the 
OPP, but also a sterling example of community 
partnerships in action. More than 25 area 
businesses and community groups, spearheaded 
by the Palgrave Rotary Club, raised the needed

renovation dollars and helped with the work. 
Costing about $10,000, the facility replaces drab, 
clinical office areas usually used by officers to 
interview victims of crime. 


Instead, the walls of these rooms are bedecked 
with cartoons and students at Robert F. Hall Sec- 
ondary School painted a fantastical mural at the 
entranceway depicting the yellow brick road from 
the Wizard of Oz. 


With a waiting area for anxious parents nearby, 
youngsters know “Mom” or “Dad” is just around 
the corner. A child victim’s siblings are also 
welcome and a toy area is available for them to 
play, relieving parents of the need to entertain 
them or pay for leaving them with a babysitter. 


OPP domestic abuse officers say this kind of 
facility is instrumental in building a rapport with 
a youngster. It also reduces the stress family 
members feel when their child has been victim- 
ized. 


With the increase of reported child abuse, the 
facility had barely been finished late in December 
when it was first called into service and by year’s 
end at least a dozen interviews had been con- 
ducted within its “soft” walls. 


Crime didn’t pay in Kanata 


Property crime dropped dramatically when OPP 
expertise and community determination got to- 
gether in Kanata. 


Facing an increasing number of break-ins, vehicle 
thefts and other property crimes in late 1995, 
community leaders turned to OPP Kanata Detach- 
ment officers for leadership. 
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Together they developed a series of strategies to 

combat the problem. These strategies included; 

¢ preparing and distributing 1,000 security pa- 
trol audits to Kanata’s 700 businesses, 

¢ making special presentations to Kanata 
Chamber of Commerce members, 

¢ designing and distributing home security 
“TIP” sheets throughout the community so 
the general public and the media would be 
aware of security issues. 

¢ identifying and targeting a number of sus- 
pects, and 

¢ periodically putting extra patrols on the 
streets to check on calls about suspicious 
people or vehicles and property alarms. 


The result? Break-ins dropped 45 per cent be- 
tween 1995 and 1996, and the value of stolen 
property shrunk by 77 per cent following the 
introduction of a comprehensive proactive pro- 
gram by OPP officers. 


“Drive-thru” survey 


Motorists heading for Highway 401 were greeted 
with a “drive-thru” survey of motoring concerns 
conducted by the Cambridge OPP Detachment 
during the summer of 1996. 


One day officers would distribute questionnaires 
to drivers getting onto Highway 401 via the on- 
ramps from the communities of Kitchener- 
Waterloo, Cambridge, Guelph and Milton. The 
next day, the filled-in questionnaires were picked 
up at the same location. 


The survey gave commuters an opportunity to 
voice their concerns about Highway 401 and sug- 
gest improvements. Those comments were to be 
reviewed by a committee made up of members of 
the community and the police.

Introduced to this rural Ontario community in 
May of 1996, Road Watch 1s a proactive initiative 
that encourages area residents to fill out a Citizen 
Report Form, available in various locations 
throughout the community, any time they see acts 


of aggressive driving. 


Those reported receive a letter from the detach- 
ment about the complaint and alleged violation. A 
second report results in either a phone call or visit 
by police, depending on the severity of the inci- 
dent. Subsequent reports often entail enforcement 
action. 


Tipoffs for BRE squad 


In an attempt to reduce the increasing number of 
break-ins and thefts in Kent County, the local OPP 
detachment dedicated the enforcement activities 
of an additional two officers. 


But it was the involvement of the community 
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through tipoffs that resulted in 279 charges being 
laid and recovery of $183,658 in stolen property. 


Salute to emergency services 
Hosted by the Blind River Chamber of Com- 
merce, emergency services, including a full range 
of OPP specialties and the local fire department 
and ambulance service, took centre stage in Blind 
River for Emergency Service Day. 


Making special appearances were the OPP heli- 
copter, OPP marine units from Blind River and 
Sault Ste. Marie, an OPP canine team and the 
explosives-disposal robot. 


Partnering to promote awareness 
OPP Highway Rangers in the Greater Toronto 
Region joined forces with the Insurance Bureau 
of Canada and Cantel Cellular to promote Auto 
Insurance Awareness ’96. 


Using Cantel cell phones and insurance industry 
telephone directories, Rangers were able to call 
various insurance companies from the side of the 
road to verify insurance slips produced by mo- 
torists stopped for traffic violations. 


The Toronto media gave the public-safety event 
prime exposure and the insurance industry re- 
ported record-breaking statistics for first-time in- 
surance buyers. 


OPP Auxiliary donates 
160,000 volunteer hours to communities 


More than 760 OPP Auxiliary officers in 29 units 
across Ontario volunteered 160,000 hours to their 
communities in 1996. 


Helping to bolster that impressive total were Aux- 
iliary members from Clinton, Mitchell and Oril- 
lia. Police services in those communities joined 
the OPP contract-policing family that year. 


Auxiliary officers, from all walks of life, devote a

minimum of 10 patrol and four training hours per 
person each month, personifying the Auxiliary 
motto: “Volunteers for a Better Community”. 
They participate in community-policing initia- 
tives and continue to assist in community-policing 
efforts, search and rescue, the control of crowds at 
special events, traffic control and regular patrol 
with OPP uniformed officers. 


Mobilizing for mobile command unit 
Central Ontario communities, patrolled by OPP 
New Tecumseth Detachment officers, mobilized 
in 1996, donating money, material and volunteer 
labour for a mobile command unit. 


The facility is a mini-office on wheels, equipped 
with a generator, a fax and telephone capabilities. 
Worth about $15,000, the unit includes both a 
police radio and a special programmable radio 
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that can transmit to fire, ambulance, area public 
works offices and the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources. 


Emergency services professionals realized a mo- 
bile command unit would be an immeasurable 
benefit in the event of a real disaster after the 
staging of a mock catastrophe the year before. 


Unveiled in August, the mobile command centre 
is available to all OPP detachments in Central and 
Greater Toronto regions. 


Pedal power on patrol 


OPP Wawa Detachment officers are pedal- 
patrolling Dubreuilville and White River aboard 
two new 21-speed Shimano Limited Mountain 
bicycles, thanks to two area companies. 


Domtar Forest Products and Dubreuil Forest 
Products each purchased a mountain bike for the 
OPP after local residents requested bicycle patrols 
for their communities. 


Cottage initiative proves its worth 
A cottage-check program launched in 1996 by 
OPP Napanee Detachment proved its worth after 
just one week of operation. 
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Of the 600 cottages checked by snowmobile 
teams during a week in January, six break-ins 
were discovered and nine other cottages were 
found insecure. Problems were reported to cot- 
tage owners within 24 hours. 


More checks were scheduled for February and 
March, but they were cancelled because of mild 
temperatures and unsafe ice conditions. 


Snowmobile teams included one OPP officer and 
three volunteers from the Lennox and Addington 
Ridge Runners Snowmobile Club. The club also 
supplied snowmobiles as did neighbouring OPP 
detachments at Madoc and Sharbot Lake. Pru- 
dential Insurance Co. of Canada donated $500 for 
gas and oil. 


SKI ID. 


A community partnership between the OPP South 
Porcupine Detachment, Nortel Mobility and the

Project “P” probing child pornography 
in cyberspace 


Child pornographers, using Internet cyberspace to 
fuel their perversion, are being tracked and 
charged by the computer experts with the OPP’s 
Pornography Crime Unit. 


The Internet has become the perfect means for 
pedophiles to exchange products, said Project “P” 
officers, because pornographers can anonymously 
send files around the world at the stroke of a 
computer key. 


Virtually all pornography investigations during 
1996 involved the distribution of child pornogra- 
phy via computer and resulted in the arrests of a 
number of Ontario males including a 22-year-old 
Kirkland Lake man. 


He was charged in October with making, dis- 
tributing, importing and possessing child pornog- 
raphy for the purposes of distribution. Seized ina 
raid of the man’s home were approximately 
30,000 computer-generated files said to contain 
child pornography involving prepubescent  chil- 
dren in almost every sex act imaginable. 


That case was still before the courts at the end of 
the year, as was another high-profile arrest in 
November of a physicist at his desk in the De- 
fence Research Establishment Ottawa (DREO). 
OPP officers, assisted by Canadian military police 
and Ottawa-Carleton Regional Police, attended 
the National Defence facility and seized about 
20,000 computer-generated files, most of which 
allegedly depicted very young children in sex acts 
with other children or adults. 


Fraud artist in England 


After six years as one of the world’s most wanted 
men, Canadian fugitive financier Albert Johnson 
Walker, whom OPP Anti-Rackets officers had 
been hunting since 1990, was finally arrested in 
1996 and charged with a murder in England. 


The 51-year-old Paris, Ont., resident fled Canada 
in 1990 with his 15-year-old daughter amid alle- 
gations he had defrauded investors of more than 
$3.2 million. 


Walker was charged with the drowning death of 
British entrepreneur Ronald Platt in the English 
Channel off Torquay. He had allegedly assumed 
the victim’s name sometime before the murder. 


At the end of 1996, the murder case was still 
before the English courts. Once that is con- 
cluded, Walker faces extradition to Canada to 
answer nine charges of laundering the proceeds of 
crime, seven charges of theft and two charges of 
fraud. 


DNA leads to suspect in 
15-year-old murder 


Enhanced DNA technology has led to first-degree 
murder charges in the 1980 death of a Dutton 
woman. 


Violet White, 53, was last seen on May 17, 1980, 
driving out of Dutton on her way to Brampton. 
Reported missing when she didn’t reach her desti- 
nation, the body of Ms. White was discovered 
four days later on a sideroad in Medonte Town- 
ship near Elmvale. 


During the subsequent homicide investigation, a 
suspect was identified but the available evidence 
was insufficient for charges. 


Recent advances in DNA technology produced a 
usable suspect profile and, after biological sam- 
ples were seized from a man that proved identical 
to that profile, a murder charge was finally laid — 
16 years after the victim’s death. 


Murdered teen finally found 
A grim discovery — human skeletal remains scat- 
tered around a heavily wooded area in a rural 
location south of Lindsay — launched an OPP 
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Major Crimes investigation that is purported to be 
the largest forensic archaeological dig ever con- 
ducted in Canada. 


Julie Ann Stanton’s murderer had already been 
convicted of her death and sentenced to life be- 
hind bars when her remains were finally found on 
June 27, 1996. 


The fourteen-year-old went missing on Easter 
Monday in 1990 from her Pickering home and 
four years later Peter Stark, the father of one of 
Julie’s school friends, was found guilty of her 
death. 


OPP Major Crime investigators used dental 
records to identify the remains as those of the 
young victim. Then they called for expert help 
from more than 40 anthropology students from 
Wilfred Laurier University in Waterloo and Uni- 
versity of Toronto. Under the direction of two 
forensic anthropologists, they thoroughly 
searched the extensive grave site. In addition to 
the recovered remains, the search produced a 
large quantity of artifacts which were submitted 
for forensic examination. 


Quadruple homicide 


A 44-year-old man, who tried to shoot himself 
after killing four people on Manitoulin Island, 
was awaiting trial on four counts of first-degree 
murder at the end of 1996. 


An anonymous phone call tipped OPP officers to 
the deaths on Aug. 1. Telephone negotiations 
were initiated with the suspect, who was barri- 
caded in a Gore Bay area home, and continued for 
four hours. When the man then tried to flee and 
was confronted by police, he turned his firearm 
on himself. 


Found in the house were the bodies of the sus- 
pect’s adoptive parents, both in their late 80s. 
Discovered later in a Sheshegwaning First Nation 
Territory home were two more victims, a 34- 
year-old woman and 37-year-old man, who had 
both died of gunshot wounds. 
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Economic espionage via 

the Internet and E-mail 
Newbridge Networks Corporation called in OPP 
officers from Kanata Detachment and Anti- 
Rackets in December, 1996, when United States 
competitors of Newbridge appeared to be acquir- 
ing sensitive information about the company’s 
corporate strategies. 


An investigation of various computer systems and 
the Internet was launched because the information 
being disclosed put the company at risk of losing 
millions of dollars in assets. 


During a search of an employee’s home, four 
computer systems were seized and fraud charges 
laid against that individual. 


$1 million wagered illegally 
Project “Gameboy”, a joint forces investigation 
involving officers with the OPP’s Illegal Gaming 
Section, Windsor Police Service and the FBI, 
ended with the arrest of 24 people in Essex 
County and Detroit, Michigan. 


Over $1 million had allegedly been wagered ille- 
gally on various sporting events during the course 
of the six-week investigation that came to a close 
on Superbowl weekend, traditionally the largest 
betting event of the sports year. 


Project “Last Chance” 

nets $108,000 in fines 
Fines totalling $108,000 were levied against 22 
people and companies in 1996 following convic- 
tions for charges, laid the year before, involving 
the operation of illegal gaming machines. 


Project “Last Chance” resulted in several hundred 
gaming-related counts against businesses and 
their employees by a joint forces operation that 
included officers with the OPP and four other 
Ontario municipal police services. More than 140 
video-gambling machines were seized during a 
series of raids that capped the investigation. 
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Eighteen other companies and individuals were 
still facing charges at the end of 1996. 


Phonebusters is working 


There were 42 per cent fewer telemarketing fraud 
victims in 1996 compared with the previous year 
according to complaint statistics from Project 
“Phonebusters”, the national taskforce fighting 
telemarketing fraud. 


Formed in 1993, Project “Phonebusters” is a 
multi-member partnership, that includes the OPP, 
the RCMP, Ontario’s Ministry of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations and the Canadian Bankers 
Association. 


And its presence is obviously being felt by tele- 
marketing con artists like Darrel Dorsey of 
Kingston, who was sentenced in 1996 to 12 
months for defrauding the public of money over 
$5,000 by misrepresenting valuable prizes. A 
number of other cases were still before the courts 
at the end of 1996. 


Phone operators at “Phonebusters” estimated they 
prevented 25 per cent of the complainants from 
being victimized, resulting in an estimated saving 
of about $8.4 million to the public in 1996 and $8 
million the year before. Trends indicate that 52 
per cent of all victims are from Ontario. 


The original goal of the project was to prosecute, 
under the Criminal Code, key individuals in this 
province and Quebec who were involved in tele- 
marketing fraud. The 1996 goal was expanded to 
include the prosecution, where feasible, by 
United States agencies through extradition and 
Industry Canada under the Competition Act. 


Project “Gomaz” targets smugglers 
Smugglers in Ontario and Quebec, charged with 
firearms, explosives, alcohol and tobacco-related 
offences, have been sentenced to lengthy prison 
sentences and fined almost a quarter of a million 
dollars. 





Calls for OPP explosives expertise 


OPP explosives disposal experts were called to 
the scene of these bombing incidents, two of 
many they investigated in 1996. Above, about 
25 kilograms of explosives were detonated late 
one August night under the bridge on St. 
Joseph Road in McWilliams Township near 
Sturgeon Falls in Northern Ontario. The blast, 
which severely damaged a section of the bridge 
deck and three steel beams that supported the 
structure, was felt four kilometres away. By 
the end of the year, no one had claimed respon- 
sibility for the blast and investigation into the 
incident was continuing. Below, about 
$135,000 in damage was done to Sudbury Re- 
gional Police Services Headquarters and a 
neighbouring banking facility by an explosive 
device planted in the walkway between the two 
buildings one December night. Damage to the 
Headquarters building was mainly in the pa- 
rade/lineup room on the main floor. 
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The convictions resulted from Project “Gomaz”, 
a joint forces operation involving the OPP, the 
Provincial Weapons Enforcement Unit, the Que- 
bec Provincial Police and the RCMP. 


Undercover investigators, targeting smuggling in 
the Cornwall, Ont., and Valleyfield, Que., areas, 
purchased a number of firearms and more then 
$65,000 worth of alcohol and tobacco. 


Project “Pinball” 


Ten southern Ontario residents were facing 263 
charges related to smuggling and trafficking in 
firearms at the end of 1996 following a six-month 
technical and undercover operation called Project 
“Pinball”. 


Seized during the project were about 1,500 
firearms, including machine guns, pistols and 
sawed-off shotguns. It is believed that several of 
the confiscated weapons had been smuggled into 
this province from Florida and Ohio. 


$85,000 in stolen property 


Two people were charged by the OPP after stolen 
property worth $85,000 was seized in a Lindsay- 
area raid on a suspected “chop shop”, where parts 
are removed from stolen vehicles and then sold. 


OPP officers with Lindsay Detachment and the 
Auto Theft Section recovered seven stolen vehi- 
cles and parts from an additional 21 vehicles. 





Major incidents and events 


OPP veteran killed 

in hit-and-run 
More than 1,000 police officers and emergency 
personnel from Ontario, Quebec and the United 
States gathered April 6, 1996, to mourn the death 
of OPP Sr. Const. Michael Gula of Niagara Falls 
OPP Detachment, who was killed by a hit-and-run 
driver. 


A 29-year veteran, Const. Gula was just four 
months away from retirement when he died on the 
evening of April 2. He had stopped his cruiser on 
the shoulder of the northbound Queen Elizabeth 
Way in Niagara Falls to assist another OPP offi- 
cer. As he was standing on the driver’s side of his 
colleague’s vehicle, he was struck from behind 
and thrown into the passing lane of the highway. 


The driver fled the scene but was arrested within 
days. The 67-year-old man pleaded guilty to 
failing to remain at the scene of an accident after 
OPP forensics experts positively linked fragments 
of broken plastic found at the scene with the 
man’s vehicle. 


Known to his colleagues as the “King of the 
Highway”, Const. Gula “laid down his life in the

service of his community,” said Rev. Richard 
Grecco during the full police funeral at St. Al- 
fred’s Church, one of the largest in St. Catharines. 


Appointed to the OPP on Oct. 10, 1967, the 
veteran served at detachments in St. Catharines 
and Grand Bend before transferring to Niagara 
Falls in 1985. He was the recipient of the Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal, as well as the 
Police Exemplary Service Medal. 


Const. Gula is survived by his wife Zan and four 
grown children; sons Kevin and Robert, stepson 
Patrick and stepdaughter Tammy. 





Dillon tracks tiny tot 
through swamp 


A tiny three-year-old, lost in dense forest just a 
kilometre from her home, was found sound asleep 
in a swamp by OPP canine Dillon. 


Little Faith Smithson had been picking wild flow- 
ers at the edge of her parents’ rural property near 
Almonte when she wandered off into the bush 
late one afternoon in May, 1996. 


OPP officers, volunteers and three dogs from 
Ottawa-Carleton Police Service searched for the 
youngster through the evening and into the pitch 
black of the night without luck. 


Meanwhile, Dillon and his handler were more 
than 200 kilometres away in the Minden area 
tracking a 55-year-old woman who had disap- 
peared from her home the day before. 


Finally able to join the Almonte search about 
midnight, Dillon headed into dense bush south of 
Faith’s home and picked up the scent in a swamp 
about an hour later. Within minutes, he was 
standing over the sleeping form of the little girl. 


Treated in hospital for minor scratches and 
mosquito bites, Faith later promised her thankful 
parents that she would “never walk away from 
home again”. 


Drowning victims 
not wearing life jackets 
Three Chatham-area young people, who were not 
wearing life jackets, drowned in late May as they 
rowed from the small lakeside community of 
Erieau to Seagull Island, a favourite party place 
for local youths. 


Chatham OPP Detachment officers reported 10 
young people in their late teens and early 20s 
were headed for a party on the island about 11 
p.m. on a Friday night. Five crowded into a

3.75-metre rowboat that was already filled with 
firewood. 


Minutes away from the Erieau shore, the boat was 
swamped. Two of those in the boat managed to 
swim to shore and raised the alarm. 


Rescue teams pulled a 20-year-old female and 
21-year-old male out of the water shortly after 
arriving on the scene, but they were pronounced 
dead at Chatham’s Public General Hospital. The 
body of the third victim, also a 21-year-old male, 
was not recovered until the following morning. 
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OPP canine team Cst. John Melnick and Niko 
tracked together for more than six years. So it’s 
appropriate that they retired together in 1997. 


Niko tracks suspects for 22 kilometres 
Six-year tracking veteran, OPP canine Niko, was 
not about to let pending retirement slow him 
down. 


Due to leave the OPP early in 1997, Niko put his 
nose to the ground, quite literally, in September, 
1996, and tracked several suspects for 22 kilome- 
tres through Petrolia-area bean and corn fields, 
swamps and bush, and over fences and railroad 
tracks. 


Three hours after the trek began, Niko nabbed the 
last of the four suspects who were charged with 
several counts of possession of stolen property 
over $5,000 and mischief over $5,000. 


Northern flooding forces coastal evacuation 


More than a thousand Northern Ontario residents, 
living in First Nations communities along the 
west shore of James Bay and Hudson Bay, had to 
be evacuated in May, 1996, as spring runoff 
threatened their homes. 


About 450 people were moved to Moosonee for 
the two-week evacuation while another 330 were 
billeted in Cochrane. Also, more than 400 other 
evacuees travelled through these two communi- 
ties on their way to other towns. 


No major incidents were reported by OPP detach- 
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ments in Cochrane or Moosonee. But several 
Cochrane officers were assigned for the duration 
to Moosonee to provide extra patrols and help 
with traffic control at the airport and train station. 


Officers get their man — on Christmas Day 


One murder suspect found out the hard way that 
some Chatham officers with the OPP and munici- 
pal police service don’t take a day off at Christ- 
mas. 


The 21-year-old, wanted in connection with a 
killing earlier in December, was arrested at a 
house about 11 a.m. on Christmas morning. 


The suspect’s younger brother had previously 
been charged with murder after being extradited 
from the southern United States. 


Two twisters in two weeks 


The Shelburne area of central Ontario was still 
reeling from effects of one tornado, that hit April 
20, when a second touched down on May 1. 


Extensive damage was done to homes and barns 
in this rural area. OPP officers, with the help of 
local volunteers, were kept busy providing com- 
fort and assistance to victims. 


Luckily no lives were lost, but a county official, 
whose own house had been damaged during the 
first touch-down, watched helplessly 10 days later 
as the roof of an area public works building blew 
away when the second tornado hit. 


OPP pilots specialize in saving lives 
At least three Ontario people are alive thanks to 
OPP helicopter pilots. 


An autistic teenager was reported to be “hungry, 
dehydrated, scared and covered with insect bites — 
but safe” after being lost in rugged Haliburton 
terrain for more than 12 hours. The 17-year-old 
became separated from his group during an Au- 
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gust hiking trip. Searchers worked through the 
night trying to find him, but it was the OPP 
helicopter pilot who finally spotted him about 9.5 
kilometres from the search party. 





Later that month, a 63-year-old Timmins man, 
who was a non-swimmer, managed to stay afloat 
for five days before being rescued by the OPP 
helicopter. The man was heading by boat for a 
remote fishing site on Morin Lake when the craft 
overturned. Luckily he was wearing a personal 
flotation device. Searchers said that, by the time 
they located the man in the lake, he was suffering 
so badly from hypothermia he could barely raise 
his arm to signal his rescuers. 


In October, an OPP helicopter pilot decided to 
make one more pass over an area before giving up 
the search for two lost hunters — and found the 
duo. Missing since the day before, the two broth- 
ers had left Elk Lake for the hunting trip, but 
neglected to tell anyone where they were going. 
After his ordeal, one of the brothers, in desperate 
need of certain medication, said he probably 
would not have made it through the second night. 


Hundreds fail to find missing senior 
A massive four-day air and ground search in late 
September, 1996, failed to find missing senior 
Frank Szpak who disappeared from his Kirkland 
Lake home one afternoon. 


Mr. Szpak, who suffered from Alzheimers and 
had hearing problems, was last seen walking into 
a bush area near his house about 3 p.m. He was 
wearing running shoes and a sweater, but night- 
time temperatures were beginning to drop dra- 
matically. 


Hundreds of volunteers, led by Kirkland Lake 
OPP Detachment, joined the search for the man. 
Also called to the scene was the South Porcupine 
OPP canine unit, the North Bay ERT team, the 
OPP helicopter out of Sudbury, the Timmins

personnel and individuals failed to find an el- 
derly man, last seen wandering in the bush. 


Search and Rescue volunteer group, First Nations 
policing course students at Northern College, 
Ministry of Natural Resources employees, and 
members of the community’s Salvation Army and 
Moose Hall. 


Man killed by exploding package 
OPP explosive-devices experts were called to the 
scene in December after a Guelph-area man was 
killed by an exploding package that had been left 
in his mailbox. 


The improvised explosives device, constructed to 
look like a flashlight, consisted of a single electri- 
cal detonator, two double-A batteries, an un- 
known quantity of emulsion-type high explosives 
and roofing nails. 


The device, wrapped in white paper, killed the 
42-year-old Puslinch Township man instantly. 
Other members of his family, at home at the time 
of the incident, were not seriously injured. 


At year’s end, the investigation into the explosion 
was continuing. 


Flying truck wheels continued to kill 


Two more people were killed by flying truck 
wheels on Highway 401 in December as concern 
over trucking safety continued to escalate in 1996. 
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This was not your normal curbside garbage 


pickup. It’s what happens when a tractor- 
trailer carrying a full load of garbage flips on 
the Queen Elizabeth Way across three lanes of 
traffic and blocks Highway 427 access to the 
QEW. This early October, 1996, accident 


caused traffic chaos for over five hours.

During the year, Greater Toronto Region traffic 
officers investigated 32 wheel incidents of which 
24 resulted in collisions, including the December 
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fatality that occurred in the Whitby OPP Detach- 
ment area. 


Investigators said a tractor trailer unit was west- 
bound on the 401 when a dual set of wheels came 
off the left side of the trailer. 


They crossed all three westbound lanes, hit the 
centre guide rail and flipped into the eastbound 
lanes where they slammed into an eastbound car. 


Also causing traffic concerns were rollovers in 
the Port Credit OPP Detachment area. 


Five of these incidents closed area highways for 
more than 40 hours in 1996 and, on several 
occasions, detachment officers instituted contin- 
gency plans to minimize the length of highway 
closures. 


These plans included improved co-ordination of 
resources and, at times, a delayed cleanup if rush 
hour was imminent. 





Specialized Policing Services 


High Park Rapist 
Toronto’s notorious High Park Rapist was linked 
to a 1989 Barrie sexual assault by a fingerprint 
discovered by OPP investigators. 


Michael Paul Giroux, 36, was sentenced to life in 
prison and declared a dangerous offender last 
year for his sexual-crime spree in the late 1980s 
and early 90s. 


OPP experts lifted both Giroux’s prints and those 
of his victim from a drinking glass found at the 
woman’s Barrie home during the initial investi- 
gation. 


Prints finger Tennessee murder suspect 
A Tennessee husband was under investigation by 
state authorities after his fingerprints were lifted 
at the OPP’s forensics lab from a letter that had 
supposedly been written by his missing wife. 


The letter, sent to the woman’s parents, said she 
was well and living in Canada. However, her 
husband’s prints, not hers, were on that letter. 
The woman was not heard from again, nor was 


her body found. 


At the end of 1996, the matter remained under 
investigation by Tennessee authorities. The sus- 
pect is believed to have been involved in multiple 
killings. 


More casinos mean 
more casino intelligence officers 


Two more Casino Intelligence Offices opened 
their doors in 1996 as the same number of new 
casinos began spinning their roulette wheels. 


One unit, combining the resources of OPP Intelli- 
gence Section and Central Region with officers 








from Canada Customs and Canada Immigration, 
worked with Casino Rama which opened in the 
Orillia area on July 31. 


The joint forces unit handling Casino Niagara 
includes representatives from OPP Intelligence, 
Niagara Regional Police Service, Canada Cus- 
toms and Canada Immigration. Casino Niagara 
opened in early December. 


Both units work closely with each casino’s inter- 
nal enforcement officers to monitor and track 
criminals and organized criminal groups who 
may try to profit illegally from the Ontario casino 
industry. 


Prison time for false threats 


OPP threat assessment experts played a role in 
sending a former New Zealand police officer to 
prison in 1996. 


The ex-police officer had falsely reported death 
threats, burned down his own house and staged 
an attack on himself. He was sentenced to five 
years in jail and was also sued by his former 
police employer for $35,000, the estimated cost 
of the original investigation. 


Members of the Threat Assessment Unit, who 
handled about 180 cases during the unit’s first 
full year of operation, identify potential perpetra- 
tors from either written or spoken threats and 
assess the risks posed by those individuals at a 
given time. 


Guilt and innocence 


Polygraph investigations can either identify the 
guilty or protect the innocent. 


Confessions of murder, aggravated assault and 
sexual assault, monitored by OPP Polygraph Unit 
officers in 1996, paved the way for the laying of 
charges against suspects. Polygraph work was 
also instrumental in identifying three suspects in 
an ongoing murder investigation and three more 
in connection with burglary cases. 


On the other hand, more than 50 people were 
cleared of suspicion in various crimes after tak- 
ing a polygraph test conducted by one of the OPP 
unit members. 








OPP sketch critical to 
triple-murder arrest 


The above sketch, by OPP composite artist Cst. 
Frank Daulby, was critical in capturing a sus- 
pect for the murder of three Toronto prosti- 
tutes. Metropolitan Toronto Police Services 
requested OPP assistance after the victims 
were shot in a killing spree late one evening 
and early the next morning. The witness who 
saw the suspect vehicle, explained Cst. Daulby, 
lived in an apartment and “looked down on the 
vehicle”, which resulted in an almost child-like 
sketch. “I really had to fight the urge to make 
it more truck-like and go with exactly what the 
witness said she saw,” said the officer. Luckily, 
he added, “Metro saw the wisdom of putting 
the drawing in the paper and an arrest was 
made the next day.” In 1996, Cst. Daulby 
provided assistance in 147 cases, 72 per cent of 
which involved OPP investigations. The re- 
maining 28 per cent of the requests were from 
municipal or regional police services in On- 
tario. Also, about 90 per cent of his sketches 
were executed within 24 hours of the incident, 
a important factor when dealing with memory 
retention. Suspects were identified from about 
30 per cent of his sketches. 
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Hi-tech equipment 
saving thousands 


New hi-tech equipment, introduced to the photo- 
graphic lab in late summer, rang up more than 
$35,000 in savings during its first five months of 
operation in 1996. 


The Kodak Mini-Lab both develops film and 
prints a thumbnail colour print of all the roll’s 
images on a four by six-inch sheet, called an 
index thermal print. Formerly, the films were 
processed and individual four-by-five proofs 
were printed of each shot on the roll. 


For disclosure purposes, all photos taken, at the 
scene of a crime for example, must be available 
in printed form for review by the courts, includ- 
ing blank frames and exposures that are not rele- 
vant to the case, but are on the same roll of film. 


Between August of 1996 to the end of the year, 
the mini-lab produced 5,981 index thermal prints 
at a cost of $25,598. 


Under the old system, this would have amounted 
to 143,544 photographic proofs, costing $61,305. 





Traffic and Marine Safety 


Making Ontario roads safe 


A very powerful weapon — the immediate 90-day 
suspension of a driver’s licence — has been added 
to an Ontario traffic officer’s arsenal against 
drunk drivers. 


As of 12 midnight on Nov. 29, 1996, drivers 
charged with either having a blood-alcohol con- 
centration over the limit, or failing/refusing to 
provide a breath sample, faced an immediate 90- 
day suspension. Within just one month, OPP 
officers had used this Highway Traffic Act amend- 
ment to take driving privileges away from more 
than 800 drivers. 


The suspensions were part and parcel of the multi- 
pronged Ontario Road Safety Plan launched in 
1995 to make Ontario roads safer. 


Another component in that plan was the develop- 
ment of alternative, collision-reporting systems 
and self-reporting collision forms. Both reporting 
measures were aimed at reducing the time spent 
by OPP officers investigating minor collisions. 
Alternative reporting meant traffic officers could 
concentrate on proactive traffic law-enforcement 
patrols. 


A pilot project involving high-profile traffic 
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teams, nicknamed “Highway Rangers” in some 
areas, became a permanent OPP traffic- 
management tool and the number of teams was 
increased from three to six. Two teams operated 
out of Greater Toronto Region while one team 
patrolled in each of the OPP’s Central, East, West 
and North West regions. 


R.LD.E. breath tests up 


Although overall OPP R.I.D.E. stops were down 
slightly (1,239,534 vehicle checks in 1996 com- 
pared with 1,248,786 in 1995), roadside breath 
tests were up by more than 4,000, for a total of 
18,618. 


Breath tests resulted in almost 3,000 impaired 
charges and over 6,000 licence suspensions in- 
cluding the new 90-day measure. 


Win-win marine program 
It was a winning boating season for summer stu- 
dents and the OPP alike. 


Fifty-five students, more than double the number 
hired in 1995, found summer positions with the 
marine program in 1996, gaining tangible life 
skills aboard one of 112 OPP vessels based in 84 
Ontario communities. 








For the OPP, the students’ involvement meant a 
major gain to the front lines, resulting in a 3 1-per- 
cent increase in enforcement activity. The year’s 
totals show that 32,396 vessels were inspected 
while 2,292 charges were laid and 7,156 warnings 
issued. 


Another bonus for OPP patrollers came in Au- 
gust, when the procedure involving the laying of 
charges by marine officers was streamlined so 
that laying a charge on water was as easy aS ona 
highway. 


National attention for “Operation Impact” 


“Operation Impact” and its organizers garnered a 
national traffic safety award in 1996. 


The annual day-long event, aimed at increasing 
the use of seat belts, is a joint venture of the OPP, 
the Streté du Québec, the RCMP and _ the

Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police. It was 
launched in 1990 and has, over the years, played a 
major role in focusing attention on seatbelt use, 
which has increased nationally from 68 per cent in 
the late °80s to 91.6 per cent in 1996. 


The campaign was chosen to receive the annual 
National Police Award for Traffic Safety, an 
award created through the cooperative efforts of 
the Canada Safety Council and Transport Canada. 


Hi-tech investigations equipment 


Traffic collision investigators and specialists have 
a new piece of hi-tech equipment for mapping and 
gathering evidence at accident scenes. Total sta- 
tion measuring devices, piloted initially in the 
Greater Toronto Region, are now being used in all 
OPP regions. 


Total stations use laser technology to help officers 
gather twice as much critical, but short-lived, 
evidence at the scene of an accident in half the 
time it would take using measuring tapes. Those 
measurements are then used to precisely recon- 
struct the incident on a computer. 


Education is key to 
dangerous goods enforcement 
Working with emergency response and chemical 
industry stakeholders to ensure increased safety, 
as well as responding to spills involving haz- 
ardous materials, kept OPP dangerous goods spe- 
cialists busy during 1996. 


Officers coordinated a number of enforcement 
blitzes, involving federal and provincial environ- 
ment and transportation ministries, in Fort Erie, 
Gananoque, Lancaster, North Bay, Ottawa, Sarnia 
and Sault Ste. Marie. 


Also, the OPP was the only police service in 
Canada represented on a federal committee 
charged with rewriting and updating the 7rans- 
portation of Dangerous Goods Act. 
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Emergency response to (right) this train 
derailment and dangerous goods incident in 
Kerwood included bringing the OPP’s mo- 
bile command centre to the scene. 


During the year, dangerous goods unit specialists 
handled 67 dangerous goods incidents, checked 
more than 5,000 vehicles and laid almost 800 
charges under the Highway Traffic Act or federal 
and provincial dangerous goods legislation. 


Spotlight on traffic trends 


Traffic trends and best-practices warehousing are 
all part and parcel of Provincial Traffic and Ma- 
rine Safety Bureau’s new program development 
section established in 1996. 


Through research and data analysis, the section 
plays a key role in collecting and analysing infor- 
mation for both internal and external review, 
establishing a_ best-practices inventory and 







conducting traffic-oriented environmental scan- 
ning and trend assessments. 


Partnerships in safety 


Networking locally, nationally and internation- 
ally, is a critical component for officers with 
Provincial Traffic and Marine Safety Bureau, who 
maintain strong links with a number of road safety 
partners including the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police, the Canadian Association of 
Chiefs of Police and the Ontario Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 


Other stakeholders are Transport Canada, On- 
tario’s ministries of Environment, Health and 
Transportation, the Ontario Trucking Association, 
the Insurance Bureau of Canada and the Major 
Industrial Accident Council of Canada. 





First Nations and Contract Policing 


10 more communities take over 
policing responsibilities 


Ten more First Nations communities, formerly 
served by the OPP, took another step towards 
autonomy in 1996 by assuming the responsibility 
for policing themselves. They joined one of seven 
established, stand-alone First Nations policing 
units that serve First Nations communities in 
Ontario. 


Negotiations opened for other Territories inter- 


ested in joining the self-policing movement. Part- 
ners in achieving the transition to self policing 
include representatives from First Nations, the 
OPP, the RCMP and both the provincial and 
federal governments. 


To date, as a result of the signing of self-policing 
agreements, the complement of First Nations con- 
stables, supported by the OPP, has been reduced 
from a high of 222 members in 1991 to the current 
138 located in 60 First Nations Territories 
throughout the province.

Cultural bridges 

First Nations officers continued to build cultural 

bridges between the police and the First Nations 

community by coordinating a number of pro- 

grams and events including: 

Native Awareness Training, developed in 

partnership with the RCMP and piloted in 

May, which has since been used as a frame- 

work for the delivery of other similar training 

courses; 

¢ Aboriginal Shield Program, an elementary 
school-level drug and alcohol-prevention pro- 
gram delivered in partnership with First Na- 
tions communities and the RCMP; 

¢ Transition and orientation workshops, deliv- 
ered in partnership with stand-alone First Na- 
tions police services for communities trans- 
ferring to self-policing arrangements; 

¢ Peer Support Service for First Nations offi- 

cers; and 

Community-specific workshops developed to 

focus on community concerns such as suicide 

intervention and child sexual-assault investi- 

gations. 
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Six municipalities join 
OPP community 
From November, 1995, to October, 1996, the 
Government declared a province-wide morato- 
rium on new requests for costings by the OPP. 


This moratorium did not affect costings already in 
progress, and so the OPP became the police ser- 
vice of choice for six more Ontario communities 
during the year. 


The towns of Clinton, Fort Frances, Kirkland 
Lake, Mitchell, and Penetanguishene, and the 
City of Orillia disbanded their respective police 
services in favour of OPP contracts, bringing with 
them 85 new OPP officers. 


Thirty-five Ontario municipalities now have OPP 
municipal policing, with a budget totalling ap- 
proximately $27.2 million and 412 uniform and 
civilian positions.

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Preparing for PSA amendments 
Groundwork began to prepare Contract Policing 
Section staff for the introduction of equitable 


financing or fair-cost recovery. 


Anticipated amendments to the Police Services 
Act will result in many municipalities, historically 
exempted from paying directly for OPP services, 
being required to do so. 


In anticipation of these revisions, each OPP 





region was asked to identify at least two officers 
who, after a short orientation course, would help 
Contract Policing Section respond to costing in- 
quiries from affected municipalities. 


Contract Policing Section also launched Contract 
Connection, a newsletter that provides updated 
information to all OPP staff, particularly detach- 
ment commanders who are routinely asked by 
municipal officials for information about OPP 
services. 





Continuous Learning 


Learning network expanding 


A network of continuous learning opportunities 
began to spread across Ontario from the Provin- 
cial Police Academy. 


The first major steps were taken in 1996 from the 
traditional approach of bringing our staff to the 
classrooms, to distance-based learning, or taking 
courses to our staff. 


Initially, a five-day, train-the-trainer workshop 
was developed and delivered to eight regional 
facilitators in partnership with Bell Cairn, the 
Corrections training facility in Hamilton. 


The workshop dealt with the building of manage- 
ment teams on OPP front lines and other new 
skills required as a result of organizational re- 
newal. 


These eight facilitators have successfully rolled 
this training out province-wide to all detachment 
management teams. 


In partnership with Infrastructure Support, several 
initiatives involving CD-ROM based learning 
were also undertaken, and a comprehensive self- 
paced, distance-learning package for civilian 


guards was developed and disseminated to all 
OPP locations. 


Other important courses, such as technical traffic- 
collision investigation and general patrol training, 
were at various stages of conversion to a distance- 
learning design. 


Building on the distance-learning theme, Audit 
and Quality Assurance Unit colleagues introduced 
a self-audit workbook for detachments to assess 
their performance levels and continually improve. 


Orillia bound 


Pending relocation to General Headquarters in 
Orillia made 1996 a year of challenge for staff 
with the OPP Academy. 


While the Academy classrooms will be in General 
Headquarters, the recruits’ residence will be 
across the road at the Huronia Regional Centre. 


Renovations to convert Cottage “O” into residen- 
tial units began late this year. 


Cottage “O” was most recently used as offices by 
staff waiting to move into General Headquarters 
inl 995, 
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Business as usual 


In other ways, it was business as usual at the 
Academy. 


A total of 270 recruits received orientation train- 
ing and more than 360 OPP officers took courses 
in various subject areas including criminal inves- 
tigation, drug interdiction, electronic use-of- 
force/judgement training and coach-officer duties 
and responsibilities, as well as training in traffic 
investigation and enforcement, general patrol du- 
ties and effective presentations. 


Academy staff also coordinated and delivered 
several specialized field courses including Level 
I and Level II incident command, advanced tacti- 
cal techniques, emergency response and crowd 
management. Additional courses were run in 
diving, canine handling and explosives disposal. 


OPP/Canadian Coast Guard 
partnership 
Training OPP officers and others about marine 


safety involves a unique partnership between the 
OPP and the Canadian Coast Guard. 


While the OPP had the training expertise but no 
base for operations, the Coast Guard had a hi-tech 
facility in Parry Sound but no training officers. 
By combining forces, the two organizations can 
provide several levels of indepth marine training 
for a number of provincial and federal employees 
including OPP officers and staff from the Min- 
istry of Natural Resources. 


Just one of the courses offered in 1996 was the 
three-week Launch Operator program, developed 
after a tragic collision between two vessels on

Lake Erie several years ago. Launch Operator 
participants learned the basic operation and ma- 
neuvering abilities of large twin-engine vessels, 
advanced piloting and the use of radar and hi-tech 
electronics such as the Global Position System. 


Yet another positive spinoff of the OPP/Coast 
Guard partnership was a dockside day of demon- 
strations and displays for several hundred students 
from the Muskoka and West Parry Sound boards 
of education. 


Students in the school program, called Boatwise, 
learned how to safely use distress signal flares, 
deploy emergency life rafts and handle naviga- 
tional aids. 





Overview of Provincial Drug Scene 


Drug seizures continue to rise 


Cocaine seizures in 1996 were more than 1,000 
per cent over 1995 levels, increasing from 41 
kilograms to an incredible 486 kilograms, con- 
firming that drug cartels were well established in 
Ontario, particularly in the Greater Toronto area. 


In addition to cocaine, other illicit drugs most 
commonly seized included cannabis or mari- 
huana, cannabis resin (hashish), LSD, heroin, 
crack cocaine and speed, with marihuana continu- 
ing to be number one on the illegal substances’ 
list. More than 8,862 kilograms of marihuana was 
seized in investigations during 1996, along with 
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Under cover of corn stalks 


Two thousand marihuana plants, valued at 
$300,000, were found hidden between towering 
stalks of corn in Egremont Township during a 
drug eradication sweep in Western Region in 
September, 1996. In all, OPP drug enforce- 





ment and Mount Forest detachment officers 
destroyed 2,500 plants during the day’s 
searches in Egremont and Perth and Huron 
counties.

1,030 kilos of liquid hashish and 527 kilos of 
hashish. The designer drug Ecstacy, also known 
as the “Date Rape” drug, turned up for the first 
time in Ontario during the year, although seizures 
were small in quantity. 


Retail value of drugs confiscated during the year 
also rose dramatically — over $80 million in 1996, 
almost double 1995’s tally. 


Proceeds of crime legislation led to the seizure of 
a half a million dollars in cash and $2.6 million in 


property. 


In all, OPP drug enforcement officers laid 4,941 
charges in 1996, 48.11 per cent over 1995’s total. 


Project “Dismantle” 
Hundreds of Ontario police, including a contin- 
gent of OPP officers, closed out 1996 with a 
dramatic series of pre-dawn raids in late Decem- 
ber on the homes and clubhouses of Satan’s 
Choice motorcycle gang members. 


The raids followed an extensive eight-month in- 
vestigation by the OPP and officers with Toronto, 


Thunder Bay, Sudbury, Durham, Halton, 
Hamilton-Wentworth and Waterloo police ser- 
vices. 


Thirty nine gang members were arrested, mainly 
on drug-related charges. Another 70 had been 
charged prior to the mass raids. 


Seized were an estimated $11-million worth of 
marijuana plants and hydroponics equipment, 
about $125,000 in cash and more than $250,000 
in other drugs including cocaine. Also confis- 
cated were sawed-off shotguns and a variety of 
automatic weapons. 


Project “Boat” 


An anonymous phone call in 1995, that tipped 
Caledon OPP detachment officers to a murder, 
launched Project “Boat”and resulted in the 1996 
arrest of eight people on drug-related charges. 
Dead of knife wounds and a shot to the head was 
38-year-old Douglas Galley. His body was found 
tied up in a Caledon area residence that showed 
signs of being used to process marihuana. 


The homicide remained unsolved at year’s end, 
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but the OPP investigation by drug enforcement 
officers and the GTR crime unit netted marihuana 
valued at three quarters of a million dollars, 
$120,000 of hydroponics equipment and a prohib- 
ited weapon. Seized under proceeds of crime 
legislation was an additional $80,000 in Ameri- 
can cash and two industrial warehouse buildings. 


Project “Primo” 
A three-month-long drug investigation, Project 
“Primo” in the Kenora area, ended with the arrest 
of 17 people on 64 charges including six counts 
of drug trafficking and 34 counts of conspiracy to 
traffic. 


Two of those charged were members of the Sa- 
tan’s Choice motorcycle gang in Thunder Bay. 
Another was the president of the Los Brovos 
outlaw motorcycle gang in Winnipeg. 


Seized during raids, in addition to almost $14,000 
in narcotics, were firearms including four long 
guns and one .357 Colt Python Magnum, ammu- 
nition, more than $2,000 in cash and a $15,000 
pickup truck. 
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Operation “Undertow” 


A joint-forces investigation between the OPP and 
Owen Sound Police Service, Operation 
“Undertow” was initiated following complaints 
from a number of Owen Sound schools that stu- 
dents were being approached by drug dealers. 


“Undertow” led to a number of search warrants 
being executed which produced seizures of co- 
caine, crack cocaine, speed, heroin, dilaudid and 
percodan. 


High-speed pursuit nets drug bust 


Narcotics worth $8,000 were seized from a sus- 
pect’s vehicle following a high-speed pursuit 
along Highway 17 by White River OPP Detach- 
ment officers. 


The suspect finally ditched his vehicle and fled on 
foot into the nearby bush. ERT and canine teams 
spent about 12 hours flushing him out of hiding to 
face trafficking and several Criminal Code 
charges.

The new 1-888 telephone number for OPP ser- 
vice took effect in November , 1996. Above, the 
system is checked at a communications centre. 
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The new province-wide, toll-free number was 
dedicated exclusively to the OPP in November of 
1996 and can be used any time or any place in the 
province when you require non-emergency police 
services. The number for anyone using a tele- 
phone device for the deaf (TDD/TTY) is 1-888- 
310-1133. These non-emergency calls will be 
automatically routed to the appropriate OPP 
telecommunications centre. 


For safety reasons, the OPP is ensuring that the 
existing telephone or TDD/TTY numbers across 
the province remain active until the end of 1998 
should someone in distress dial a previous 1-800 
police service number by mistake. 


Linked by video conferencing 
The hi-tech world of video conferencing is now 
linking the OPP’s General Headquarters in Oril- 
lia with all six regional headquarters in Aurora, 
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Kingston, London, Orillia, Sudbury and Thunder 
Bay. Eight systems were installed within the 
organization including two at GHQ and one in 
each region. Video conferencing means people 
stationed outside of GHQ can be part of weekly 
meetings or training sessions without spending a 
lot of time and money on travel. 


Clearing OPP radio bands 


Telecommunications staff worked closely with 
private-sector, personal communications 
providers in 1996 to realign the OPP’s radio 
frequency system. 





In late 1995, Industry Canada announced that a 
block of radio frequencies, including four used 
by the OPP, would have to be cleared within four 
years to accommodate the rapidly expanding 
cellular-phone business. 


“Windows” of opportunity 
“Windows” of opportunity opened for more than 
2,300 OPP employees in 1996 when internal 
computer systems were upgraded to Windows 
Office Suite. Both GHQ and field personnel 
were offered courses to upgrade their skills in 
programs such as Word, Excel and Powerpoint. 





Media Relations 


Hands-on experience 
Media representatives from across Ontario were 
given hands-on experience with OPP firearms 
during an event-filled day hosted by Media Rela- 
tions in 1996. 


Designed to build a better understanding of police 
work in the 1990s, this Media Day also featured 
demonstrations by OPP tactics and rescue offi- 
cers. 


Media training 
During the year, 16 short courses and workshops 
were presented on the subject of media relations 
for recruits, communications operators, commu- 
nity services officers, criminal investigators and 
incident commanders at various locations 
throughout the province. 


Acting as a resource centre for OPP officers, 
Media Relations continued supplying them with 
materials, providing advice on news releases and 
offering guidance on delivering an address, ap- 
pearing on radio or television talk shows, imple- 
menting a communications plan or holding an 
emergency news conference. 


More than 200 news releases 
Over 190 English and 30 French news releases 
were prepared and distributed to the media on 
behalf of various bureaus including Provincial 


Traffic and Marine Safety, Criminal Investiga- 
tion, Investigation Support and Professional Stan- 
dards. Releases were also prepared for the Office 
of the Commissioner, all six regional headquarters 
and a number of detachments. 


Thousands of media clips 

High-speed searching of 7,000 television news- 
casts and 1,300 current affairs programs by the 
media monitoring section yielded 3,510 dubs of 
news stories and documentaries following re- 
quests for copies of the broadcast items from OPP 
officers, the Ministry of Solicitor General and 
Correctional Services, and other police services. 


As well, 1,150 video items and a small quantity of 
audio tapes were prepared upon request, and perti- 
nent newspaper clippings were distributed to 
GHQ and regional locations. 


Showcasing new organization 
The OPP REVIEW, produced quarterly by Me- 
dia Relations, showcased the new organizational 
structure of the OPP throughout the year, high- 
lighting one GHQ bureau and one region in each 
issue and continuing to inform readers about the 
restructuring of our organization. 


Other 1996 articles included the tour of duty of an 
OPP contingent serving in the United Nations’ 
mission in Haiti and features about new investiga- 
tive techniques. 
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645-per-cent increase 
Requests for Firearms Acquisition Certificates 
(FACs) to the Chief Provincial Firearms Office 
(CPFO) exploded in 1996, soaring 645 per cent 
above 1995 levels. 


The dramatic rise, from 11,812 FACs in 1995 to 
more than 88,070 in 1996, was principally due to 
a “grandparenting” provision introduced the year 
before that gave Ontario gun owners a three- 
month window to use other courses and tests to 
satisfy FAC training requirements. 


Hundreds of weapons seized 
In June, a joint-forces investigation, that included 
members of the CPFO’s business unit, ended 
with more than 350 restricted and 240 non- 
restricted weapons being seized from a Markham 
sporting goods store. 


The store owners were charged with more than 
170 counts of delivering firearms to people who 
didn’t have FACs and one charge of operating a 
weapons business/failing to keep prescribed 
records. 


Preparing for new firearms’ legislation 


Pending federal firearms legislation, that will 
have a direct impact on the CPFO, resulted in the 
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Chief Provincial Firearms Office

late July establishment of the Ontario Transition 
Project. 


The project developed a comprehensive plan for 
managing the implementation of the Firearms Act 
which will include a complete review and rewrite 
of all policies and processes relating to firearms 
administration.On the basis of the plan, Ontario 
should experience a smooth transition to the new 
legislation and receive improved compensation for 
its role in firearms administration. — 





Professional Standards 


New complaint strategy 
A new complaint investigation strategy, launched 
in 1996 by Professional Standards Bureau, was 
designed to both reduce complaints and resolve 
them at an earlier stage. 


Complaint investigation teams, made up of a 
sergeant major and three to five sergeants, were 
set up in all of the six OPP regions. The 
sergeants major, as well as investigating and 
monitoring investigations, provide proactive as- 
sistance and guidance to regional, bureau or de- 
tachment commanders in order to reduce com- 
plaints. 


An investigator first attempts to resolve the com- 


plaint informally, by using Alternative Dispute 
Resolution (ADR) techniques. If this is not 
achieved, investigators are trained to conduct 
criminal, internal, workplace discrimination and 
harassment or public-complaint investigations. 


Highest standard of professionalism 

Also, as the bureau continued to encourage, re- 
ward and recognize the highest standard of pro- 
fessionalism throughout the organization, more 
than 2,500 tributes, commendations and awards 
were presented to members of the OPP and its 
Auxiliary officers. And, in appreciation of assis- 
tance by members of the public, 176 commenda- 
tions and awards were presented to Ontario citi- 
zens.
